Tender Persuasion Preferred to Stern Com- 


pulsion According ta Its Reports—Ap- 
pealing to the Public Spirit of Those 
Who Have No Public, Spirit, to the 
Human Instincts of Those Who Are 
Beasts—The Merry Smokemaking of the 
Tugmen as an Instance. 

The report by the Smoke Prevention So- 
ciety printed in Taz Trrbune of Saturday is 
a neatly written document and a mildly 
worded one, suggesting the remark about 
roaring as gently as any sucking deve. On 
the whole it appears to indicate a prefer- 
ence for mild persuasion rather than for com- 
pulsion. It conveys the impression that the 
officers of the organization still believe that 
much can be accomplisted by appealing to 
the public spirit of those citizens who have no 
public spirit, to the love for cleanliness of 
those who have no love for it, or to the human 
instinct in the breasts of those people who are 
poreine in their natures. Undoubtedly 
some can be persuaddd to do what is 
right, but at the same time there 
is a vast, stubborn mas¢ which cannot be 
acted upon in that way. Its component ele- 
ments love filth for the sake of filth, like those 
animals which would rather wallow in- mud 
than bathe in clean water,

The 
peopie who now fail to see the possibilities in 
elevated railway traffic are the saine ones who 
have been constantly surprised at the develop- 
ment in the surface railroad business, Im- 
proved transportation facilities create busi- 
ness.

In 1878 the total movement of 
passengers in New York was 169,000,000, and 
in 1888, after the elevated roads had been put 
in full operation, the traffic increased to 
371,000,000, being an increase of 120 per cent 
in travel, against an increase of but a little 
over 60 per cent in population. 

‘*There is another general impression en- 
tertained here about elevated railroad traffic 
which is entirely erroneous.

Parties were sued, and doubtless some 
fines imposed. But where are the 
fines that have been collected? The 
cases are appealed, at‘ a cost of 
about $2 for court fees and $5 to the lawyer, or 
even less than $5 where several cases can be 
handled in a bunch. The cases are put on the 
misdemeanor docket and there allowed to 
slumber forever. The State’s-Attorney has 
his hands full of criminal business and has no 
time to attend to smoke. So the suits that 
have been brought are tied up and placed on 
tile, shkumbering in the office of the Criminal 
Court with no certainty of resurrection any 
more than uf they were as dead as so many 
door-nails, 

What should be done is to push those prose- 


-cutions with vigor and promptness through to 


the court of last resort, if necessary, and show 
the smoke nuisance offenders that they gain 
nothing by appealing, trying: to stave it off 
till it dies. The law of the case has been set- 
tled. The Supreme Court has decided that the 
ordinance under which these suits are insti- 
tuted is valid. Hence the inevitable result 
of pushing the suits must be collection of the 
fines and costs. No individual or firm ean 
long stand the payment of a fine of $100 and 
costs of; repeated. The way to deal with the 
smoke offender is to fine him. If he appeals 
fine him again and try the appeal and convict 
and collect it. He will soon get tired of the 
business of smoke making and offer to adopt 
whatever neasures are stated to be effective 
in abating the nuisance. 
Wide Field of Action Uncultivated., 

Nor does it appear from the report that 
anything is being done to impress upon the 
people whu are putting new boilers into build- 
ings the neceasity of adopting the down-draft 
plan of combustion. Noone can deny that 
it would be a great deal better to induce these 
persons to put in the down-draft furnace 
than to allow them to adopt over again the 
old fashioned up-draft, smoke-making fur- 
naces. Surely it were preferable to insist on 
a correct principle for all new boilers than to 
let the old imperfect method be used and then 
come in with a remonstrance, a recommenda- 
tion to adopt some makeshift steam jet rem- 
edy, and after that to prosecute for noncom- 
pliance with the requirements of the city 
ordinances against smoke nuisance. 

There is a wide field of action which the so- 
ciety for preventing the smoke nuisance does 
not seem disposed to cultivate, although the 
title of the organization in effect, pledges it 
to attempt to cover that ground.

SUSPECT SCHWEINFURTH’S DISCIPLES. 


John Chapman Started to Rescue His Sis- 
ter and Cannot Be Found. 

Rocxrorp, Ill, July 23.—[Special.]—John 
Chapman came hore from Montana Wednes- 
day and weat to Attorney D. W. Shoudy to 
inquire as to the best method of séeing his 
sister, who is living at Schweinfurth’s “* heav- 
en.”’ He left the office late in the afternoon, 
saying he was going afver her, and has not 
been heard from since, . 

His sister was the wife of J. S. Ogilby, who, 
a year agé, brought suit against Schweinfurth 
for $2,000 turned over to him and made a 
compromise by which he got a $1,500 mort- 
gage on “heaven.” Later he released ‘the 
mortgage and went back to live with Schwein- 
furth. Ogilby came.to Rockford today and 
sought Attorney Shoudy to inquire about 
Chapman. He said Chapman had telegraphed 
him that he would be here last Wednesday, 
but he had not seen him. He has found that 
he had stopped at the London House, from 
where he had gone to Shoudy’s office. After 
he left there no one has seen him. 

Shoudy says he was bitter atid outspoken 
against Schweinfurth and that he claimed to 
be a man of means and intended to take his 
sister and her husband back to Montana. 
Ogilby does not live with Schweinfurth, but 
with a discipie a mile distant, so Chapman 
might have been at “heaven ” and Ogilby not 
know it.

SMALL-POX IN A NORTHWESTERN COACH 


A Child Afflicted with the Disease Reaches 
Milwaukee—Quarantined the Car. 

MiLwavkeE, Wis., July 23.—[Special. | —The 
passenger-train which left Chicago over the 
Chicago and Northwestern road for Milwau- 
kee at 8 o’clock this morning had on board a 
httle girl suffering with small-pox. -The child 
belonged to a family consisting of the mother 
and three children en route from Germany to 
join the husband and father, who has lived 
here for two years. Two Health Department 
physicians, who were at the depot on the arri- 
val of the train, refused to aliow any of the 
other thirty-five passengers to leave the infect- 
ed car, which was ordered into quarantine. 
A switch-engine pulled the car on a side track 
and a police guard was kept over it. At first 
the passengers, who had not previously known 
of the presence of the smali-pox patient in

At 7 o’clock yesterday morning it was 78° in 
Chicago. That was the coolest point of the 
day. During the forenoon there wasa slight 
rain which was the tail end of a storm which 
passed north of here to the east. The wind is 
due to change to the northeast, and then the 
weather will be cooler and more tefreshing. 

The hottest points recorded yesterday were 
at Concordia, Kas., and Omaha, where the 
thermometer registered 100° about 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. In Kansas City, at thesame 
hour, it was 96° and in Detroit and Milwaukee 
it was.92°. In Denver it was 88°, St. Paul, 
90°; and Vincinnati, 94°. . 

A Touth of the Desert’s Breath. 

A hot, sultry wind blew from the southwest 
from early in the morning until after sun- 
down, when it went around to thewest a little. 
The wind added to the discomforts of the day 
and made it seem much warmer that it really 
was. From the coolest point recorded, 7 a. m., 
it grew steadily warmer. _At 7 o’clock it 
was 78°, an hour later it was 82°, and from 
that time on until 1 o’clock in the afternoon it 
increased at the rate of adegree an hour. 
Then from 1 o’clock until 3 it increased at the 
rate of two degrees an hour. AfterSthat there 
was a gradual decline, : 

The humidity of the atmosphere was 
much lower yesterday than on Friday, 
when it was 100. Last night it was only 
61, and the forecastings of the Signal Service 
Bureau show that the air will continue to be- 
come drier for several days tocome. There 
are no rains Jooked for the next week, either 
for Chicago or the Northwest, and the outlook 
is that the remaining days in July will be 
clear. 

For the coming month of August, judging 
by the records at the Signal Service Bureau, 
the weather promises to be anything but com- 
fortable. During the last twenty-one years 
the mean temperature for August has been 
71°. The warmest August: in that penod was 
in 1881, when the average was 75°.

The absurdity of the claim is man:fest as the 
storm was central over Rapid City, or some 
point even further north, and Hermosa was 
not paying for rain for Rapid City. A test 
trial of five days seems rather long, for on the 
doctrine of chances rain from natural causes 
would visit almost any given locality at inter- 
vals not exceeding ten days. Visible results, 
the Hermosa people claim, ought to follow 
immediately, or the efforts of artificial “* rain- 
‘makers ” will and should be viewed with sus- 
picion.

ARRESTED FOR BICYCLING SUNDAY. 


Jeremiah B. Osborne Held at Bridgeport, 
Conn,, on This Charge. 

Briperprort, Conn., July 23.—[Special, |— 
A case full of interest to wheelmen is that of 
the State against Jeremiah B. Osborne, a 
inember of the firm of C, S. Sterling & Co. of 
this city, and a well-known resident of South- 
port.

crown under the early Georges, who feared 
that any departure therefrom might be re- 
garded as a Hanoverian innovation.

If it is desired to 
communicate with anybody in the business 
district it takes less time to go personally to 
the office than it does to ring up central and 
get the connections, The telephone branch 
offices on the South and West Sides are as 
slow and careless as the one down-town.”’ 

A broker on La Salle street said: “ We have 
complained to the company so much that it 
wouldn’t be policy now to complain through 
the newspapers. We might get the worst of 
it. The service is bad, and we are great suf- 
ferers by it. Many orders are placed by tele- 
phone. If our customers cannot reach us 
they go elsewhere. Complaints we make pro- 
duce only temporary relief.” Anes 

C. W. Drew & Co, said: *‘The service is bad, 
and I think this complaint is general. This 
office has made some complaints to the tele- 
phone company, and better attention for a few 
days has been the result, but ue improvement 
has lasted only temporarily./ The service is 
not so good as it was two or three years ago. 
It may be that the telephone office is over- 
crowded, that 1ts machinery is not capable of 
expansion. At any rate, the business public 
suffers.” 

J. L. Whitlock, Glen Falls Insurance com- 
pany said: “Recently for four days we had 
three telephones tangled up with ours. That 
is a sample of the service we get. I+ is miser- 
able and I believe 95 per cent of it comes 
through carelessness on the part of the tele- 
phone employes. We frequently require to 
communicate with the Underwriters’ office for 
rates. It often takes forty.minutes. In the 
meantime our customer is waiting at the 
counter, consuming his valuable time, We 
sometimes give up trying to make telephone 
connections and send out the office boy. He 
has spent as much as three hours on matters 
which could be attended to on the telephone 
in a few minutes if the service were adequate.

WHY NORTH CLARK STREET WAILS. 


Many Weary’ Minutes and Hours Vainly 
Spent Trying to Get a Number. 

A tour of North Clark. street was made by a 
reporter for Tur Tripunge yésterday after- 
noon, and the experiences of numerous tele- 
phone patrons were obtained. 

A. Oberman, who keeps a drug store at No. 
40 North Clark street, said: 


culty is to get the main office. It is enough 
to make a man sick of the whole system some- 
times. It often takes ten or fifteen minutes 
to get central. I believe that the girls in the 
main office must be unusually negligent. 
I have complained to the manager re- 
peatedly. Each time ; he says he 
will look the matter up. As a result we have 
better services for two or three days and then 
it drops back into the same old groove.”’ 

At the Revere House the manager said: “I 
think that fully 50 per cent of the numbers I 
call through the central office I fail to get. 
The service is truly deplorable. The north 
office is all right. Today I wasin a great 
hurry to secure a sieeping-car berth, I 
knew if I was delayed I should fail to get 
what I wanted. I called up the Northwestern, 
No. 2,076. The answer caine, ‘They are 
busy now. What’s your number? I will call 
you.’ I waited as patiently as I couid for 
twenty minutes then called 
again asking the operator at the maiu office 
if she did not remember promising to call me 
up. No one knew anything about it, and No, 
2,076 was busy again. After another wait of 
several minutes I sv ed in getting the 
manager. After that 1 waited an additional 
thirty-five minutes. As a result the berth I 
wanted was gone, and | had to take an upper 
berth. I asked the manager if it was any 
use to give your number to the operator and 
trust her to call you up. He said he would in- 
vestigate the matter. It is a rare thing to get 
a number when you are asked to wait. The 
other day I wanted some produce for the 
house, and was in a great hurry. It toek two 
hours actually to get the commission house, 
If I can’t get better service 1 have made up 
my mind to have the telephone taken out.” 


Wretched All the Time. 


H, G. Metcalf & Co., druggists at No. 104 
North Clark street, said the service at this 
store was wretched all the time. It was most 
defective in the morning. It was a common 
thing to ring the beil for twenty minutes be- 
fore getting a reply. 

Henry J. Bate keeps a drug store at No. 126 
North Clark street. Hesaid: “It is always 
safe to call half an hour ahead of time if you 
want a number. Our trouble seems to be 
with the main office. ‘North’ 1s all right. 
About two weeks ago I called for ‘Canal, No. 
212.’ The operator replied that the number 
was busy and that she would call me. I waited 
two hours and nocall came, I rung the sec- 
ond time and found the number still busy. 
Exasperated, I valled up the manager, wno 
said he would see that it did not occur 
again. That’s the way it goes here.”’ 

E. A. Schroeder of No. 171 North Clark 
street said that he had experienced annoying 
delays in Canal office. 

One of the proprietors of the Huron Phar- 
macy said: ** Time and again I have tried to 
get Oakland office and failed signally. My 
answer often was that no Oakland wire was 
available. Today we have had a succession of 
troubles in trying to get central. Sometimes 
we can’t get the West office at ali. I don’t 
know whether the trouble is with the wires or 
the operators. North office rings West and 
there is no response. I asked for a number 
today and couldn’t get ‘the manager and he 
said he guessed those people must have their 
’phone open. I never have found much satis- 
faction in making complaints.”’ 


Was Bound to Get a Number. 


J. McGivern keeps a meat market at No. 199 
_North Clark street, across from the Huron 
’ Pharmacy, and uses the telephone of the 
pharmacy. He said: “I wanted to order 
some sweetbreads the other day and I had to 
call up eight different numbers before I could 
get one that wasn’t said to be busy. I was 
prepared for the operator and fired in one 
number after another. At last the operator 
raid: ‘I guess I might as well give you a 
number, for I see that you are bound to get 
one.’ ‘That was in the main office. In some 
cases where I have been tuld that a number 
was busy I have called them up later and been 
told by the firm that they had not been called 
for several hours. A carriage is often a 
quicker way to reach a down-town firm than 
the telephone is. I would gladly put in a 
*phone if I could get decent service.’ 

Eugene Weber, whose drug store is at No. 
445 North Clark street said: “I take adver- 
tisements for some down town newspapers. 
On some mornings have to call two hours be- 
fore I can get the Abendpost. Sometimes the 
advertisements are too late for classification, 
owing to the neglect of the telephone oper- 
ators. Inthe evening I have the same trouble 
in getting Tue Trisune counting-rocom. I 
have stood and rung at the ’phone for an hour 
before I could get any satisfaction. Yester- 
day it got su bad up man- 
ager, and the service has been a little better 


since.”’ 
R. E. Rhode, pharmacist at No. 504 North 
Clark street, said: “I have had people come 


in with members of the family dangerously 
ill and try to call u doctor. I have 
actuaily known people to call three-fourths of 
an hour without getting the number. have 
rouch trouble in reaching the down-town d 
houses. The fault seems to be at the main of- 
fice. My experience has led me to believe 
that there is little use in complaining. The 
facilities of the telephone company seem to be 
inadequate.” 

L. W. Kendall, a druggist at North Clark 
and Center streets, said: “There are so many 
times when we have had trouble that it is hard 
to pick out particular instances. We have be- 
come hardened to it. It is seldom that our 
conversation is not broken into by the opera- 
tors in an annoying way. metimes we are 
broken up in the middie of a conversation and 
are unable to get the number again.

Disgusted with the Parsimony of Congress 
a Metropolitan Firm Sets an Example 
to the People—President Baker Confi- 
dent the Appropriation Will Pass—He 
Has Assurances to That Effect—He Also 

‘Punctures the Lobby Story-—General 

News of the Exposition. . 

Fair Directors have predicted.that the peo- 
ple of the country would stand by the Exposi- 
tion and Chicago if Congress should fail to 
make an appopriation. They have iterated 
this belief, but thus far have had no occasion 
to test its trustwurthiness. Yesterday, how- 
ever, a voluntary evidence of its correctness 
was received at headquarters in the way of an 
unsolicited subscription of $1,000. It wasn’t 
a promise to pay, but a check for the amount. 
it also indicated that all New-Yorkers were 
not against the Fair, and disclosed exactly 
what the Directors feel is the sentiment of the 
country generally. The check was inclosed in 
the following letter: ‘ 

New York, July 20.—William ‘f. Baker, Presi- 
dent Columbian tion, Chicago—Dear Sir: 
The journ.Js of today confirm the reported action 
of the House of Reprerentatives, by which it re- 

uses gn appropriation to the orld’s Fair. 

Aside’from the narrowness of this vote, the 

geenees fact stands that the President, by act of 

ngress, was required to invite “ all the nations 
of the earth by public proclamation to partici- 
pate in this Exposition.” 

Now that same Congress refuses the necessary 
appropriation for its cost to an enterprise to 
which the honor of the Nation was pledged. 
Believing as we do that the World's Fair is not a 
local exhibition, but oné in which every American 
should take an active interest, we inclose our 
check for one thousand dollars ($1,000) on Messrs. 
EK. L. Brewster & Co., with the hope that the peo- 
ple of every State will, by their interest and sub- 
scription, put the stamp of disapproval on this 
action of their representatives. We are, sir 
your obedient servants, H. L. Horton & Co, 

‘* That is precisely what I thought would be 
the case in the event of unfavorable action by 
som said President Baker. ‘* Every 
intelligent and patriotic person in the United 
States knows by this time that Chicago has 
done its entire duty by the Fair. Everybody 
knows, further, that it is a national Exposi- 
tion. I don’t doubt for a minute that thou- 
sands of poo would follow the example of 
Horton Co. if we were left to our own re- 
sources,”’ 

Other directors feel the same way. Among 
them are Messrs, Gage, Higinbotham, E:ryan, 
aud Peck. They don’tcare to discuss pians 
in advance of the necessity of forming them. 
They are uuwilling to believe that Congress 
will not do its duty. At the same time they 
do believe the people will come to their aid if 
Congress does not. 

But President Baker is certam the appro- 
priation bill will pass. He said yesterday he 
had received assurance by toregraph froin 
most authoritative sources that thé bill would 
gothrough. “In view of these dispatches,”’ 
he said, **there is no question in my mind 
about the result, I will not tell you where 
they came from, but the information is wholly 
trustworthy.” 


CONGRESS OF PHILANTHROPY. 


Ex-President Hayes Will Preside at an In- 
ternational Gathering Next Year. 

Ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes is to be 
identitied with one feature of the Exposition. 
He will preside over an International Con- 
gress of Charities, Correction, and Philan- 
thropy, which will be held in Chicago in the 
week beginning June 12 next year, There are 
nine sections into which the congress will be 
organized. These include almost every sub- 
ject known to philanthropy, correction, and 
charities. 

The membership Of the congress will be open 
to official represetitatives of governinents, prop 
erly commissioned, to delegates from various 
official bodies, arid to members of scientific 
societies and of Corporations which own or 
control charitable or correctiona! institutions, 
or are engaged in that clase of work. Women 
will be admitted «as members of the congress. 
lor the purpose of getting the congress into 
working ordfr, 8 Committee on organization, 
consisting of Frederick H. Wines, John G. 
Shortall and Mrs. J, M. Flower, has been ap- 
pointed, 

This committee’throws out the suggestion 
that those intending to attend the congress 
should mbkke arrangements immediately 
through the committee for securing hotel ac- 
commodations. All persons throughout the 
worid who are engaged in charitabie or cor- 
rectional work are requested to furnish the 
names of persons interested in questions of 
this nature. 


ARCHITECTS AND UNDERWRITERS. 


Plans for an Exhibit Which Will Combine 
Their Interests—Money Needed. 

Architects Sand underwriters are evolving a 
plan to combine their interests in a joint ex- 
hibition at the World’s Fair in a special 
building. ‘They have begun to reason that the 
interests of architects and insurance men in 
construction are identical. 

The insurance people have already sevured 
an allotment of space 75x125 in a desirable 
location. It is to’ be devoted entirely to a 
display of methods and materials showmg 
the evolution of building construction. In 
addition, club-rooms are to be _ provided, 
where members can register, meet their friends, 
and have a general rendezvous and bureau of 
information, Since this privilege was se- 
cured by the underwriters the Illinois Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects has 
taken up the question of a joint exhibit. 

In case the twé interests unite the architects 
are asked to furnish $15,000 toward the con- 
struction of the building. The Secretary, 
George Beaumont of the Illinois Chapter, is 
sending out letters inviting the codperation of 
architects. The $15,000 must be contributed 
before Aug. 15, 


PRESIDENT BAKER EXPLAINS, 


Negotiations with Lobbyists Were Made, 
but Were Broken Off Early. 

When President Baker was shown last night 
the lobby story as itappeared in the Washing- 
ton dispatches of an evening paper, he said: 

“When I was in Washington with Messrs. 
Winston and Odell in April last it was rec- 
ommended by Mr, Durborow and Judge St. 
Clair, in view of the apathy of Congress and 
general ignorance of Exposition affairs, to se- 
cure the assistance of some one to disseminate 
information. St. Clair and Durborow strongly 
recommended certain persons to represent us 


in this way, and when ell and 
Winston left Washington it was agreed 
that I should engage their services, 


They were seen by Mr, St. Clair or Durborow, 
who found that y were willing to serve us. 
They were all strangers to me, and I did not 
meet them until afterward, when, it appear- 
ing thatthe sentiment in Chicago was pro- 
nounced againsta loan, which at that time 
seemed the wnost we could get, they were in- 
formed that negutiations were off, and that 
ended my business with them. I don’t know 
whether these are the persons referred to in 
the Post article, but think not, as the men 
whom Isaw were very highly spoken of by 
Judge St. Clair.

lie Affairs Rather More Conspicuously 
Foolish than Anybody Else—Evidences 
-of Its Truath—More Cabinet Gossip— 
Tories Trying to Belittle Gladstone— 
Something Serious on Foot in Interna- 

tional Affairs—France’s Quarrels.

Lonpon, J uly 23.—In the course of that amaz- 
-§ng Output of rhetoric, argument, and compre- 
hensive partisan philosophy with which, a 
fortnight ago, Mr. Gladstone was astonishing 
the numerous millions of his juniors, he said 
one thing which on the instant raised a pro- 
digious outcry. In substance this remark was 
to the effect that the older he grew the more 
he began to conclude that the highly educated 
classes were in public affairs rather more 
‘couspicuously foolish than anybody else. A 
good deal has happened since that suggestion 
was thrown out calculated to breed a sus- 
picion that therein Gladstone touched the out- 
skirts of a great and solemn truth. 

If the future historian desires to probe to 
the uttermost the possibilities of idiocy among 
Caucasian people# during the closing decade 
of the nineteenth century his material lies 
compiled and indexed close at hand. He has 


only to study the letters upon the recent elec- 


tion results which were printed during the last 
ten days froin some scores of wrathful Tories 
and Unionists. These letters fairly , beggar 
deacription. It is difficult to belieyé_ there 
ever was before so much human asininity 
’ gompressed into a given area of printed mat- 
ter. The defeated candidates write explain- 
ing the causes of their discomfiture, and give 
_reasons which would upset the gravity of an 
Aberdeen kindergarten. Théir friends con- 
tribute epistolary support even more incredi- 
"bly brainless. 

It gives one a shock to note day by day that 
the more stupid ana silly one of these letters 
is, the greater chance that it is signed by a 
professor ur fellow of one of the universities 
or big training colleges. 

Those of next highest fool value are written 
by Queen’s counsel and barristers.

Tories Trying to Belittle’ Gladstone. 

One would think thatif ever there was a 
country in the world where the first duty of 
citizenship was to keep the management of 
foreign relations above partisan fights it is 
England. Yet, now, one has the spectacle of 
Tory papers securing columns of stuff daily 
from their correspondents in. continental 
capitals explaining how the prospect of 
Gladstone’s return to power lowers England’s 
position in foreign eyes, and invites all sorts 
of grievous and calamicous rearrangements of 
foreign alliances, 

This might be dismissed as mere windy non- 
sense, but a graver question is raised by the 
universal chuckling over the fact that Glad- 
stone will be compelled to deal with particu- 
larly nasty complications in Afghanistan and 
Morocco. They frankly enjoy their expecta- 
tion that he will get England into difficulties 
and likely into danger and disaster while 
handling these embarrassing muddles, and 
they smile satisfiediy at the reflection that 
their own Ministers have been smart enough 
to create these annoying legacies for him, 
just as in 1880 they were able to hand over to 
him Egypt honeycombed. with revolt and 
bankruptcy. AmInght in saying that no 
_ spirit would be possible among our peo- 
ple 

Naturally all this is making the incoming 
Liberals deeply furious. When the new Par- 
hament meets there will rise one big-volumed, 
menacing cry of rage against this arrogant, 
bigoted, and stupidly unpatriotic class, with 


its monstrous privileges and its intolerable - 


pretense of superiority. 

Just now it is the Tories’ cue to prophesy 
wild and hopeless confusion inside Glad- 
stone’s ranks over the question of priority of 
home rule among Liberal measures. They 
find, instead, a deadly unanimity upon the 
importance of bunching as many smashing 
blows as possible straight at the head of 
Toryism and the classes. I discover this 
feeling dominant among all members of 
the new House,’ British and _ Irish 
alike, to whom I have talked since 
the elections. By a fortnight hence, when the 
House meets, it will be thé controlling impulse 
of the whole majority, and such fragmentary 
sections as the Parnellite or the Labor party, 
even if they desired to resist, will be swept 
along in the current of anti-class enthusiasm. 

No Delay for Home Rule. 

Let no one suppose that this means the ‘post- 
ponement of home rule or a short session. 
Elections now involve such prodigious per- 
sonal expense that neither side desires to has- 
ten another dissolution. Probably by the 
time the next election comes /the Commons 
will have passed a bill putting these expenses 
on the public purse. This will be only one of 
the many measures similarly radical which will 
be sent up for the Lords to throw out. Some 
of them, like home rule, abolition of plural 
voting, and taxation of ground rents, will be 
sent up more than oace, until the onus of the 
wholesale blocking of popular will has been 
fastened on the Lords with all possible com- 
pleteness. Then the greatest battle of En- 
glish political history will come, ,with the 
wiping out of hereditary legislators added to 
other burning issues. 

Continental restlessness is at this moment 
more marked thanit has been during any 
other summer for years. Those trials for 
treasonable and murderous conspiracy in Bul- 
garia may not have made Ferdinand’s throne 
more secure in Sofia, but they have produced 
a remarkable effect in Germany. Perhaps it 
it is truer to say that they, have been selected 
as the peg on which to hang the effect which 
the Germans had already to produce. At all 
events the German papers are suddenly 
launching forth long and violent articles 
about Russia as an enemy to civilization and 
abettor of mutinies and assassination plots 
in other countries, and as a general nuisance 
to Europe. Of course they have no difficulty 
in proving their words. All they charge was 
glaringly apparent years ago. Revelations of 
Russian official backing of the miscreants 
who tried to kill Ferdinand are not needed as 
fresh evidence, but the fact that the Berlin 
papers, which are edited always with an eye 
on the Foreign Office in the Wilhelmstrasse, 
deem it important now to shout at the top of 
their lungs about these things 1s unduubtedly 
interesting. 

Something Serious May Be on Foot, 

Perhaps nothing serious is on foot; per- 
haps, on the other hand, grave things are 
close at hand; but, at any rate, every overt 
movement that German public sentiment 
makes in antagonism to Russia brings us so 
much nearer to the final cataclysm out of 
which Russia will emerge, not Russia at all, 
but broken up into three or four homegeneous 
parts, no one of which is big enough to form 
a standing menace to European civilization. 

Kussia figures more or less directly in an- 
other complication of which we know little 
thus far, but which has any conceivable num- 
ber of elements of danger. There appears to 
be a revolution going on in Afghanistan. All 
news that has found its way eastward points to 

athe certainty of the Ameer getting the. worst 
of it and to a probability that the Indian au- 
thorities will be forced to interfere at least to the 
extent of protecting that celebrated scientitic 
frontier of Disraeli’s invention. Nobody 
doubts that when a fuller intelligence comes 
in Russia will be found deeply mixed up in 
the whole affair. The last time England’s 
guns were shotted for actual warfare and the 
arsenals set working by night to hasten the 
preparation fot combat 1t was over the ques- 
tion of Russian aggression in the debatable 
ground to the west and north of the admitted 
Afghan frontier. Its meddling in Afghan- 
istan proper, which everybody expects to see 
demonstrated within the next week or two, 
would be far more obviously a casus belli 


than the affair at Pendjeh afforded.

WILL BE RECONCILED. 


NATIONALIST FACTIONS BOUND TO 
COME TOGETHER. 


The Time Near at Hand When They Will 
Be a Unit for Home Rule—Those 
Elected This Year Are Able to Pay 
Their Way and Will Constantly Attend 
the Sessions of Parliament—Parnellites 
Nearly Wiped Out—London “Times” on 
Gladstone’s Physical Ability.

Lonpon, July 23.—The latest advices from 
Ireland indicate that the time for the 
reconciliation of the Nationalist factions is not 
am distant. It is near at hand if Michael 

avitt is persuaded to restrain his loquacity 
and his penchant for a row. Col. Nolan, the 
meniber for North Galway, and Mr. John 

Clancy, the member for North Dublin, have 

already intimated that they will act with the 

majority of the Irish Home Rulers in support- 
ing Mr. Gladstone during the approaching 
session of the new Parliament. Their exam- 
ple is likely to be followed by Mr. Rochfort 

Maguire, the member for West Clare, and by 

Mr. William Field, one of the members for 

Dublin. The latter is affiliated with some of 

the trades union aségociations in England, 

which are in harmony with the Liberal policy 
and which have supported the Liberals in the 
recent elections. : 

Dr. Kenny will resign his seat for one of the 
Dublin districts in order to make way for 
James O'Kelly, who was defeated in one of 
the Western rural districts by a narrow ma- 
jority at the recent election, and Mr. Luke P. 
Hayden will resign his seat for South Ros- 
common to make way for Pierce Mahoney, 
one of the Protestant Home Rule members of 
the last. Parliament, who continued to sup- 
port Mr. Parnell and who was recently defeat- 
ed by Davitt in Meath. 

The anti-Parnellites will not oppose the 
election of either of those gentlemen, and that 
will have an exceedingly mollifying effect on 
the factional spirit and tend much towards 
reconciliation and agreement. 

Their Loss Will Be Felt. 

There are only twomembers of the anti- 
Parnellite section deprived of seats at the re- 
cent election whose loss will be felt. Jhese 
are Thomas Dickson, the leader of the Ulster 
Presbyterian Home Rulers, and William 
Murphy, Mr. Dickson’s partner in the owner- 
ship of the National Press. .A seat will be 
found for Mr, Dickson through the resigna- 
tion of one of the minor anti-Parnel lites. 

Mr. Murphy, defeated for. reélection in one 
of the Dublin City divisions, will be given the 
seat for Northeast Cork, which Williain 
O’Brien will resign in order to take the sec- 
ond seat for Cork City, for which he has been 
elected. There will be’no opposition to either 
Mr. Dickson or Mr. |Murphy, which will be 
another indication of peace. 

Perhaps a surer sign of the approaching 
pacification is the announcement that the 
Dublin Independent, the Redmondite organ, 
will cease publication next week. That will 
remove one of the principal sources of dis- 
cord. It dies for lack of support. The Red- 
monds and Tim Harrington will have only a 
weekly organ thereafter to air their griev- 
ances and to fulminate their denunciations. 

From the tone of the London Tory papers 
it is clear that the Tory wire-pullers hope that 
the attendance of the Irish members in Par- 
liament during the approaching session will 
be flickering and unfrequent and consequently 
embarrassing to the Liberals. They seem to 
think that the Irish members recently elected 
are of the same kind as those who served 
under Mr. Parnell and who could not remain 
in London unless their’ expenses were paid 
out of the Parliamentary fund. But the 
Tories are greatly mistaken. The managers 
of the recent Irish campaign wisely provided 
against this difficulty. 

Men Well Able to Pay Their Way. 

In nearly every instance they selected as 
candidates men who can remain in London 
and pay their way. Some of them are wealthy 
returned colonists and Irish-Americans who, 
having amassed large wealth abroad, have re- 
turned to spend it in ease at home. Of this 
class are Mr. Curran, member for South Sligo, 
a wealthy Sydney merchant, and his son, 
who has been elected for Kilkenny City; 
Mr. Morogh, one of the members for Cork 
County, who:made millions in the South 
African diamond mints. Mr. John Sweet- 
‘man, member for East Wicklow, who in- 
creased an inheritea fortune by investments 
in American lands and cattle ranches; Mr. 
Kennedy of North Kildare inberits a fortune 
made in the colonies; Mr, Maguire, one of 
the Parnellites, is a partner of Cecil Rhodes 
of South African fame. There are others of 
the same class. There are a score or more of 
wealthy local men, merchants who have be- 
come rich in trade, like Mr. Hammond of 
Carlow, Mr. Mains of North Donegal, Mr. 
Collery of Sligo, Mr. McGettigan of North 
Fermanagh, Samuel Young, an immensely 
wealthy Belfast distiller who was elected for 
one of the Cavan divisions; Mr. McHugh, an- 
other Belfast man, elected for South Armagh. 

The landlord class will be well represented 
also among the Nationalists by such men as 
Vesey Knox, Capt. Donnellan, Col. Nolan, Sir 
Thomas Esmonde, and Edward Barry. A 
large number of the. new Nationalists, jour-— 
nalists, physicians, and lawyers, reside -in 
London where they practice their profession. 
It will not interfere with their business to at- 
tend to Parliamentary ditties. 

Finally there are a dozen or more editors 
and correspondents of Irish provincial papers 
who can do their editing and corresponding in ® 
London as weil as in the towns where their 
papers are published. The attendance of ‘the 
Irish members during the Parliamentary ses- 
sion is certain to be satisfactory to the Liberal 
leaders. If there is any member who cannot 
attend he will have to get out. There are 
plenty of men to take the places that may be 
thus made vacant. 

It was one of the difficulties of Mr. Parnell 
that he could not get sufficient men of inde- 
pendent means to serve with him in the Insh 
Parliamentary party. There is no such dearth 
of men now. There is a surplusage of men 
who are anxious to serve. 

Though the new Irish party is smaller in 
numbers than the old one, there ig reason to 
believe it will be more effective. 


PARNELLITES GREATLY REDUCED, 


All but a Remnant Swept Away—RKReview 
of Members Returned, ! 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpow, July 23.—Now that we can survey 
the whole battlefield and know exactly where 
we stand I find little to modify in the forecast 
put before you. When the fight began I told 
you that. the Parnellites would be reduced to 
about six or eight members in the new House. 
They have nine. All but this remnant have 
been swept away. This is by far the greatest 
percentage that either political party has to 
show. The only well-known followers of Par- 
nell who came back are Messrs. Harrington 
and Redmond. The anti-Parnellites fought 
them everywhere with the aid of the priests, 
Behold the results—we shall have twenty-six 
new Irish members among the McCarthyites, 
all appearing for the first time in Parliament. 
The bitterness left behind in Ireland by those 
fierce contests passes the power of wurds to 
describe. 

That the defeated men will be heard from 


we need not doubt. James J. O’Kelley, John 
O’Connor, and the rest of them are not dead 
yet. Of course, the Liberal-Unionist seceders 
from Mr. Gladstone have suffered, but not to 
the extent the Gladstonians anticipated and 
hoped. They have come back, forty-six strong.

With every House of Commons henceforth 
the type which stood its.ground for so many 
centuries in Parliament will become more and 
more rare.

Mr. Gladstone has lost some of his sturdy 
supporters and their places have been taken

many of them.

It is the old story—the advanced 
Radical is soon distanced by some one more 
advanced. The guillotine which he has so 
bravely used falls upon his own neck. The 
new school of Radicais will sweep away the 
old, and, before many’ years are over, the 
glory of Burns and company will have been 
dimmed, 

Who of all the men well known to the pub- 
lic came back to the new Parliament much 
stronger than before? There ia but one an- 
swer, and that is, Chamberlain. Owing to his 
superior ;owers of organization, or personal 
influence, he has carried every position.

DOUBTS GLADSTONE’S STRENGTH. 


The London “Times” Afraid He Cannot De- 
fend the Home Rule Bill. 


Lonvon. July 23.—The Times says: The 
government will carry out the program which 
it adopted prior to the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment and will resign i tely after a vote 
of “no confidence” 1s passed. Mr. Gladstone 
will meet with no obstruction from tlie gov- 
ernment, but before he thinks of selecting a 
Cabinet he must consider whether he ought to 
undertake the duties of the Cabinet at all. It 
is idle to pretend that he is not showing 
signs of the increasing pressure of old age. 
Does any dispdésionate observer of the modern 
conditions of parliamentary life believe that 
Mr. Gladstone can throw on himself the task 
of carrying home rule through the com- 
wnittee without the imminent risk of a break- 
down of his physical and mental powers? Mr. 
Gladstone must either take the Premiership, 
with’ a peerage, leaving Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt to march through Coventry with 
the motley majority of the House of 
Commons, a step which would proba- 
bly. extinguish Mr. Gladstone completely, 
as acoronet did Lord Chatham, or again to 
undertake at theage of 83, with his ardent, 
unresting temperament, duties that broke 
down (unless there be less agitating condi- 
tions) the tranquil nature of the Rt.-Hon. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, when he was leader of 
the House of Commons. No government 
ever relied. on the support ofa contingent 
even remotely resembling the character of the 
irish faction, of which forty-one members, 
according to the finding of a special commis- 
sion, had engaged in a criminal conspiracy 
with revolut:onary objects, and who, for the 
sake of the pecuniary help.they received from 
the Clan-na-Gael and other extreme anti-En- 
glish plotters in América, abstained from con- 
demning the use of dynamite, 

Kate Vaughan’s Husband in Jail. 

Col. the Hon. Fred Wellesley, Kate 
Vaughan’s husband, has been committed at 
Wimbledon to fourteen days’ imprisonment 
for being in arrears £34 on the taxes on his 
house. It was stated in court that every ef.- 
fort had been made to levy on a distress war- 
rant, but sufficient gocds belonging to the de- 
fendant to pay the arrears could not be found. 

Believe in Sunday Opening. 

Apropos to the opening of the Chicago 
Columbian Exhibition Sunday it may be in- 
teresting to note that the Sunday opening of 
museums and art galleries finds many prom- 
inent supporters in this country. A memorial 
is about to be presented to the Royal Academy 
by the Sunday Society asking that their ex- 
hibition may be opened Sundays. One of 
their number, at least, is in favor of the pro- 
posal, Mr. G. F. Watts, R. A., who in the 
course of aletter on the subject has said: 
*Tcannot but think that objectors to the 
opening of free museums, free aft gaileries, 
and free libraries Sundays forget that religious 
teaching, if it is to be of any value whatever, 
does nut begin and end with going in and out 
of churches.”’

Marcus Mayer Secures Her for Forty Oper- 
atic Concerts, Beginning in New York 
Nov. 10 Next Year, and He Has Authority 
to Announce This as Her Positive Fare- 
well in North America—Some Claim to 
See Signs of a Coming Reaction in Sarah 
Bernhardt—Theatrical Notes,

Lonvon, July 23.—Patti has at last decided 
on her final absolute farewell tour of Amer- 
ica. She has signed a contract, with Marcus 
Mayer for a tour of forty operatic concerts, 
beginning in New York Nov. 10 of next year. 
As an earnest of Patti’ intentions to make 
this her irrevocably last tour she has inserted 
the following clause in the contract: ‘* Mar- 
cus R. Mayer shall have the right to announce 
this tour as a positive farewell of Mme. Patti 
Nicolini in North America, and she binds her- 
self to write to him a letter on this snbject, 
which letter may be made public.” 

Patti will alsodo a new one-act opera and 
the second act of “‘L’Amico Fritz.” 

Rudolph Aronson, who has gone to: Vienna, 
has decided to turn the Casino in the café 
chantant change from comic opera to a high 
class variety performance, which will take 
place with the opening season in September. 
This will give New York a plave of amuse- 
menfsimilar to the Empire and Alhambra.

her with intimacy with M. Abeille.

tion has been instituted, it is said, in order to 
enable Mr. Deacon to get possession Of the 
children upon his release from prison. The 
failure on the part of President Carnot to par- 
don Mr. Deacon has caused much comment, 
and it is said that the relatives of M. Abeille are 
exerting a powerful! influence to prevent Dea- 
con’s release and to secure the infliction 
of the full penalty imposed upon him. Ad-

patience. He is determined as much as ever 
upon complete separation from his wife and 
will enforce his claim for divorce the mo- 
ment he is at liberty. Mr. Deacon is as much 
an object of sympathy on the part of Ameri- 
cans and others as ever, and but for the rules 
of the prison, with which he cheerfully com- 
plies, he would hold a daily levee. The feel-

He also charges that her mis- 


conduct was the cause of the act which led to 


his incarceration.

cedure in this respect being of a mixed crimi- 


nal and civil character.

The new House of Commons contains twen-

TROUBLE IN MOROCCO. 


AFFAIRS THERE ARE OF INTEREST 
TO ALL EUROPE. 


France Considers That England Is At- 
tempting to Assume Entire Control in 
That Country—If the Empire Lands Ten 
Men There the Republic Will Land 
Twenty—The Sultan Refuses to Sign the 
Treaty Proposed by Sir Charles Smith— 
Refiection Caused by the Question. 

[SPECTAL CABLE. 


Parts, July 23.~—The vacation which the po-— 


litical world appears to have been taking and 
the consequent calm have been broken in 
upon by recent events in Morocco. Several 
months ago I pointed out the danger to the 
peace of Europe that was to be epprehended 
from that quarter. I was not deceived. En- 
gland, in January, 1892, signed a treaty with 
Spain and Italy for the partition of Morocco 
to the exclusion of France. France, however, 
has the right to be consulted in Moorish 
affairs, since Algiers is contiguous to Mo- 
rocco, The French diplomats said nothing, 
but made a note of what was being done. 

England did not desire to put into operation 
the treaty nade with the European. powers, 
and so it tried to take for itself alone all the 
profit derivable. With this end in view it 
sent to Morocco Sir Charles Even-Smith 
charged to conclude a treaty of commerce 
with the Sultan. But this treaty covered al- 
most every question, and if the Sultan signed 
it Morceco would be placed virtually under 
an English protectorate. 

The negotiations, which lasted for several 
months, fell through because the Sultan was 
not willing to accord England the right to 
establish stations upon Moorish territory, All 
the English newspapers were furious. They 
accused France of being the cause of this 
check to English diplomacy. 

It would not have been possible to have 
taken English anger seriously if there had not 
come at the same time the news that disturb- 
ances had broken out in Morecco and that 
Europeans were in danger. Soon English in- 
tervention became necessary to restore order, 
and it looked as if the same blow would be 
struck as had been struck in Egypt. Inter- 
vention in Morocco to “reéstablish order” 
meant the prompt bringing about of the occu- 
pation of the country. 

A dispatth last evening announced that Sir 
Charlies Euan-Smith -had embarked at Tan- 
gier. Let usseeif he will return—which is 
almost certain. 
thing in Morocco, France will protest by 
every means in its power. If England should 
land ten men upon the Moorish coast France 
will land twenty. No matter what happens, 
even should that be the immediate result, we 
cannot permit the renetition of the historic 
Egyptian incident, and public. opinion will 
force the government into action. 

The Moorish question, without much dis- 
turbing the diplomatic world, yet gives cause 
for serious reflection. It is said that England 
and France will avoid as much as possible a 
conflict, but it is possible that we may see a 
number of skirmishes. 

As to the conflict between Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck, we must wait for the 
return of the Kaiser from his whaling expedi- 
tion to see what the news will be. Then most 
likely we shall have a controversy of a stormy 
character, the young sovereign and his old 
Chancellor bemg much incensed against each 
other. , JACQUES St. CERE. 


HAROLD FREDERIC'S VIEW OF IT. 


The Situation Between England and France 
in Morocco Discussed. 

Lonpon, duly 23.—[ Harold Frederic Cable. | 
—Inextricably braided up with this prospect 
of trouble with Russia in the East are three 
distinct. quarrels which France now has on 
hand with England in African matters. The 
French grievance in Uganda has already been 
exhaustively described in these dispatches, 
but it is bymo means settled. Now there is 
much the same sort of affair on the Niger. 
where the French Lieutenant, Mizon, com- 
plains bitterly of hostile treatment and in- 
juries at the hands of English company of- 
ficials. 

Vastly more important, of course, 1s the 
situation in Morocco, where the English Min- 
ister is avowedly acting for all Europe save 
France and Russia. He has come down from 
Fez in furious. dudgeon, and threatens to 
leave the country under circumstances which 
seem to render European intervention nec- 
essary. 

Even if a way out of the extraordinary dip- 
lomatic impasse into which the British Min- 
ister has got himself shall be found, it 1s ap- 
parent from today’s news that the lives of 
Europeans at Tangier are in imminent peril. 
It is understood here tonight that measures 
have been ordered taken from Gibraltar forth- 
with to protect the white colony there. 
France, however, has openly hailed 
the British discomfiture as a French 
triumph, and stands eagerly alert to make an 
internationalissue at any attempt at armed 
interference on the part of England or its 
allies. As the Spectator today says, Bis- 
marck’s oft-quoted prophecy that some day 
Europe would find a second Eastern question 
in Morocco may be said to have been brought 
to the verge of the region of practical politics 
by recent events. 

Norwegians here have somehow got hold of 
the story that King Oscar intends to convene 
a sort of constitutional convention of répre- 
sentative Swedes and Norwegians to tender 
his abdication to the assemblage, This hard- 
ly seems creditable, for Kings are even less 
given to resigning than Jeffersonian: office- 
holders. But that King Oscar must be tired 
of his job is intelligible enough. His 
personal tastes are not all Scandinavian 
and among his subjects he has vast- 
ly more in common with Norwegians than 
with Swedes, with whom he lives; as, indeed, 
they are much more the interesting and lika- 
ble people of the two.. But even: Stang, the 
Tory leader in the Norwegian House, nas 
been compelled to advise him that the crisis 
is too grave to form any ministry in Norway 
not favorable to independent diplomatic ih- 
stitutions, and the King is literally at his wits’ 
ends to know how to reject this advice or to 
inaintain the Swedish throne if he accepts it. 

Only the marriage of the dancer, Connie 
Gilchrist, to the flat-skulled, vacuous young 
noodle, the Earl of Orkney, saved the week 
now ended from being absolutely uneventful 
in London’s polite world. The peerage has 
had a good fhany queer recruits from the 
music-hall, stage, and variety greenrooms in 
the course of its battered carcer, but perhaps 
no other so distinctly precious as Connie. It 
would be saying too much to describe her as 
the most notorious woman of her years in 
England, but I do not think it would be far 
from the mark. She had not even the saving 
grace of a light heart and of a merry hutnor, 
but is a cold-faced, shrill-voiced, shrewish sort 
of person on the stage. Her being solemnly 
given away by the Duke of Beaufort, who in 
point of blood is more a Plantagenet than the 
Queen, lenta strange completeness to this 
aristocratic function. Connie’s name and 
fortunes have been openly linked with those 
of the rakish old Duke for a dozen years or 
more, but it is only now that the 
explanation is vouchsafed that she is 
really his daughter. Public opinion 
18 extretnely slow to accept this pleasant 
hypothesis. However this mmay be, as Countess 
Orkney she is eatitled to walk seventeen paces 
in front of the Countess of Warwick, and 
thirty-five in front of Countess Spencer. Per- 
haps this precedence over high-born daines of 
spotless repute and ancient lineage, however, 
does not interest her so much as the fact that 
she is no less than eighty-five pegs above the 
Countess Clancarty, who erstwhile danced in 
the same variety halls as Belle Bilton.

enforcing every cent, Daily cablegrams from 
Spain overrule every protest, and the cvllec- 
tion of the budget of $25,000,000 from the 
island progresses without heed to prayers for 
relief. The weight of the tax is appreciated 
when it is rememberea Cuba has but 
2,000,000 inhabitants, three-fourths of 
whom are of the laboring class. The 
taxes are not assessed upon the actual 
volume of products of the soil or the result of 
business operations, but upon a supposed re- 
sult which, if not attained during the fiscal 
year, must pay the tax even if heavy losses 
have been incurred. Little if anything is 
being done to decrease the extravagant ex- 
penses caused by such a vast horde of officials 
sent out from Spain. The Captain-General 
receives a salary equal to that uf the President 
of the United States, and his host of subordi- 
nate’ are paid in proportion, 

The sugar market continues paralyzed, 
there being no demand from the United 
States, with nearly 2,000,000 sacks of sugar in 
the ports of the north side of Cuba. Ship- 
ments are light and prices weak. The future 
prospect. for the planter is discouraging. 

By virtue of the reciprocity treaty with the 
United States, flour since'July 1 comes free 
of duty, a saving of over $5 ona sack of 208 
pounds, which the consumer of bread has no 
interest in, as the bakers give even a smaller 
loaf fot the same money than when the old 
duty was in force. 

Our circulating money question remains the 
sane. The old ragged paper is still being 
forced upon the people and noone can tell 
when it will be replaced by goid and silver or 
even paper of a new issue. .Money chaugers 
are getting rich giving small bills for larger 
ones at the rate of 10,13 per cent in their 
favor. The appointment of a new Governor 
for the Spanish bank gives hope for a better 
financial condition. 

The government is greatly exercised at find- 
ing the sanitary condition of the city in such 
a deplorable condition in view of the appear- 
ance of cholera in Europe. . Situ&ted on the 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico, Havana should 
be one of the most healthy cities in the trop- 
ics, and if the immense sums of’ money 
collected as contributions and taxes 
from the people were economically ex- 
pended there would be no cause for the pres- 
ent filthy condition ot the streets and alleys. 
Officials in charge seein at the moment de- 
termined to adopt a more vigorous policy to 
be prepared for any emergency. 

As might havé been expected under the in- 
creased figures of the tariff on importations, 
the income at the Spanish custom-house 
shows an increase for the first half of July.

|SO SOON FORGOTTEN. 


WHO EVER HEARS OF A VICE-PRES- 
IDENT EXCEPT AT ELECTION? 


The Office Is Generally a Passport Into 
Obscurity—Almost the Only Exception 
Is When the President Dies in Office— 
What Was the Name of the Last Vice- 
President and the One Before Him ?— 
How English of Indiana Was Notified 
of His Nominatfon., 


New York Advertiser: fxceptin the in- 
‘stances where Vice-Presidents have succeeded 
to the Presidency by the death of the Presi- 
dent, or have subsequently been elected to oc- 
cupy the White House, they have been, as a4 
rule, more speedily forgotten than any other 
class of publie officers. 

The first Vice-President, John Adams, after 
serving two terms, was elected to succeed 
Washington. Adams was a candidate for re- 
election, but was defeated by Thomas Jeffer- 
son, the Vice-President. The latter held office 
two terms, during one of which Aaron 
Burr was Vice-President, and very nearly be- 
came President. George Clinton, his succes- 
sor, held offive for two terms and Elbridge 
Gerry for one term. Daniel D. Tompkins 
had two terms of it, as also had John C, Cal- 
.houn, and then came Martin Van Buren, who 
was the first Vice-President since Adams to 
be elected to be President. 

During the !atter’s term of office Richard 
M. Johnson was the Vice-President and was 
succeeded by John Tyler, who became Presi- 
dent on the death of William Henry Harri- 
son. Then came George M. Dallas and Mil- 
lard Fillmore, who was elected Vice-President 
in 1849 and succeeded to the Presidency 
through the death of Taylor. 

There was no other such succession until 
1864, when Johnson took the place of Abraham 
Lincoln, assassinated shortly after his second 
inauguration, and Chester A. Arthur became 
President under similar circumstances on the 
death of Garfield. 

Out of the twenty-two Vice-Presidents 
therefore, only three—Adams, Jefferson, and 
Van Buren—were elected to the higher office, 
while four—Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson, and 
Arthur-- succeeded to it by the death of the 
one elected to fillit. Adams, Clinton, Tomp- 

kins, and Calhoun, four of the seven Vice- 
Presidents first elected, held office for two 
terms, and since Calhoun’s time no other 
Vice-President has succeeded 
eral have been unsuccessful candidates for 
the Presidency—Aaron Burr, Calhoun, Breck- 
inridge, Johnson (after his term as Presi- 
dent), Henry Wilson (who died before the con- 
vention was held). and Herdricks, who was a 
candidate for the Democratic nominafion two 
or three times, 

During Grant’s second term Henry Wilson 
was the " ~ec.President. He had been a Sen- 
| ator for ny yeaas, and as such had a repu- 
tation to «hich the title of Vice-President 
added nothing. He came from Farmington, 
N. H., a little spot that might not have had a 
place on recent maps but for the accident of 
its bemg Wilson’s birthplace. He died in 
Washington. - William Almon Wheeler, the 
side partner of Hayes, was also born in an in- 
conspicuous spot—Malone, N. Y.—and ghere 
died, Some years before being electéd Vice- 
President he had served a term in Congress. 
But then hée was a modest man altogether, 
who did not seek fame, and was happiest 
when alone in the woods, sitting on the banks 
of a river with a worm tied to a string. 

When the Grant third termers were defeated 
in the convention and Garfield received the 
nomination Roscoe Conkling went to his room 
and sulked. Whena deputation waited upon 
him and asked his choice of a New-Yorker for 
Vice-President he disdainfully refused to 
reply. The deputation then asked Mr. Levi 
P. Morton if he would accept the nomination 
for Vice-President. The banker said he first 
desired to consult his wife, and, accompanied 
by “Jake”? Hess, he sought her in the gal- 
leries of the convention hall. : 

**What!” exclaimed Mrs. Morton, ** Vice- 
President? Certainly not. Who, ever hears of 
a Vice-President except at election times? 
What was the name of the last Vice-President 
ana the one before him?’’ 

So Mr. Morton courteously declined the 
honor, and it seemed strange to those who re- 
membered this incident that after four years 
of social supremacy at the Court of France 
Mr: and Mra. Morton should, in 1888, have 
changed their minds and acceptea the nomi- 
nation which four years before had been so 
disdainfully declined. But Arthur, who had 
accepted it, had thereby been raised to the 
highest office in the land. 

The names of those ynfortunates who have 
run for the office and have failed of election is 
even still more difficult to recall. To think 
up even the more recent ones it is necessary 
first to remember the first name on the ticket. 
There was Greeley and Brown, for instance, 
and Mr. Brown’s only claim to immortality 
was given him by Nast, who, in caricaturing 
the ticket, drew figures of Greeley and put a 
tag on his coat-tail to represent Brown. Then 
there was Tilden and Hendricks and Han- 
cock and English, Cleveland and Hendricks 
and Cleveland and Thurman. 

Thurman and Hendricks had been for many 
years prominent public’men, well known and 
esteemed everywhere. But English nobody 
had ever heard of before and very few have 
since. When the news of his nomination went 
abroad through the country it was at first sup- 
posed that ex-Gov. English of Connecticut 
was meant. But it turned out to be William 
E. English, an Indiana banker who had very 

uietly heaped up wealth, and who was known 
throughout the campaign as *the barrel.”’ 
Even the good Democrats selected as a com- 
mittee to formally tender him the nomina- 
tion at his home, as is customary, were not 
‘acquainted with him. But that was not the 
reason why those gentlemen departed from 
this custom and requested him to come to 
New York to receive the nomination, That is 
another story. , 

The- committee came to New York and 
went over to Governor’s Island, and were sev- 
erally presented to Gen. Hancock as they en- 
tered his home. The General’s cottage is 
small, and the parlor into which the commit- 
tee was shown was scarcely large enough to 
hold them. Presently the Chairman stepped 
forward, drew a roll of parchment from hid 
pocket, coughed twice, and said, *“‘Gen. Han- 
cock.”’ The General, in his fuil uniform, 
stepped forward and stood at attention. He 
was a magnificent specimen of a man. Over 
six feet he stood, straight as a lance, broad- 
“shouldered, and vigorors, with the glow of 
health on his handsome face and in his clear 
blue eyes. The commiutteeman read his little 
piece from the roll, handed it to the General, 
who spoke in turn a short piece of acceptance, 

Then another committeeman came forward 
and produced another roll, and called for 
* Mr. Wiliam E. English.”” From behind the 
burly form of Hancock, from under his coat- 
tails, shyly came forward quite a different 
specimen of a man. He was small and nar. 
row, and his coat came below his knees. He 
bowed and kept his head bowed, his little eyes 
glancing nervously sideways like those of a 
rabbit, and occasionally he nervously stroked 
his long black and white beard, or stroked 
down the thin, well-oiled hair on his forehead, 
When he whispered his acknowledgments he 
slunk behind the General’s coat-tails again, 
and it could not be said that he had produced 
any great magnetic impression upon his fol- 
lowers. 

The reason why the committee did not wait 
upon Mr. English at his Indianapolis home 
was later on told by a good Democrat of his 
own town. Mr. English was not housekeeping 
at the time of his nomination, but tuok his 
meals at a boarding house not far from where 
he lived. Mr. English bought a number of 
meal tickets at a time in order to get them at 
a reduced price. When he was informed that 
a committee was coming to wait upon him to 
notify him of his nomination, he went to his 
boarding house and inquired if the com mittee 
could be entertained there. His fellow-towns- 
men heard of 1t and said to him: 

‘* But, surely, you are not going to take the 
gentlemen there?’

England Can Now Roast Her Beefsteaks 
with Lightning. © 
In St. Pancras of London, says the Tele- 
graph, in the Western portion of the parish, 
supplied by the vestry, electrical current is 
now obtainable during the, daytime at a cost 


. of 3d per Board of Trade unit, and during the 


night at 6d—that is to say, 144d cheaper than 
the price charged by certain of the metropoli- 
tan companies, and 2d cheaper than the maxi- 
mum Parliamentary rates demanded by the 
majority of them.

It has also 
been practicaily demonstrated that at 7d per 
unit, and even at 6d, electrical cooking appa- 
ratus, with all kinds of domestic labor-saving 
appliances, which some people have regarded in 
the light of expensive experiments, may be 
practically and..profitably employed. Sewing 
machines, knife-cleaners, coffee mills, pumps, 
fans, ventilators, ete., may be driven with a 
one-eighth horse-power moter, costing £5. 
Qne such motor may work the lot in turn, and 
in any partof the house, as the motor is 
portable. The cost of current would be 3¢d 
per hour. No knowledge of the machinery is 
necessary. 

In regard to cooking, visitors to the Crystal 
Palace who have watched the demonstrations 
carried out under the superintendence of H. J. 
Dowsing, representing Messrs. Crompton & 
ULo., may have seen that the results obtained 
from the electrical fryimg pans, kettles, and 
hot plates are, from a culinary standpoint, 
_ satisfactory. It is difficult to say who 

iscovered the principle of the electrical 
cooker, “Suppose you took an ordinary fry- 
ing-pan,”’ says Mr. Dowsing, “‘ and cvated the 
bottom with an insulating enamel, in which 
you imbedded the zigz wire covering the 
current, and you would have the exact form 
of the electrical cooker. 

To prevent radiation from the insulating 
enamel, the plate on its under surface 1s pro- 
tected with asbestos contained in a metal 
case. The wireis made ofa secret alloy, and, 
becoming very hot, makes the iron plates 
above it with which it is in contact hot also 
(180 to 500 degrees); but it is impossible that 
it} should become incandescent; partly be- 
cause the resistance increases when the wire 
itself is heated, and therefore becomes, to a 
certain extent, an automatic regulator. The 
wire, too, will carry a certain amount of elec- 
tricity and no more. 

A householder might use either the cooker 
or the two lamps at thc same cost. In six to 
ten minutes, on the cooker, he could do three 
cutlets at one time for less than one farthing. 
and then switch the current back to his lamps. 
At the recent dinner at the Crystal Palace to 
electricians, seven cookers simultaneously at 
work in the banqueting room cooked fifty 
mutton cutlets, thirty chicken cutlets, aud 
forty pancakes and made forty cups of coffee. 
One great advantage is the cleanliness of the 
utensil, its immunity from the risk of fire, 
and its freedom from unpleasant fumes. . 

The electrical kettle, constructed on’ the 
same principle, is quite self-contained. As 
water requires considerable heat to bring it 
to the boiling point a quart will need to be 
in the kettle about fifteen minutes before it is 
ready for the teapot, and alittle more elec- 
trical current will be necessary than for the 
cooker. All that one needs to doin using 
either frying pan, kettle, or motor is to plug 
the wire into connection with the main sup- 
plying the house, which can be done in an 
instant without any technical knowledge what- 
ever, 

At present the initial cost of these electrical 
appliances is somewhat high, the price of the 
cooker being £2, but it has been suggested 
that, as electrical fittimgs are obtainable on 
hire, the householder ought not to be put to 
any capital outlay whatsoever ia order to 
make the fullest use of the cheap electrical 
current which, in St. Pancras at all events, 
the vestry is prepared to produce with a profit 
to the ratepayers sufficient to pay for the cost 
of the public lighting of streets by arc lamps. 
The ** leads’? which supply the incandescent 
lamps will suftice for the cookers and other 
apparatus, so that no extra outlay in the first 
cost of the installation will be, it is said, t 
result of employmg electricity not only f 
lighting but for heating and motive power as 
well in a large variety of ways yet to be com- 
pletely developed.

WHERE JUSTICE ISNOTONLY BLIND 
BUT DEAF TO ALL APPEALS. 


Horrible Systems of Torture Resorted to in 


Order to Secure Confessions— Bribery 


and Corruption Carried to an Extent 
That Is Simply Astounding—The Ver. 
dict of the Court Generally at the Dis. 
posal of Those Who Offer the Largest 
Sums of Money. : 


Hongkong letter in the New York Times: 
manner in which trials are conducted in 
the Chinesé courts would be a startlifg sur- 
prise to all who have not personally attended 
a court scene. Torture is always resorted to 
in order to compel the accused to declare him- 
self guilty of the charge against him, and to 
such an extentis it carried that it often re. 
sults in either causing the death of the ac. 
cused or else maiming him for life. Persons 
unacquainted -with Chinese systems of ju. 
dicial torture can scarcely be expected to give 
credence to an account of the atrocities com. 
mitted by the mandarins in their efforts to 
punish vice and support virtue. — 

Trials in China are always public and ara 
usually attended by great crowds of people, as 
are torture chambers, but so awful are the 
cruelties practiced that but few persons ever 
care to witness them. The Judge conducting 
the trial sits behind a large table covered with 
ared cloth. The prisonpr is made to kneel in 
front of the table and perform the tow-tow as 
a mark of respect to the Court, by whom he 
is supposed guilty until proved mnocent—a 
not difficult undertaking, provided ‘the has suf- 
ficient money to bribe the mandarins or 
Judges. As the trial progresses various ques- 
tions are asked the prisoner, and if his an- 
swers are not given willingly, or are not what 
the Judges wish them to be, then torture is 


resorted to. 

There are very many systems of torture, 
the most generally used being some of the 
following: The upper portion of the body is 
uncovered and unmercifully beaten’ with a 
large cane between the shoulder blades. 
Should his answers continue to be unsatis- 
factry the cheeks are violently beaten with an 
instrument made of. two thick pieces of 
leather sewn together at one end and shaped 
likea slipper. The force with which this 
iastrument of torture is applied is sufficient 
to dislodge the teeth and cause the mouth to 
swell so greatly as to deprive the poor unfort- 
unate of the power of taking food. 

Should he continue to maintain his inno- 
cence an attendant beats his ankles with a 
piece of hard wood. This is often carriea to 
such a degree as to crush the bones of the 
ankle and thus ruin the culprit for life. Tnese 
are the milder forms of torture. Some of the 
more severe forms resorted to are as follows: 

The prisoner is made to kneel down, and his 
arms are stretched and tied fast to a hori- 
zontal bar passing under the breast; in the 
hollow of the back of his knee joints is » laced 
another bar, upon which two men seat 
themselves, one at each end, and so bear 
down upon the joints of the prisoner’s 
knees, between which and the ground 
chains are placed to render the agony 
more unendurable. Another method of tort- 
ure is to place the culpritin a rack, firmly 
tying the arms and legs so that the bedy can- 
not be moved, and then gradually distend the 
rack, thus stretching and pulling severely upon 
almost every muscle and bone of the body. 
This is probably the .severest torture ever re- 
sorted to, and its effect upon the person so 
awful that seldom does any one recover from it. 

Torture is applied as often as the prisoner’s 
strength. will stand it, until the accused ac- 
kaowledges his guilt or the Judges decide on 
his innocence. | 

The torture systems are not confined to the 
prisoners alone, but are almost ay often ap- 

lied, at the discretion of the Judges and 'man- 

arins, to the witnesses who ay be called in 
to give evidence at the trial. So often and in- 
judiciously are witnesses tortured that there is 
always a great difficulty in the prisoner in- 
ducing them to appear at the trial to give evi- 
dence in his favor. it 1s very often a difficult, 
if not impossible, matter for a visitor toa 
Chinese court to tell which is the prisoner and 
which the witnesses; all seem ose Fey, 
we tee anes by the torture applied to all 
alike. i 
In all Chinese courts of - the extent to 
which bribery and corruption is carried is sim- 
ply astounding. The verdict of the court is 
generally at the disposal of those who first in- 
terview the mandarins and 
them the largest sum of money. The notori- 
ously bad character of thé courts is knowa 
over all China, but so prevalent is vice and 
corruption in Chinese official circles that no. 
reforms ean be hoped for. Were an investi- 
gatioa to be held, it would be very similar to 
os iy proverb of “setting a thief to catch a 
thief.

bambeo cane over the naked shoulders and 
back. The cangue, or wooden collar, is the 
most usual way of punishing petty offenders. 
The cangue consists of a block of wood from 
four to six feet square and as many inched 
thick. A hole sufficiently large to receive the 
head is cut through it, and block allowed 
to rest on the shoulders. 

They vary in weight from about fifty pounds 
to so great that the wearer is unable to sus- 
tain it, and consequently has to remain lym 
down—by far the most uncomfortable map- 
her in which it can be worn. The period for 
which the. sentence lasts varies from one week 
to three mont during which time the cul- 
prit is compelled to wear the cangue day and 
night. The form of the cangue prevents te 
wearer from acquiring a comfortable ition, 
either sitting, rec:ining, or standing. The narse 
of the prisoner and of the nature of his of- 
fense is written in large letters on the cangue, 
and he is required to stand at 
city gates, in front of the chief tem- 
ples or public halls, from sunrise to 
sunset, where he is the object of scorn of all 
who pass by. In many cases the cangue is 60 
large that the prisoner cannot use his hands to 
eat his food, and in such cases is dependent 
upon kind-hearted passers-by to place the food 
in his mouth, and as the Chinese as a rule are 
not overgifted with kind-heartedness, it very 
often results in the poor fellows almost starv- 
ing through the negiigence of their spectators, 

Another mode of punishment freqnently 
resorted to is confinement in a cage, 
cages are of various forms—some not high 
— to permit the prisoner to 
upright, some too short to  ailow 
him to lie down, and some so low 
as to hardly allow him to sit down.

considerably adds to bis discomfort. In some 
cases this cangue is placed so high that the

SENATOR HISCOCK DENOUNCES THE 
ANTI-OPTION BILL.

He Says the Men It Claims Are Gamblers 
Are the Developers of the Great West— 
Friends of the Measure Still Hoping 
to Pass It, but the Chance Growing 
Poorer—Judiciary Committee Makes No 
Report on Shiras’ Nomination—To Con- 

_ trol the Pacifie Roads, 

Wasuineton, D.C., July 23.—| Special. 1— 
The Anti-Option bili Senators know no such 
thing as discouragement. They rallied today 
from the depression of yesterday and were de- 
claring that they would have a vote on the bill 
next week. Senator Washburn was pretty 
positive on this point, but a vote can only be 
had by the opponents of the bill permitting it, 
and they show no. weakening, till they have 
had time to make known their objections. 

Senator Gorman told some of his colleagues 

this morning that he thought by next Wednes- 

day the appropriations would all be settled 
and he did not see how a quorum of the Sen- 

ate could be heid all that time. 3 

There are thirty Senators favoring anti- 
option legislation who say they will stay in 

Washington all the summer to pass their bill, 

but thirty is less than a majority which con- 

stitutes a quorum, by fifteen. Something of 
an attack has been made on Chairman Alli- 
son of the Appropriations committee to keep 
the adjournment resolution from being re- 
ported. 

He has met these attacks by the soothing 
statement that until the House passed the ad- 
journment resolution and the differences over 
the World’s Fair appropriation were settled 
there was no need of talking about adjourn- 
ment. 

Senator Washburn counts on help from 
some of the Deniocratic Senators, who are 
against his bil), in getting it to a vote. Wash- 
burn was one of the Republican Senators who 
opposed the force bill. At the time the South- 
erners were profuse in their gratitude, and 
longed for the opportunity to repay the Min- 
nesota Senator for what they called his broads 
minded patriotism. 

He Wants Them to Respond. 

Now, Washburn has been asking his South- 
ern colleagues if they don’t think heis en- 
titled to a vote on his Anti-Option bill. They 
are forced to reply that they do, yet they don’t 
seem in a hurry to volunteer to stay in Wash- 
ington through the dog days in order to give 
him the vote he craves. The most they will 
do is to refrain from killing time by making 
long speeches against the measure. 

Remonstrances against the bill were pre- 
sented today by Mr. Cullom from Springtield 
and Rock Island, Iil., signed py bankers, mer- 
chants, business-men, and farmers, and by 
Mr. Davis from bankers and business-men of 
Minneapolis. The latter was signed by the 
Presidents of the National Bank of Com-: 
merce, First National Bank, City Bank, and 
Irish-American Bank. It expresses fears of 
the effects of the bill upon the value of the 
great farm products of the country and upon 
the great business interests of the great North- 
. west. 

An accompanying note states that the senti- 
ment against the billis about unanimous. 
The speeches today were made by Mr. Hans- 
brough of North Dakota in favor of the meas- 
ure and by Mr. Hiscock of New York against 
it. Mr. George of Mississippi has the floor to 
speak Monday i favor of his subs‘itute, 
which proposes to destroy option trading by 
the inter-State comuinerce powers of the Con. 
stitution. 

Calls It “General Welfare,” 
Mr. Hansbrough, in addressing the Senate 
in favor of the Anti-Option bill, said he be- 
heved that the measure came within the 
** general welfare clause ’’ of the Constitution, 
and that if enacted into law it would not only 
be sustained by the courts but it would com- 
pletely destroy the system which had grown 
up in the country in the last twenty years, and 
under which combinations of men and some- 
times one man could sell in a single day in 
fictitious lots ten times the total annual yield 
of the country. 
Mr. Hiscock opposed the bill. Who were 
the nen, he asked, who were anathematized 
and characterized as criminals by those who 
were pressing this bill. In New York they 
were the merchants, the capitalists, the men 
who had developed the great West which now 
complained against their commercial 
mnethods. | 
Their money, their enterprise, their genius 
had built up great lines of transportation and 
had built (so to say) new States. They were 
the pioneers of prugress in this country, as 
mnerchants were in every civilized nation, and 
yet these men were characterized as common 
gamblers who debauched the young and who 
tempted men to embezzlement. 


Washburn Files a Denial. 


Mr. Washburn denied that he had ever in- 
cluded such men in his denunciations. He 
had referred only to men who had no capital 
and who sold what they bad not got. 

Mr. Hiscock said that these men whom he 
had described from the State of New York 
and the State of Minnesota were- protesting 
to Congress against the bill, and he referred 
to the petition from the bankers of Minneap- 
olis presented today by Mr. Davis expressing 
fears of the effect of the bill on the ‘value of 
the great agricultural products and general 
business interests of the great Northwest, 
This bill, he continued, was the basis of the 
most gigantic trast ever conceived by human 
intelligence, ana it would sweep into political 
oblivion every man who had promoted it. It 
trampled down the common law of the coun- 
try. It struck at individual liberty. It struck 
at the right of individuals to make contracts. 
That |was its spirit and its purpose.

TOOK NO FINAL ACTION. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee Fails to 
Report on the Shiras Nomination, 

Wasuineton, D, C., July 23.—The Judiciary 
committee of the Senate managed to get a 
quorum anda meeting this morning. The 
same six members who were present yesterday 
again attended the session today. Contrary 
to expectation final action was not taken on 
the nomination of Mr. Shiras to be Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. The attitude of 
the Democratic members of the com nittee 
has not yet been fully defined, and it is im- 
possible to say how they will vote upon the 
question. The Senate by a majority vote may, 
at any time, take the matter in its own hands. 
Among the conservative Senators, however, 
there is a strong indisposition to adopt this 
radical course except in an emergency. It is 
not likely to be done immediately, in view of 
the fact that the friends of Mr. Shiras feel a 
growing confidence in their ability to secure 
favorable action upon the nomination. 


TO CONTROL THE PACIFIC ROADS, 


Senator Morgan’s Proposed: Bill—A Fight 
on Teller’s Amendment. 

Wasurnaton, D. C., July 23.—A bill for gov- 
ernment control of the Union and Central 
Pacific railroad companies until the debt of 
the United States is fully paid or secured was 
today introduced in the Senate by Mr. Mor- 
gan and referred to the Select Committee on 
the Pacific Railroad Commission. It provides 
for five diiectors of earch company to be 
elected by the stockholders, and ten govern- 
ment directors of each company to be ap- 
pointed by the President with a salary of 
$10,000 each. 
Unanimous consent having been given yes- 
terday that a certain House bill to regulate 
the manner in which property shall be sold 
under decrees of United States courts should 
be taken up in the morning hour today, the 
bill was taken up.

JACKETING A THIRTEEN-INCH GUN. 


The First of the Monster’s Size Built in 
- America. 

One of the largest pieces of metal ever 
handled in the United States was that which 
was a few days ago shaped into what the ord- 
nahce experts call the “‘jacket”’ for the huge 
thirteen-inch gun. The immense forging of 
steel weighed 40,000 pounds and came from

a domestic industry only within a short time. 
Some idea of the delicacy of the operation of 
jacketing a gun may be gained by the-state- 
ment that the jacket is, at 1ts normal temper- 
ature, one one-hundrecth of an inch smaller 
than the tube over which it must go as a 
binder. To enlarge it and allow the jacket to 
shrink back upon thé tube gives a tremendous 
pee — the naga tube. The first 

uty of jacketing a gun, n, is toenl 
the jacket, and this must be done so mee 
to injure the tube or the jacket. The 
expansion is effected by the application of 
intense heat to the jacket, and for this pur- 
puse a new furnace has lately been built in 
the center of the gun shop. An ingenious ar- 
rangement of pipes, heated externally by 
hydro-carbon burners, carries the fearful heat, 
free from flame or the products of combus- 
tion, to the hot-air chamber, a round oven 
sunk down from the surface of the floor. This 
pit is covered with a heavy metal movable top 

itted with a small lid through which observa- 
tions of the condition of the forging, which 
may chance to be eee may be made, 

When the thirteen-inch gun was to be jack- 
eted the other day the 40,000-pound forgi 
had been lowered into the pit and the heat 
turned on. It took took some hours for the 
great circular piece of metal to get up to the 
condition of expanding the 6-100 of an inch 
which would allow it to be slipped into place. 
While everybody waited for the expansion 
which they knew was going on inside the cov- 
ered pit, five men stood around in expectant 
attitudes and leaned against the imeclosing 
iron rail about the a One of the 
men, round and chubby-faced, kept 
making the pilgrimages to the roof of the hot 
air chamber. Another man would lift the lid 
by the aid of a. rope and hook, while the first 
man, who was the foreman and had charge of 
gun measurements, put in a steel gauge 
fixed to the end of a rod, and meas the 
diameter of the steaming roll of steel. This 
was done frequently all the afternoon, under 
the supposition that the forging was approach- 
ing the degree of expansion required for jack- 
eting the tube. The tubs itself wa# reposing 
on end in another pit convenient to the hot- 
air chamber, While alongside of the tube 
stood a brass gauge, representing the height 
and the outside diameter ot the tube, 

The fat man and his assistant had visited 
the top of the air chamber several times, only 
to be disappointed at each observation, They 
flopped down the lid and turned away from 
the receptacle that kept the huge piece of 
metal bottled up with the heat. Finally the 
gauge, which had been poked into the aper- 
ture, showed that the jacket had expanded the 
necessary 6-100 of an inch, and that the real 
work of the day could begin. The details 
which followed had been carefully arranged 
by Ensign Keys, a young officer who kept well 
in the background after the duties of the 
workmen hed béen assigned to each. All 
went to.show to what a system the whole thing 
had been reduced. 

On account of the great, weight involved in 
the jacketing of a thirteen-inch the new 
110-ton crane was to be used for first time 
on such work. The smaller crane, which ran 
beneath the larger one the length of the great 
gunshop, swept along its square shaft with 
easy swittness and tarried for a second or two 
over the hot-air chamber, while the men at- 
tached hook and chains to the top of the re- 
ceptacle. The entire cover was lifted off and 
the crane moved quickly down the shop with 
its burden. There was a burst of visible

In a few seconds the sig- 
nal was given to the men on the crane and 
the chains were drawn up, lifting, without a 
strain, without so much as a hesitation, 
40,000 pounds of metal, blue tinted with the 
heat of its confinement. Up and up the mass 
moved until it was clear of the top mm of its 
late prison. It was drawn to one side and 
slightly lowered, while the men pushed 
through the jacket its entire length a gauge 
to ascertain whether the expansion was uni- 
form. The test was satisfactory. 

The crane lifted its charge once more and 
brought it over the brass structure that stood 
for the tube. Slowly and atter repeated and 
careful measurements had. been made by 
the foreman, the jacket descended. A mo- 
tion of the hand of the foreman and the 
great piece of steel step ; a nod of the 
head and it again descended, so perfect was 
the undérstanding between the man in charge 
on the floor and the operator of the crane and 
so readily responsive to the touch of the latter 
was the interesting machine. The five men 
stood about the huge jacket and guided its ap- 
proach to the big gauge. Their hands were 
covered with thick mittens made of asbestos 
cloth, and they were further protected from 
the scorching heat, that almost blistered their 
faces as they stood beside the metal, by wads 
of the same material. The jacket fitted the 
gauge and was now ready to be drawn up and 
put in its place on the thirteen-inch tube, 

The jacket had not yet begun to shrink back 
into its normal state. The amount of expan- 
sion is reckoned to a nicety, so as not to get 
the metal outside of its elastic limit. . When 
the time come§, therefore, for it toshrink back 
into place, it is on the tube, which it embraces 
with a grip beyond any known power of com- 
pression. Its squeeze amounts to a welding 
of the jacket and the tube.

Chicago Is Within a Few Hours’ Ride of 
Many Pleasant Resorts—They Lie Along 
the Shores of the Great Inland Lakes— 
Trips for Those Who Prefer the Water 
—The Lakes of Michigan and the Dells 
of Wisconsin—Some of the Attractions 
Not Far from Chicago, 


Where will you spend your vacation? 

Will you go there by railroad or by steam- 
boat? 

You can find pleasant, health-giving resorts 
within a day’s ride of Chicago, or you can 
travel fora week and find no better place. 
You may spend your vacation savings in @ 
day, or make them last a month. You may go 
by rail, your choice of a score of lines, of 
you may take passage on any one of a dozen 
lines of steamers ruuning out of Chicago, and 
escape the dust of railroad travel. “You 
pay your money, and you take your choice.” 

Again you may stay in Chicago, seek a spot 
where cooling breezes blow across the waters 
of Lake Michigan, find green grass and shade 
trees in the parks, and take advantage of your 
respite from labor to renew acquaintance 
with your family. Chicago occupies a large 
place in the list of summer resorts. 

To the west of Lake Michigan is Wisconsin 
with itsgool lakes and its shady groves. In 
fact we do not have to go outside of Illinois 
to find good summer resorts, for there is Fox 
Lake, Lake Villa, Gray’s Lake, and Wau- 
kegan, almost within walking distance of the 
north line of Chicago; and there are good, 
obliging hotelkeepers in each place, who will 
take you in and care for you at 80 
mucha day. There are pleasant places all 


} around Lake Superior, and across to the east 


of Lake Michigan are summer resorts, from 
Mackinac south to a line even with Chicago, 
all of which are pleasant places and easily 
reached. The Wisconsin and the Michigan 
resorts are reached by direct lines of railroad 
from Chicago, and in going to some of them 
you may travel part way by: boat. 

Perhaps you woulc like to spend your week, 
your two weeks, or your month traveling by 
water. If so, you can leave Chicago, coast 
along the west shore of Lake Michigan, ston 
at Sturgeon Bay, at Manistique, and take con- 
necting boats to Escanaba, Menominee, and 
Green Bay. Then there is another way to 
go, leaving here for Ludington, Manistee, St. 
James Island, and ending the trip at Mack- 
inaw, where there is a big resort hotel that 
“will eecomodate, along with the near-by 
cottages, a thousand or more summer visitors. 

From Mackinaw boats go by what is known 
as the “inland route’’ to Petoskey, passing 
some of the most beautiful scenery in the 
Northwest in the way. There is another line 
of boata running up from Mackinaw through 
Lake Erie, the St. Ciair River, and Lake Hu- 
ron. These boats stop at Detroit and oth 
towns along the eastern coast of Michigat, 
where connection is made with the smaller 
line running to Saginaw Bay and the resorts 
in that ‘neighborhood. One may go up 
through the Sault Ste. Marie into Lake Supe- 
rior, to Marquette, to Ashland, and on to the 
head waters of the lake, where Duluth stands 
guard. There is no western place from which 
one may take so many and so pleasant trips 


as from Chicago. 
ARE NEAR AT HAND AND POPULAR. 


Lake Villa and Fox Lake Noted for Fish- 
ing and Reattas. 

Of the near-by resorts Lake Villa and Fox 
Lake are both popular with Chicago people, 
They are reached by the Wisconsin Central 
and are both within about an hour anda haif’s 
ride. Fox Lake is noted asa fishing ground, 
ana people who live there say that it is the 
most natural breeding ground for fish in the 
world. It is connected by the Fox River with 
Grass Lake. Yacht regattas are held at Fox 
River every summer. 

Burlington, a town of 2,500 inbabitants, 
located at the junction of the White and Fox 
Rivers, in Southern Wisconsin, is situated but 
a short distance from Brown’s Lake, a sheet 
of water with high banks and groves of oak 
and hickory. At Mukwanago, which lies on 
the banks of the stream of the same name, 
whose pent-up waters form a pond nearly two 
miles in length, are good hotels and fishing, 
Stockman Lake lies near by. 

Cedar Lake Park, overlooking Cedar Lake, 
has a large and modern hotel, built expressly 
for summer visitors. The people living near 
by are mostly Germans, who donot take kind- 
ly to'the sport of fishing. Therefore, the wa- 
ters of the lake have been preserved for the 
fisherman who may go from Chicago and 
other places. 

Fond du Lac, a town of 15,000 people, is less 
than five hours from Chicago by rail. There 
are a thousand artesian wells in the town for 
those who like pure water, and the streams in 
all directions through the country have been 
well stocked with trout from the State Fish- 
ery. Lake de Nuveau lies four miles south- 
west of the city. 

Bad’ River is the name which early settlers 
gave astream upin Northern Michigan. It 
may be a bad river for some things, but it is 
a paradise for fishermen. Sturgeon, muska- 
longe, pickere], and other fish spawn in its 
waters every year, and flourish there until 
they seek the larger area of the lake. The 
bed of the stream is rough, wild and rocky, 
yet the waters are not so rapid that rowing is 
made unpleasant. 

Twenty miles south of Ashland is the water- 
shed which divides the streams flowing into 
Lake Superior from those taking their way to 
the Mississippi. The entire afea nurth of this 
crest abounds with smali streams start- 
ing from the iron-seamed fis- 
sures of the mineral range, and 
making both beautiful scenery and good fish- 
ing. That part of the country is wild and 
there is good huntingall about. Silver Creek, 
which rises from a spring near the crest of the 
iron range, is a pretty place. Ashiand, one of 
the principal cities on the shore of Lake Su- 

rior, is the terminus of that division of the 

Visconsin Central. There are springs in the 
western part of the city, to which the Indians 


ascribe wonderful curative powers. Other 
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HAS LAKES AND GOOD FISHING. 


Madison sds Its Own Peculiar Charms— 
The Dells of Wisconsin. 

Madison, the State Capital of Wisconsin, 
has an attraction ofits own. There are four 
lakes surrounding it, and from whatever di- 
rection the breezes may come the people there 
are sure to get the advantage of the cooling 
effects of the waters. Longfellow thought so 
much of the lakes of Madison that he wrote a 
poem regarding them, and Sir Edwin Arnold 
pronounced it the most bedutiful city in 
America. The Capitol Building and the State 
University are the principal public buildings, 
but assummer visitors do not go away to 
look at publie buildings they may be passed 
by. Lake Mendota aud Lake Monona, two 
of the lakes nearest the city, on whose shores, 
in fact, the city is built, have high wooded 
banks and sloping meadows. They are filled 
with all sorts of fish. The place is within easy 


distance of Chicago. 


The dells of: Wisconsin have long been 
known for their beauty. To quote the words 
of a pamphlet.issued by a railroad company 
whose trains run there, “they area sight no 
tourist traveling through Wisconsin can 
afford to miss. Nothing quite like them is to 


‘be seen elsewhere. The ‘plastic power of 
water’ here manifests itself in hundreds of 


curious forms in which the river has worn the 
rocks.”’ f 

Kilbourn City is the point from which the 
delis are visited.” It is a pretty little village 
situated on the Wisconsin River at the foot of 
the upper dells, and there are good hotels and 
boarding-houses for those who wish to spend 
time at that place. There are some curious 
formations along the river—great overhang- 
ing rocks, the base of which has .been eaten 
away by the waters, leaving them to assume 
grotesque forms. By moonlight they aro 
particularly pretty. All of these points are

The Milwaukee and Northern railroad 
reaches many of the resorts of |Northern Wis- 
consin. Elkhart Lake, which is some sixty 


miles north of Milwaukee, is a charming little 


bit of water in the midst of a/ pine and hem- 
lock forest. Neenah and Menasha are twin 
towns at the footof Lake Winnebago, and 
they have become | popular!) with resort- 
ers. Green Bay is another town along 
the line of the; road, and it has 
an additional interest, besides the scenery 
about it, in the fact that it is one of the oldest 
forts on Lake Michigan and was at one time 
a wore important place than ¢ither Chicago 
or Milwaukee, There is Thuoder Lake a lit- 
tle further north, about{which the marks of 
civilization are few, and| the river 
Peshtigo,’ with its) romantic waterfalls 
and its umbrageous forests on 
either side. The | mining | and logging 
interests'of the State are further north. The 
line reaches as far north as Lake Superior 
and connects at Marquette with steamer for 
Duluth. Marquette is itself a pretty place, 
with good hotels and plenty'of fishing near 
by. Fond du Lac, Oshkosh and Winneconne 
make pretensions to be summer resorts. Fox 
Lake, which 1s on the northern division of the 
St. Paul system, is also a pretty place. It is 
the location of a semimary and has good 
hotels. There is much to interest visitors in 
the country im the vicinity of Beaver Dam 
and Fox Lake, on which the ‘town is bufit. 
There are good springs in that region, also. 


HAS ALWAYS BEEN A FAVORITE. 


Varied Attractions Offered by Waukesha 
and Other Adjacent Points, 
Waukesha has always been a favorite with 
Chicagoans as a place for spending the heated 
term. A pretty little village) nestles at the 
foot of the hills which mark the course of 


| Fox River at that point. Of course the springs 


of Waukesha are the special feature that 
hotels advertise, and the railroad companies, 
in their illustrated pamphlets, make much of 
the water of Waukesha. There are a score of 
these springs, and the names of many of them 
are known over the whole country. There 
are plenty of good hotels in Waukesha, with 
accommodations ranging all the way from ten 
to 800. Twenty-five hundred people can be 
cared for in this way at the hotels and board- 
ing houses. A great many of the summer 
visitors at Waukesha own their own homes, 
Oconomowoc is in the center of the lake re- 
gion of Wisconsin. There are lakes all anout it, 
the principal one of which, Lac La Belle, is 
the place where the yacht regattas are held 
each year. Nestled all about the banks are 
large and pleasant cottages, the majority of 
which are owned by Chicago people. Ferdi- 
nand W, Peck, Clarence 1, Péck, and H. H: 
Kohlsaat are owners of beautiful. homes at 
Oconomowoc. There are beautiful terraces, 


large forest trees, and well laid-out drives, 


while about every house and hotel there is a 
smooth and well-kept lawn. 

Across a narrow isthmus from Tuac La Belle 
is Fowler Lake, a repetition, so far as cottages 
and hotels go, of its sister lake, There are a 
great number of hotels in Oconomowoc, sev- 
eral large churches, and good sized stores. It 
is but a four hours’ ride from Chicago on the 
line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
and those who desire to stay there during the 
summer may get commutation tickets that 
will reduce the cost of travel materially. 
There 1s good fishing in the streams and in 
the small lakes. Plenty of row-boats and sail- 
boats may be had, besides naphtha and steam 


} launches on the larger lake. 


Pewaukee,/104 miles from Chicago, is situ- 
uated at the foot of Lake Pewaukee, a pretty 
sheet of water. Bass, pickerel, perch, and 
pike aretaken in large quantities, and the 
fishermen need no better place than that to 
spend a week or two. 

Delavan is fast becoming a popular resort. 
There is probably no place in Wisconsin that 
has multiplied the number of its summer vis- 
itors as has Delavan. It istwo miles from the 
station on the St. Paul road of the same 
name. It has some famous springs locuted in 
the village and hotels that will care for a mul- 
titude of people. Delavan Lake is a beauti- 
ful sheet of water five miles long and ranging 
from half a mile to a mileand a half in width. 
It is one of the nearest of the recognized sum- 
merresorts tu Chicago, and there are many 
people from here who go there for Saturday 
and Sunday. 


FINE SCENERY IS ITS ATTRACTIONS. 


Lake Geneva Wins Many by Its Natural 
Beauty—Island of Mackinaw. 

Lake Geneva is one of the popular resorts 
on the line of the Northwestern. It is the 
lake itself, with its wide diversity of scenery, 
which forms the main attraction of this place, 
Its large extent—it is twenty-four miles in 
circumference without following all the in- 
dentations of the shore line—affords an in- 
numerable vanety of views. | For several 
miles its margin is lined with gummer resi- 
dences built and oceupied by various people 
of Chicago, The hotel accommodations are 
of the best and there are abundant facilities 
for visiting the various points of interést 
along the lake. There are several excursion 
steamers plying on the waters of Lake Geneva. 
Sail and row boats are also'to be had at 
reasonable prices. There is a good train 
service over the Northwestern and the seventy 
miles are covered in two hours. 

The State of Michigan has some of the most 
attractive summer resorts within easy dis- 
tance of Uhicago. Mackinaw, situated at the 
northern extremity of the Peninsula, and lo- 
cated on the straits which connect Lake Mich- 
igan and Lake Huron, is the principal point 
of interest for tourists in the state. The Is- 
land of Mackinaw, which lies aff a little dis- 
tance from the main land, comprising an area 
of only 2,200 acres, has been made conspicu- 
ous by its abundant historic association and 
by its picturesque and romantic scenery. It 
has the benefit of all the lake breezes; it is 
easy of access by either railioad or steamboat 
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liae, and its hotels rank with the best in the 
country. 

The island was a rendezvoux for the French 
voyagers and adventurers before the landing 
of the Pilgrims at Plymouth Rock. It be- 


longed to France at one time, but in 1761 it 


was granted to Great. Britain. Thirty-five 

ears later it was ceded to the United States, 

t was retaken by the British during the war 
of 1812, and’ again came into the possession of 
the United Statesin 1815. There are many 
romantic tales told ut the place, and the 
people there take a gertain sort of pride im the 
fact that John Jacob Astor made that 
the northwestern headquarters’ of the 
American Fur company. The old ‘building 
which was used by the founder of the Astor 
family for offices and store rooms is atill 
standing, and it has been turned into a hotel 
for summer visitors. There is a fort on the 
island and troops are always stationed there. 
There are good churches. Fishing in the wa- 
ters near by is excellent. The old village of 
Mackinaw still stands there with its quaint 
buildings and its crooked streets. Steamers 
connect with the railroads on the mainland, 
and other lines run through to Detroit, 
Cleveland, and Chicago, 


LAKES OF SOUTHERN MICHIGAN, 


Some of the Many Places Where People 
May Enjoy an Outing. 

There are lakes throughout Southern Michi- 
gan, and about every one there are hotels and 
other evidences of summer resorts. Diamond 
Lake, 108 miles from Chicago on the Michigan 
Central, has been known for a generation as a 
delightful resort, and clubs and associations 
have had their cottages there. Sister Lakes, 
located on an elevated peninsula between 
Round and Crogked Lakes, is the summer 
home of many people from Chicago and 
points in Michigan. At Battle Creek and 
Ypsilanti there are sanitariums and medical in- 
stitutes for people who wish to take treatment 
along with their vacation. 

Mount Clemens is a great town for persons 
suffering from rheumatism. The springs 
there are claimed to be as good as those at 
Hot Springs, Ark. A new hotel has just been 
built, which, with the old ones and the board- 
ing-houses, gives accommodations for a great 
many people, 

St. Clair Springs ranks high with the popu- 
lar watering-places in Michigan. It is lo- 
cated on the west bank of the St. Clair River, 
north of Detroit, and halfway between Lakes 
St. Clairand Huron. The walks and drives 
in the vicinity are pleasant,and there are good 
boating and fishing. The St. Clair flats, 
famed for their duck shooting, are a few 
miles south. The water from the St. Clair 
Mineral Springs is of the same general class 
as the German spas.

Boat Lines Offer Various Trips, Free from 
Dust and Smoke. } 

You say you would rather makeatrip by 
boat? In that case you will find plenty of 
room for speculation as to the best and most 
pleasant line to go by and the most attractive 
stopping places.. The Goodrich line runs 
boats out of Chicago which skirt the western 
shore of Lake Michigan, stopping at various 
points between here and Manistique, and con- 
necting with other steamers for Green Bay, 
Menominee, and Escanaba. A week’s trip, 
in which a total of 1,100 miles is traveled, is 
given on one of these boats. Other boats of 
the line run to Racine and Milwaukee, to 
Grand Haven and Muskegon, and from Mil- 
ra to Ludington, Manistee, and Frank- 

ort, 

To one who wants a restful trip, free from 
dust and care, there is nothing better than a 
vacation spent on. the’ waters of the Great 
Lakes. On any of the lines of steamers ir 
making the long trips passengers may get 
stop-overs at the principal points where the 
boats touch and resume their journey leisurely 
by other boats of the same line. The possi- 
bilities in such a trip aremany. Wherever 
good fishing or hunting is found the passen- 
ger who looks with pleasure on these sports 
can stop over until he has become tired and 
then investigate the resources of the next 
place, 

The Seymour line sends steamers out which 
stop at all the principal points along the east- 
ern shore of Lake Michigan. _The first stop 
made is at Ludmgton. Then the vessels touch 
at Manistee, Frankfort, Northport, and’go 
down Traverse Bay to Traverse City, making 
an all-water trip to that place. 

Traverse Ciy and Traverse Beach, which lies 
three miles north of, Traverse City, between 
Traverse Bay and Cedar Lakes, deserve a sepa- 
rate paragraph. The town itself is a charm- 
ing little village, the interests of which are 
about evenly divided between business and 
pleasure. In winter time there are manufactur- 
ing industries to keep the town alive, but in 
summer everything gives way to make it 
preéminent as a watering place. Its hutels 
are numerous and of an excéllent character, 
and around every one are ample pleasure 
grounds, 

Traverse Beach has been a summer resort 
only a short time, and it is the outcome of 
the efforts of a few men, who wished a sum- 
mer home for their families and friends 
which would be away from the railroads, from 
the smoke of factories, and where a good, 
cool Jake breeze could temper the summer 
heat. There are no saloons at Traverse 
Beach, a fact of which the people there are 
proud; but there is a big hotel, which takes 
its name from the locality, good fishing, bath- 
ing,and boating. There are tennis courts, cro- 
quet grounds, and bowling alleys for those 
who get tired of resting. As with all the 
towns in that part of Michigan, there is a 
romance connected with the place, known as 
**The Tragedy of the Manitou Tree,” which 
is about a beautiful Indian maiden and the 
several Indian warriors who wore eagle fea- 
thers and bright red paint anc carved each 
other because’of their overpowering love for 
the beautiful maiden. | 

Other Points on the Line. 

Eik Rapids, Bay View, We-que-ton-sing, 
Harper Springs, Harper Point, and St. 
Ignace are all reached by this line of steamers 
before landing passengers at Mackinac. Con- 
nections are made, also, with other steamers 
for the “Soo,” and points on Lakes Erie 
and Huron. 

You can take a boat from Mackinac to 
Lescheneaux Islands (The Snows), which lie 
nestled together, a hundred or more in num- 
ber, near the north shore of Lake Huron, 
and fourteen miles from Mackinac. This is 
usually one of the first trips taken by the 
visitors, and the beauty of the islands well re- 
pays the trip. It is considered one of the best 
fishing grounds in the country. Bass, perch, 
muskallonge, Mackinac trout, pickerel, and 
pike of the largest and most gamy varieties 
are tobe founain the network of narrow 
channels which divide the islands. Trout may 
~ ae in the streams on the adjacent main 
ands. 

Another pleasant trip from Mackinac is 
through the “Inland Route,” via Cheboygan 
and Petoskey. Many pretty places are passed 
on this route. Petoskey, which is only a few 
hours’ run from Mackinac, 1s a pretty little 
summer resort, situated at the head of Trav- 
erse Bay at the foot.of high bluffs. There are 
good hotels in Petoskey, and, like all summer 
resorts, they claim gvod fishing for every 
stream that is within easy distance of the 

lace. Scattered along the bay are Bay Views, 
Ve-que-ton-sing, and Harbor Point. 

Benton Harbor and St. Joe, Mich., known 
as ‘“‘The Sister Cities,” are only sixty 
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summer months, 

All of the places that have been mentioned, 
both those that are reached by rail and those 
by steamer, are easy of access to Chicago, the 
cost of getting there is slight, and the accom- 
modations are, almost without exception, of 
the best character. You will find Chicago 
given as the residence of fully half of 
people who go to these places.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSIONS, 


Their Reports Have a Queer and Serious 
Effect on the Victims. 

La Correspondant: At this time of explo- 
sions much attention is bestowed on the ques- 
tion whether the nature of an explosion can 
-be determined by the appearance of the ob- 
jects or the victims. The solution is not 
difficult. Dynamite burns completely and 
leaves no trace. Powder, on the contrary, and 
poor powder especially, covers all objects 
within redch of its action with black dust, 
As the authors of these attempts follow 
the directions of the “Manual of the 
Perfect Anarchist,’’ with the dynamite they 
‘mix powder and sebastine, which contains 
coal reduced to dust. There is no reason for 
astonishment that persons present at an ex- 
plosion are blackened with powder. The ex- 
plosive employed is dynamite and sebastine— 
sebastine simplified. The true sebastine—that 
which was patented by the Swede Beck mannin 
1872—is a complex composition. It is com- 
posed of nitro-glycerine, nitro-cellulose, coal 
reduced to powder, nitrate of potash, bicar- 
bonate of soda, peroxide of lead, and paraffine. 
The Anarchists, in order to simplify the com- 
pound, dispense with the bicarbonate of soda 
and the peroxide of lead; they mix together 
the nitrate and the coal, and pour on the 
mixture, drop by drop and. with great cau- 
tion, the nitro-glycerine. Even this caution 
does not remove the danger of the mixture 
exploding while in course of preparation. 

The physiological effects of the explosions 
are’very well established. Ido not speak of 
wounds; those may be, alas! very grave; I 
allude only to the results of the shock on the 
organism. Persons near the point of explosion 
may be singularly affected. They often become 
deaf for several days; and without the body 
showing ahy lesion, the nervous system is so 
shaken that there results asort of stupefaction, 
a general debility, lasting for a longer or 
shorter time. Anexample of this kind ap- 
peared as a consequence of the catastrophe at 
the Véry restaurant. This is a fact, however, 
previously well known and studied by neuro- 
pathologists. English physicians have ob- 
served these nervous troubles, especially 
after railway accidents, and have named the 
malady ‘“‘railway spiue.’’ These troubles 
have been known to last for several months. 
The subject has been, as it were, taken pos- 
session of by this nervous shock; he does not 
speak; he is without consciousness; he is like 
one hypnotized. Strong vibrations act on 
certain very nervous subjects by provoking 
crises, anc even lethargy. 
duced by explosions have such violence that 
the hold they take on the nervous system of 
persons predisposed thereto can be easily ex- 
plained. 

Dr. Paul Regnard has recently studied this 
kind of trouble in animals. He has subjected 
tish to explosions of dynamite at a distance. 
Water transmits vibrations more energetically 
than air. Naturally the results are intensi- 
tied. Dr. Regnard exploded cartridges con- 


taining 1.1 ounce of dynamite in a stagnant 


pool filled with fish. Instantly after the mass 
of water raised in the air had falien, he saw 
all the animals living in the pool—fish, frogs, 
tadpoles—lying on the surface of the water, 
belly upwards, immovable, and appearing to 
be dead. YXYet.they were not dead at 
all, for the touch of a hand-net, delicately 
handled, sufficed to awake them from their 
torpor and caused them to make their escape 
nitnbly. These animals showed no lesion; 
they were simply stunned by the vibration of 
the explosion. Moreover, Dr. Regnard was 
informed by a poaching fisherman accustomed 
to use dynamite that the explosion killed 
those fish only which were directly within its 
field of action. The fish at a distance come 
to the surface, but they recover so quickly 
from the shock that it is necessary to be very 
spry if you want to catch them. In explosions 
of fire-damp the same facts are observed. The 
vibration acts at a great distance. Workmen 
are found extended onthe ground uncwn- 
scious, their hearts beut, they show no exter- 
nelinjury. Sometimes these stunned miners 
are discovered in places in the galleries where 
no material destruction is observed. They 
have simply undergone nervous shock. All 
these phenomena are of the same kind, and 
their gravity is only apparent, not real.

Comparative Statement of the Legal Pro- 
visions in Force Throughout the Union 
~—When and Under What Circumstances 
Propetty May Be Sold to Satisfy the 
‘Claims of the Government—Extra Pen- 
alties and Where They Are Applied— 
Uniformity Thought Desirable. 


Extracts frowi the revenue laws of the. dif- 
ferent States in the Union illustrate the point 
which is urged by the advocates of uniformity 
throughout the country. In fact the revision 
of the revenue laws into something like uni- 
formity is one of. the objeets for which the 
National Reai Estate Congress has been 
formed. The following brief outlines of laws 
in the different States have been secured by 
correspondence with the - different State 


officials: 

All property in Alabama is liable-for. taxes, 
with the following exceptions: United States 
property; bonds of the United States and of 
the State, city, and county; municipal prop- 
erty ; property for religious, school, and char- 
itable purposes: and all property real or per- 
sonal to an extent not exceeding $25,000. 

Real estate sold for taxes may be redeemed 
at any time within two yeays by payment of 
the purchase money with mterest at the rate of 
8 per tent per annum anda penalty; if re- 
deemf{jd within three months of 10 per cent; 
if ove}} three months, but within a year, 15 
per cant; if over a year 20 per cent. 

In jArkansas tax-books are placed in the 
handsiof the collector the first Monday in Jan- 

and are payable from that time till 
April }0. If not paid within the time required 
by law 25 per cent penalty is added, and the 
lands are advertised tor two weeks and then 
sold. Landsmay be redeemed within one 
year by the owner or a person in whose name 
the same may be listed, and within two years 
by any person whomsoever. By payment of 
purchase monev. penalty, and costs and 10 
percent per annum sales convey absolute 
titles subject to such redemption. 

California taxes become delinquent on the 
first Monday in January, after which 5 per 
cent is added. The delinquent tax-list is pub- 
lished on or before the first Monday in Febru- 
ary. and real-estate is offered for sale in tweu- 
ty-three days thereafter. Real-estate sold for 
taxes nay be redeemed within one year by 
paying the amount of taxes and 50 per cent 
additional: if not redeemed within one year 
a deed is made to the purchaser by the ‘Tax 
Collector, , 

Are a Perpetual Lien. 


In Colorado taxes are a perpetual lien on 
real-estate until paid, except on church prop- 
erty to the extent of $10,000, and household 
goods to the extent of $300. ‘l'axes must be 
paid between Nov. land Dec, 30, and after 
January taxes draw interest at the rate of 25 
per cent per annum. Delinquent real-estate 
is advertised in April and sold in June, and 
may be redeemned in three years by payment 
of the purchase money and the interest named 
and 15 per eent additional, if redeemed within 
three months; 25 per cent if over three 
months; within one year, 40 percent; over 
one yeer and within two years, 50 per cent. 

Connecticut land sold for taxes may be re- 
deemed at any time within one year by the 
owner, mortgagee, or any person having legal 
interest in said real estate, on payment of the 
purchase money and 12 per cent interest. If 
redemption is not made within one year an 
absolute deed will be made. The money 
loaned by private parties on mortgages out of 
the State is taxed as money at interest. 

Delaware taxes not paid within ten days 
after demand has been made between Nov. 1 
and Dec. 30; can be collected by distress. The 
tenant's personal property may be sold for 
taxes delinquent on real estate, where ,the 
landlord is a non-resident or a minor, and if 
not thus collectable land may then be sold. 
The owner or his legal representatives may re- 
deem within two years on payment of the pur- 
chase money and 20 per cent per annum, 
After two years a deed becomes absolute. 

All property in Fiorida is assessed for taxes 
either to the owner, to the dccupant, to the 
land, or as unknown. Lands are sold each 
year for unpaid taxes of the previous years, 
and may be redeemed within one yearby pay- 
ment of the purchase noney with interest at 
the rate of 50 per cent per annum and 50cents 
redemption fees. Infants, persons of unsound 
mind, under guardianship or imprisonment, 
may commence suit of redemption within 
three years after such disability occurs. Legal 
representatives of any person who may dic 
within the year of redemption have one year 
from the death of the owner to redeem said 
real estate. 


The Law in Georgia. 


All Georgia property, real and personal, 
owned or held by any person April 1 in each 
year is subject to taxation. Sales of lands for 
delinquent taxes may be made after sixty 
days’ notice. Wild lands may be redeemed 
within two years by payment of the purchase 
mohey and costs with interest at 15 per: cent 
perannum. On improved lands the time of 
redemption is only one year. ‘Taxes must be 
paid before any other debt, lien, or claim 
whatsoever. 

Idaho taxes become delinquent the second 
Monday in November, when 15 per cent is 
added. Tax sales take place thirty days after 
they become delinquent, and must not be less 
than twenty-one days from newspaper pub- 
lication. Owners can redeem in one year by 
paying the full amount of the purchase money 
and 25 per cent additional per annum. A deed 
is made by the collection of taxes and be- 
comes absolute. 

Owners of property in Illinois May 1 in any 
year are liable for taxes. The purchaser of 
real estate is considered May 1 as the owner. 
State and county taxes are payable Dec. 1, 
and the delinquent tax list is turned over to 
the County Collector on or before March 10, 
Advertisements of property on which tax 
has become delinquent are made after April 1, 
and the Collectors of taxes may apply to the 
May term of the County Court for judgment 
of sale, and sales may commence the fourth 
Monday after the fourth day of the term at 
which the judgment is rendered. Property 
sold may be redeemed within six months on 
the payment of taxes, costs, and 25 per cent 
interest, twelve months 50 per cent, eighteen 
months 75 per cent, and two years 100 per 
cent, together with all the subsequent taxes 
paid by the purchaser. If the property is 
not redeemed from tax sale within two years 
from date of sale deed may be issued to pur- 
chaser or his assigns provided purchaser has 
not suffered property to be gold for subse- 
quent taxes. 

Two Years Are Allowed, 

Taxes attach as a lien on Indiana real estate 
April 1 of each year, and penalties attach on 
the third Monday of the same month of the 
next year. Sale of real estate for taxes is 
held the second Monday of February. Own- 
ers have two years to redeem in, by paying 
the purchase inoney, with 10 per cent within 
six months; after six months and within one 
year 15 per cent; and after one year and within 
two years 25 per cent. The person redeeming 
must pay all the subsequent taxes, with 6 per 
cent perannum. It not redeemed within two 
years the purchaser can apply for a_ sheriff 

eed, which entitles the purchaser to posses- 
sion, if the sale is valid. if the sale is void 
the purchaser is entitled to recover his money, 
with 20 per cent interest per annum froim date 
ofsale. Aprillof each year lands are sold 
for one year’s delinquent taxes, but the fol- 
lowing year taxes (not yet delinquent) are 
embraced in amount sold for. 

_ Kansas taxes become a lien on real estate 
Nov. lof each year. One-half of the taxes 
are payable Dec. 20 of the year levied and the 
other half June 20 followimg.. When one. 
half becomes due the whole becomes due and 
® per cent is added, and if not all paid when 
the second half becomes due a 5 per cent is 
again added. On the first Tuesday of Sep- 
tember following the land is sold for delin- 
quent taxes. After the sale it bears interest 
at the rate of 24 per cent per annuum with the 
Same rate on all subsequent taxes. Lands 
sold for taxes may be edeemed at any time 
within three years frefn the date of the delin- 
quent taxsales. If lands sold for taxes are 
not redeemed within three years after sale, 
tax deed is made by the County Clerk to pur- 
chasers. If the nolder of the tax deed is de- 
feated in an action for the recovery of real 
estate the origina] owner or the successful 
claimant, before let into possession, is re- 
quired to pay the holder of the tax deed the 
full amount of taxes and interest, with inter- 
est at the rate of 20 per cent. If the holder of 
a tax Certificate fails to take décd within four 
years after the date of sale, the certificate 
ceases to be a lien on the real estate sula for 
delinquent taxes. 


In the State of Kentucky. 


Kentucky taxes are due Jan. 1 of each

Taxes are a lien upon Maine real estate and 
if they are not paid within nine months after 
the assessments are made, lands may be ad- 
vertised and sold. Non-resident owners of 
land may redeem within thirteen months, and 
resident owners within two years atter the 
sale by paying taxes, cost, and 25 per cent in- 
terest in the first case and 20 per cent in the 
second, t 

Massachusetts taxes on real estate are as- 
sessed to the owner or person in charge May 
1 in each year, and are a lien on the premises 
for two years from May 1 after the assessments 
are in the hands of the Collector. If not paid 
on demand real estate can be levied on in 
fourteen days thereafter, and sold under ad- 
vertisment. Owners, or their heirs, or assigns, 
may redeem within two years, by payment of 

_ the purchase money, with 10 per cent and extra 
charges. The person having title may redeem 
within two years after notice if the real 
estate has been taxed to some other person 
unknown, or to a tenant or an occupant. 

Sold in October, 

Michigan taxes are due on real estate on the 
first Monday in December. Lands returned 
delinquent are s6ld in October of the following 
year, and one year is allowed for redemption. 
Fifteen per cent, in addition to collection fees, 
1s charged whepe payment is proffered after 
the return and before June 1, and 30 per cent 
from that day to the day of sale, Owner may 
redeem within the year following by paying 
the purchase money, with 50 per cent interest, 
and if this is not done within one year the 
Auditor General gives the purchaser a deed 
which is prima facie evidence of title in fee. 

Taxes become due and payable in Minne- 
sota Dec. 1, are assessed May +1, become de- 
linquent March 1, and lands are sold subject 
to redemption in two years, interest being 
added at the rate of 14¢ per cent a month 
from date of sale.

31 are subject to penalty of 1 per cent a month 
until paids Tax and penalties are a lien upon 
the property assessed, which may be sold 
after Jan. 1. Unpaid taxes are enforced by 
suit and sale of the property, the procedure 
being the same as in ordinary civil actions. 
Suits cannot be brought for one year after the 
taxes are delinquent, unless the owner is 
about to remove or is a non-resident, and 
comes within the county so that service may 
be had on him, 

A Lien April 1. 

Nebraska taxes becomes a lien April 1 of 
the year in which they are levied until the 
same are paid; and taxes become delinquent 
May lof the following year. Real estate is 
offerea for sale for delinquent taxes the first 
Monday in November and can be redeemed 
in two years. A party holding a tax lien may 
foreclose in the same manner as a mortgage 
at any time within two years from the date of 
the sale, but redemption can be made upon 
the payment of the principal sum and interest 
at 20 per cent perannum. The limitation of 
recovery is three years from date of the tax 
deed. 

Taxes arealien upon Nevada real estate 
from the third Monday in Apriland become 
deiinquent the third Monday in November. 
Suits for delinquent taxes may be commenved 
by the direction of the County Commissioners 
with 10 per cent added as.mterest. There isa 
three years’ redemption of real estate sold for 
taxes, and must be brought in open court as 
any other civil action, 

Taxes becomes a Len upon New Hampshire 
rea] estate as soun as assessed—April 1 of each 
year. One year is allowed to redeem land 
sold for taxes: costs and interest at the rate 
of 20 per cent per annum must be paia. Col- 
lector’s decds are given to the purchaser after 
one year from the sale of the land at public 
auction if the Jand has not been redeemed 
within the year. 

Taxes are a lien in New Jersey for two years 
from the time they become payable, and the 
lands may be sold, There isa right of re- 
demption after one year, with 25 per cent in- 
terest per annutn, 

Taxes in New Mexico are due and payable 
Aug. land Nov. 1 of each year and sale is 
regulated be act of Congress. 

New York lands may be sold for taxes when 
two years delinquent. Publication of sale 
must be made twelve weeks before sale in 
some county papers and two years are allowed 
for redemption. The owner has the right to 
redeem by payment of the purchase money 
and interest at 10 percent perannum. A mort- 
gagee, where a tax title deed is duly recorded, 
has a similar right of redemption, and upon 
filing proper notice of his mortgage, its date, 
record, etc., with the Controller is entitled to 
notice before the tax title can cut off his mort- 
gage. M 

In North Carolina personal property must 
be exhausted before the Sheriff can levy taxes 
on real estate. The tax list constitutes a lien 
on land from June 1 of each year. Sales are 
made upon ten days’ notice after the Sheriff 
has endeavored to notify owner of land by 
either newspaper publication or written no- 
tice, and land can be redeemed in one year 
from date of sale by paying purchase money 
and 25 per cent per annuin in addition. 


Gets Benefit of Extension, 


Ohio taxes are payable between Oct. 1 and 
Dec. 31, but the owner may at his option pay 
the full amount on or before Dec. 20, or one- 
half then and the remainder between April 1 
and June 20 following. By so domg the owner 
receives the benefit of the six months’ exten- 
sion on the other moiety. A penalty of 15 per 
cent is added to each semi-annual installment 
not severally paid on or before .Dec. 20. If 
lands delinquent for three semi-annual install- 
nents are sold by the County Treasurer, the 
property is advertised for sale on the third 
Tuesday of January following, and may be 
redeemed within two years by payment of the 
purchase money, with interest and penalty of 
25 per cent Wane: fm first year, and 50 per 
cent within the second year. 

Improved Pennsylvania land and other real 
estate may be sold for taxes two years delin- 
quent, and may be redeemed and redemption 
inade within two years after a sale toa stran- 
ger, or five years after sale in the county, on 
payment of purchase money, costs, and 25 per 
cent and also subsequent taxes and improve- 
tnents.

RAILROAD WAR CAN’T BE PREVENTED. 


All Lines Will Meet the Santa Fe’s Passen- 
ger Rate to Denver. 

The competitors of the Atchison, ‘Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad appear to have become 
satisfied that the reduction in the rate to Den- 
ver for the round trip on the occasion of the 
Knights Templar conclave in that city cannot 
be prevented. It was reported yesterday that 
the Santa Fé is already selling orders at the 
reduced rate in the East and these orders will 
of course have to be honored when the sale of 
tickets begins Aug. 3. It is now certain that 
the $12 rate will be put in effect by all the 
roads, with the probable except‘on of Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, and some of them de- 
clare that they will apply that rate from all 
points on their lines where the regular round- 
trip rate is more than $12. | 

‘he meeting at Chairman Caldwell’s office 
yesterday morning at which the Santa Fé was 
to have submitted proof in jrstification of its 
action was unable to transact any business 
because the Santa Fé failed to put in an ap- 
pearance, A communication was received 
from the Passenger Traffic Manager of that 
road stating that he was still busy preparin 

he evidence and that it would be submitted 
o Chairman Caldwell duri the afternoon. 
Another meeting will be held Monday morn- 
ing, when the Santa Fé is expected to be ready 
with its justification, and the other roads will 
then make pleas against the position taken. 
The opinion prevails that Chairman Caldwell 
will rule that the Santa F6 was not justified 
under the rules of the association iu arbitrar- 
ily reduaqjng the rates. Such a decision is not 
likely to induce the Santa Fé to withdraw the 
Denver rate and it will then stand in contempt, 
and the only alternative left for the Chairman 
is to deelare the Santa Fé to have forfeited its 
membership in the association, as was done 
in the case of the Alton about a year ago. 


Refuse to Meet the Vandalia’s Rate.* 

The Central Traffic Association roads have 
recovered from the panic caused by the an- 
nouncement that the Vandalia road has re- 
duced the rate on grain and grain products to 
the basis of 20 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago 
to New York. The Chicago t-Bound com- 
mittee held a meeting yesterday at the office 
of Chairman Shaw to talk over the situation 
and consider what action should be taken in 
view of the Vandalia’s action. Information 
was received during the session that the Penn- 
sylvania and other Eastern trunk lines would 
refuse to prorate with the Vandalia at the cut 
rates. It was tie opinion that such action by 
the trunk lines would prevent the Vandalia 
from putting the 20-cent rate in effect. It was 
therefore decided to take no notice for the 
present of the Vandalia’s action and adhere to 
the 224¢ cent rate. ‘here wasa report current 
durmg the day that the Wabash had décided 
to make a 20-cent rate, but the company’s 
officials say there 1s no truth in the report. 


Gave Preferential Rates. 

Charges of giving preferential rates to Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin furniture manufacturers 
on west-bound business were yesterday filed : 
with Frank Kretschmar, special agent of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. The 
complainants are forty nine Grand Rapids 
furniture manufacturers and the charges are 
voluminous. It is alleged that the firms 
which have been favored are mostly along the 
west shore of Lake Michigan. They are able, 
1t is charged, to send across the lake for their 
materials, make the furniture, and ship to 
Western points at cheaper rates than the 
Grand Rapids manufacturers can afford to 
make. The discriminations are alleged to 
have been going on for some time and all of 
the west-bound roads are said to be involved. 
The commission will probably examine into 
the complaints next October,

BUT LITTLE TIME IN WHICH TO 
START STREET CLEANING, 


’ Unless Action Is Taken Before the Coun- 


cil’s Vacation the Probabilities Are 
That Sanitary Improvements Will Not 
Be Made for Months—Economic Gas 
Company Can Now Lay Its Pipes—Every 
Probability That the Wentworth Ave- 
nue Sewer Order Will Be Reconsidered. 


Mayor Washburne was not at his office yes- 
terday and no progress has been or could be 
made in the matter of perfecting arrange 
ments for the better cleaning of the streets 
and alleys, : 

The Council Committee on Finance at its 
meeting Friday took up the Swift ordinance 
in reference to crematories, passed last Mon- 
day, and was about to proceed to act under it 
when attention was called to the fact that the 
ordinance divided the responsibility among 
the Mayor, the Health Commissioner, and the 
Finance committee. The Mayor was sent for, 
but could not be found, and so the matter had 
to go over. The Finance committee will meet 
again tomorrow afternoon, when the matter 
will probably be taken up. If no action is 
taken then it is not hkely that anything will 
be done under the ordinance for two or three 
months to come. The Council will adjourn 


tomorrow evening until Sept. 12. Most of the. 


Aldermen will leave the city on their vacation 
trips. It will be impossible to obtain a 
quorum of the Finance committee during the 
vacation. The Crematory ordinance, unless 
acted on tomorrow, therefore, is likely to be a 
dead letter for this year. _, 

The matter will be brought to the attention 
of the Mayor as soon as he can be found in 
his office. 


The women of the Municipal Order League 


tried to see the Mayor yesterday and the day 


before on the subject, but were unaole to do 


so. They will try it again tomorrow, and if 


they tail the matter will doubtless be pretty 
fully discussed at the meeting of the league, 


at the Sherman House tomorrow afternoon, 
It is understood that in order to facilitate 
the arrangements for the better cleaning 
of the streets a short ordinance will 
be introduced in the 
evening amending the municipal code so as 
to place the cleaning of the alleys under 
the superintendency of the Street Depart- 


ment. It is believed that this ordinance can 


be put through undera suspension of the 
rules. The Health Commussioner has public- 
ly confessed his inability to enforce discipline 
among the thirty-four sanitary inspectors. It 
is proposed to turn over those persons to the 
eare of Supt. Burke to see what he can do 


with them. 

The proposed amendment, it is believed, 
will accomplish all that Ald. Hepburn’s ordi- 
nance proposed without creating additional 
offices or additional expense. It will thus be 
more economica! while equally effective, it is 
believed. There is no dopbt that under any 
circumstances if the Mayor and his subordi- 
nates will only take hoMiof this matter of 
street cleaning earnestly they can di good 
work without adding to the tax burdens of the 
city. But it must be done promptly and en- 
ergetically. , 

Extending Electric Light Plants. 

At a meeting of the Finance committee yes- 
terday the following ordinance, introduced at 
the last meeting of the Council by Ald. Sexton 
at the instance of Supt. Barrett of the Elec- 
trical Department, was presented and recom- 
mended for passage: 

Sec. 1. That hereafter all local improvements, 
consisti of electrical conduits, cables, p- 
posts, switches, and lamps n for the pur- 
pose of furnishing electric light for municipal 
purposes, shall be paid for by special assessment 
to be levied upon property benefited. 

2. That the cost of power-houses, real es- 

tate for power-houses, and necessary ma- 
chinery for furnishing electric ligh and the 
maintenance thereof, shail be paid for by general 
taxation. 
, The immediate purpose of this ordinance, 
which it is hoped will be passed by the Coun- 
cil Monday night under a suspension of the 
rules, is to provide for the extension of the 
electric hght system on Michigan boulevard 
from Twenty-second to Thirty-fifth street. 
The city electric light system now extends 
from the business center to Twenty-second 
street. The South Park Commissioners are 
establishing a magnificent electric light plant 
in Washington Park, and propose tg extend 
therefrom a system of electric lights through 
Washington Park; along Midway Plaisance 
to the World’s Fair grounds; on Drexel boule- 
vard from Washington Park ts Oakwoods 
boulevard; on Oakwoods boulevard to Grand 
boulevard; on Garfield boulevard from Wash- 
ington Park to State street; on Grand boule- 
vard from Washimgton Park to Thirty-tifth 
street and Michigan boulevard. 

The extension by the city of Michigan boul- 
evard from Thirty-fifth street to Twenty-sec- 
ond streets will thus complete the chain and 
system of park electric lighti from the 
business center of the city to the World’s Fair 
grounds, a most desirable improvement. In 
this connection, also, the ordinance if adopted 
will enable property-owners on streets ad- 
jacent to the boulevards and crossing them to 
have electric lights established by special as- 
sessment at sinall cost. It is believed, there- 
fore, that the effect of passing the ordinance 
will be the lighting of a great portion of the 
residence section of the South Division lying 
between the business center and the World’s 
Fair by electricity. The cost will be szail 
and the pre vepecmy: ay be superior. 

If the ordinance fuils an effort will be made 
to utilize $20,000 appropriated by the Council 
last spring for electric hight lamps along the 
boulevard to extend the city’s plant along 
Michigan avenue between the points already in- 
dicated, Twenty-second street and Thirty-fifth 
street. The Controiler has heretofore ignored 
the requests of the Superintendent of Electric 
Lighting and. the Chairman of the Finance 
committee as to the application of the $20,000 
referred to for the purpose set forth. It may 
be, therefore, that the new order is necessary. 
The order will be forthcoming. 

Discussing Tunnel Arbitration. 

The matter of the tunnel arbitration was 
also discussed at the Financecommittee mect- 
ing, but no definite action was taken, owing 
to the obstructive tactics of one ortwo mem- 
bers. It is probable that it will be taken up 
again for discussion at the meeting tomorrow. 
It is urged that the Council should not adjourn 
until some plan is devised forthe adjustment 


-of the differences. The tunnels, as has 


been before stated in these col- 
umns, will be completed Sept. 1, when 
the Council will not be in  sessior. 
Unless the differences are arbitrated by that 
time Mr. Onderdonk, the contractor, will re- 
tain control of the completed tunnel, as he 
has an undoubted mght under the law to do. 
Nobody will have the power to adjust unless 
the Council takes action. The Mayor cannot 
settle the matter norcar the Commissioner of 
Public Works. If action is not taken now by 
the Council nothing can be done until it meets 
in September or perhaps for weeks after- 
wards. The city will thus be deprived for six 
weeks or two months, perhaps longer, of the 
use of the greatest public improvement in the 
history of the city and the one t is most 
needed. The delay in this matter is entirely 
due to two or three obstructive members of 
the Council who probably think that the con- 
tractor or the city, or beth, can be squeezed. 

A determined effort will be made at Mon- 
day's meeting of the Finance committee to 
get the Swift arbitration order reported back 
to the Council and to obtain final action by 
the Council on the subject the same evening.

Aspasia does not say what husbands should 
do to retain their wives’ affection. But we may 
answer for ourselves that a husband should 
be at least a sympathetic and stimulating com- 
panion. For it is perhaps true that genuine 
companionship has more than anything else 
to do with the success of married life. av- 
ing the matter of “‘ natural affinity’’ out of 
the question, to be a good companion even to 
ne who is loved, usually requires an unselfish 
desire to understand another’s thoughts and 
fee to interest one’s self in another’s 
hopes and occupations, and the generous em- 
ploying of one’s knowledge, taste, or wit for 
another’s pleasure. And where one is capable 
of this he generally finds himself both pleased 
and entertained. 

There is so much married life in our society 
today which out-Saharas Sahara in blankness, 
the victims of which often seek relief in a 
divorce court or consolation in some other 
man’s or woman’s conjugal property. The 
trouble frequently lies in some form of sel- 
fishness which denigs to one or the other the 
justice of sympathy or confidential compan- 
ionship.

THE COUNTRY RICHER IN GOLD. 


Banks Have Been Hoarding the Yellow 
Metal—Imports and Exports. . 

New York, July 23.—[Special.]—The inter- 
esting statistics of the foreign trade for the 
last fiscal year published Wednesday, says the 
Journal of Finance, contained no more in- 
teresting statement than that the imports and 
exports of gold for the year about balanced 
each other, the net change being a loss of 
$496,985. In view of the recent heavy ship- 
ments this total is remarkable. Besides the 
large specie imports at New York last fall there 
has been a heavy movement from the British 
Colonies to San Francisco at times through- 
out the year. It follows, therefore, that there 
is more gold in the country now than there 
was a year ago, for the average annual pro- 
duction of the metal in recent years has been 
about $33,000.000. The director of the mint 
reports the gold production for the calendar 
year 1891 at $33,175,000 and for the year 1890 
at $32,845,000, and for several years back it 
has been about the same amount. 

The conclusion 18 obvious, therefore, that 
the United States is stronger in gold than a 
year ago. It is worth while noticing, how- 
ever, that the increasé has not gone into the 
possession of the Treasury, but has ap rently 
lodged in banks or in the hands of- private 
capitalists. The net gold in the Treasury June 
30 was $114,342,366, a slight decrease as com- 
pared with the report for June 30, 1891, when 
the amount was $117,667,723. On the other 
hand, the amount of specie reported by the 
New York banks has increased trom $66,255,- 
400 one year‘ago to $91,636,600 at. the close of 
last month. The banks of the other leading 
cities do not distinguish between specie and 
legal tenders in counting their reserve. It 
seerns clear that the New York banks have 
been hoarding gola in accordance with the 
policy referred to a few days ago, whereby ex- 
porters are referred to the Subtreasury when 
desiring to take specie for shipment. 

New York seer worked itself up to 
a condition of nervous hysteria about the sil- 
ver coinage bills, as is usually the case when- 
ever any business change 1s talked of.

on lines laid out by themselves, and the result 
of these differences 18 now uncertain. lt w 
admitted by the officers that the Richmond 
Terminal company will default on Aug. 1 on

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SAYS IT 1S TRIVIAL. 


MRS. VAN RENSSELAER SCORES 
KELLEY’S SHERIDAN STATUE. 


Declares It a Match for the Grant * Mon- 
strosity” and an Insult to St. Gaudens’ 
“Lincoin”—The Conception Not Good 
in Iteelf and Unfit for Reproduction on 
a Very Large Scale—The Horse Agon- 
izingly Impaled—Might Be Good asa 
Statuette, 


The New York World to-day wiil have the 
following to say about Mr. J. E. Kelley’s 
statue of Gen. Sheridan, which Mr. Yerkes 
' proposes to set up in Union Park, the criti- 
cism being written by Mrs. Schuyler Van 
Rensselaer : 

America is proverbially the land of con- 
trasts, and in this, as in other ways, Chicago 
is startlingly American. We are all bowing 
down to her just now for the wisdom and 
taste with which she has managed her Fair 
as regards the matters of art. And we all 
know that she possesses, in St. Gaudens’ 
“ Lincoln,” the finest monumental statue in 
the country. She seems to know hew good 
her Fair buildings are, and why they are 
good ; and she seems to appreciate her Lincoln 
monument. Yet since the “ Lincoln” was 
erected she has defaved the park which bears 
the same name by a monument to Gen. Grant 
which is probably the most crying monstros- 
ity in the country—which so hideously blots 
the fair face of nature that nature’s lightning 
was moved to attempt its destruction not 
long ago. And now it is proposed to match 
this monument of Grant and again to insult 
the monument of Lincoln by erecting a cer- 
tain nonument to Sheridan. 

It should in justice be said, however, that 
this is not a public enterprise or even a cor- 
porate enterprise, and that there is still a 
chance that it will not be carried through. A 
certain prominent citizen, desiring to honor 
the great cavalryman by erecti a statue of 
him in Union Park, first obtained, I am told, 
a design from a French sculptor. But, local

this committee now wisely asks for criticism 
upon the model. 

They ought to receive 9 good many, for the 
conception is not good in itself and is essen- 
tially unfit for reproduction on a very large 
scale. Of course no one can criticise the 
sculptor’s technical ability from a little news- 
paper cut; no one can judge from it whether 
he 1s competent to perform that most difficult 
of the sculptor’s tasks—model a very large- 
sized horse in vigorous action. Nor have I 
any acquaintance with Mr. Kelley’s previous 
work to help me toa decision as regards his 
technical qualifications. But even the smali- 
est cut cau convey a sculptor’s fundamental 
idea; and Mr. Keiley’s idea, if not dis 
tinctly unsculptural, is distinctly unmon- 
umental. A sculptor as great as Barye could 
make a flying steed with all four feet off 
the ground and supported by an accessory ob- 
ject look natural and satisfactory. Indeed, 
Barye did this very thing in at least one of 
his little groups. But it takes a Barye todo 
it. Barye would have known better, even in 
a statuette, than to leave the space beneath 
the steed so wide and empty‘as Mr. Kelley has 
left it, and Barye would never have thought 
of executing such a work on a heroic scale. 


His Horse Agonizingly Impaled. 

As already cast in bronze, Mr. Kelley’s 
statuette shows only the thin, broken tree 
upon which his horse appears to be agoniz- 
ingly impaled, But the addition of the bit of 
rail fence, which was a suggestion of the in- 
tending donor, is no improvement. in itself 
the fence is a trivial, ugly, inartistic feature; 
it scacely helps to fill the empty space. The 
idea of showing a General in the act of taking 
an easy jump is trivial, again; and, if I may 
trust my very scant knowledge of equine ac- 
tion, no horse takes even the easiest Jump in 
the position the Sheridan statue shows. But 
there ie more than this to be said; the action 
of Sheridan himself 1s trivial, undignified, un- 
monumental. If beautifully executed, and if 
modified as regards the distance of the horse 
from the ground and the character of the ob- 
jects below it, such conception might be good 
as a statuette were the subject an ordinary 
cavalry-man. But it never could be good asa 
statue of heroic size, or even of life size. 

We ean fancy a large group showing Sheri- 
dan at full run, with horse and man both 
bending in a business-like way to their work; 
and we can fancy that, if asculptor of great 
genius attempted it, it might be very im- 
pressive. But a safer thing, a surer thing, a 
more certainly fine thing would be Sheriffan 
just ready to start; Sheridan in rsp se and 
the horse in repose, but each prepared for in- 
stant action. This is the valuable old, artistic 
recipe; not toshow the moment of intensest 
action, but to suggest it by showing a moment 
either just before or just after it. What Mr. 
Kelley has shown is a nioment which has 
neither the intensity of the real race nor the 
dignity of the preliminary repose. He has 
shown a trivial action in both man and steed 
—the steed leaping a slight obstacle, the man 
in a self-conscious melodramatic movement 
of farewell. This group speaks less of Sheri- 
dan, to me, than of Buffalo Bill. I do not 
eare how well Mr. Kelley may be able to ex- 
ecute it, such a conception cah never result in 
a good, large statue for a public place. And 
even asa statuette I cannot think it appro- 
priately characteristic of a great General, 


EDITOR B. F. SCOTT OF LACON MISSING.

It is well known 
that every bnsiness firm or company in the city, 
whether morchandising or manufacturing, is 
down on the books for this ‘schedule’ adeance; 
but the wholesale rebellion of the wholesale mer- 
chants has had the effect of postponing the send- 
ing of these to the manufacturers and retail mer- 
chants until the Board of Underwriters sees how 
its fight with Mainstreet terminates. This means 
that the board intends to try and subdue Main 
street and advance on the other classes afterward, 
To a man looking on from a tree-top it would 
seem that all classes of businese-men should 
promptly join the bureau and stand by it until 
the insurance business of Louisville is no longer 
managed by a trnst, nor by & One-man power. 
The Executive committee of the Business-Men’s 
Insurance Bureau is hard at work perfecting and 
carrying out the platis agreed upon for securing 
competition in insurance rates in this city. They 
expect to be able very soon to place in first-class 
stock companies all the insurance the 100 sub- 
scribing firms may want. 

The prospectus of the New York Mortgage 
Insurance company is being confidentially circu- 
lated among Chicago capitalists. The company 
has a capital stock of $1,000,000, which is to be 
issued at a premium of 25 per cept upon par, cre- 
ating a paid-up surplus of $250,000. It is not de- 
signed to invade the grovnd already occupied by 
the ordinary form of insurance Companies, nor to 
assume any risks, such as life, fire, fidelity, titles, 
etc. What it proposes to dois a guarantee busi- 
ness of bonds and mortgages Upon real estate,

estate, in the shape of bonds secured by large 
mortgages but issued in denominations small 
enough to serve the needs of moderate investors. 
The required license has ee | been obtained 
from the insurance department o New York. It 
is proposed.to elect as President Charles S. Fair- 
child, President of the New York Security and 
Trust company. Among those who will be on the 
Board of Directors are Charles T. Barney, Vice- 
President of the Knickerbocker Trust conipany ; 
and William L. Trenholm, President of the Amer- 
ican Surety company, E. W. Coggeshall, Presi- 
-dent of the Lawyers’ Title Insurance company. 


The subject of the expense account in the 
fire insurance business is one that is now receiving 
a great deal of attention. Thereisno doubt but 
what the expenses have increased largely in the 
last few years, and they have almost kept pace 
with the increase of losses. A Chicago under- 
writer, who has given this subject some study, 
thinks the cause of this increased expense ac- 
count is largely due to the system that the com- 
panies have dropped into for the last few years, 
in establishing two or three agencies in various 
places instead of the established plan of one 
agency in each city. The secondary agency was 
at first calledthe “German” agency, and was 
usually run by some German living in the out- 
skirts of the city, whose business was nearly all 
dwelling houses, and loss ratio small, In conse- 
quence of the amount of labor in proportion to 
premiums, a larger commission than usual 
was allowed to the socalled “ German” 
agency. The success of a few companies in push- 
ing this line of business has led to a large devel- 
opment of it, and also to what is called the sec- 
ond agency system or the ‘double headers.” 
Company managers bave been led into estab- 
lishing second and third agencies in various cities 
on the theory that a ‘second agency was wholly 
for dwelling and small non-hazardous risks, and 

ty the increased rate of commission 
was allowed, Sut the practice now is quite dif- 
ferent from the original theory, The second 
agents, while they get 25 and 30 per cent commis- 
sion, which is about 0 per cent more than the 
regular agents, write all classes of risks and fre- 
quently make worse loss ratios than the first 
agent. That is one of the most. votent factors in 
the increase of expense that has occurred in the 
last five years, and is one that is in the hands of 
the companies to regulate if théy wish.

BIGOTRY AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Phariseeism of Congress—Boston Getting 
Liberal. 

Boston Herald: Our own namesake of 
Chicago is moved to ianguage more emphatic 
than polite by the action of the Senate in 
coupling the appropriation for the World’s 
Fair with conditions ‘for Sunday closing and 
against the sale of intoxicating beverages on 
the grounds, It advises the directors of the 
Fair to announce peremptworily that they will 
not accept the appropriation on those terms. 
We believe that the directors would act wisely 
in so doing. It is untortunate that this 
measure should have aroused in 
Congress such an exhibition of what 
may be called moralistic demagogy. 
Members of Congress have sach 
sharp eyes for their constituencies that in this 
case it has given them a squint that prevents 
their perceiving the true public sentiment on 
the question.. There is no such popular feel- 
ing in favor of these restrictions upon: the 
conduct of the Fair as tbe Congressmen ap- 
pear tothink. The noisy agitation for Sun- 
day closing, coming from comparatively un- 
im portant sources, has made cowards of the 
gentlemen in the Capitol. The negative sort 
of satisfaction with which their action is 
greeted will be far outweighed by the very 
positive and serious displeasure which it 
arouses throughout the country. 

The lesson of Sunday closing at Philadel- 
phia should be sufficient. We ought to have 
learned better after sixteen years. Besides 
being a@ grave business error in cutting off 
what would be the most profitable day of 
every week, the step isa positively immoral 
one in its consequences, however religious its 
motives. Chicago is peculiarly fertile in its 
opportunities and devices for vicious pleasar- 
There is little police restriction upon 
them.’ They will naturally multiply enor- 
mously during the period of the World’s Fair. 
Now, the action of Congress puts a premium 
upon their patronage. If apowerfu! lobby inthe 
interest of keepers of drinking saloons and of 
still more objectionable places in Chicago had 
been at work at Washington the result could 
not have been more satisfactory to that unde- 
sirable class. If the World’s Fair is closed on 
Sunday it will drive multitudes to the patron- 
age of objectionable resorts who would other- 
wise keep away. Senator Palmer ‘was right 
in what he said about the sentiment of. the 
Chicago saloonkeepers in favor of Sunday 
closing. The measure also does a cruel wrong 
to the working classes of Chicago, depriving 
them of their best oppurtunity to see the Ex- 
hibition and profit by its many remarkable 
object lessons. 

Here in Boston no Sabbatarian outcry 
against the opening of the museums Sunday 
or the patronage of other places of quiet pop- 
ular recreation has any weight. And the Mu- 
sic-Hall popular concerts every summer, with 
their sales of light alcoholic beverages, are as 
orderly as any other places of amusement, 
There is no reason to suppose that the pursu- 
ance of a similar course at Chicago would be 
attended by injurious effects. 


The Chinese in Canada, 

MONTREAL, Que., July 22.—Much comment has 
been created by the recent discussion in the Do- 
minion Parliament on Chinese immigration to 
Canada, more espécially regarding tlie fact, stated 
by several members from British Columbia, that 
the 9,000 Chinese recorded by the census as resi- 
dent in that Province do not represent the total 
number. One of the members went so far as to say 
that there are 12,000 Celestials in the Pacitic 
Province. Mr. Parmelee, the Commissioner of 
Customs at Ottawa, whose department keeps 
track of Chinese immigration, was asked, 
regarding the truth of this latter statement. In 
reply he says that on the completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway he believes that there were 
15,000 Chinese in Canada, and up to last year the 
returns to China were in excess of the arrivals, so 
that up to 1891 there was an annual decrease in 
the Chinese population. An official return, dated 
May, 1892. issued by the Hongkong authorities, 
shows that this ratio has been reversed, and for 
the past thirteen months the shipments to Cana- 
da of Chinese exceeded the. arrivals back. Dur- 
ing 1591 3,008 Chinese cleared from Hongkong 
for British Columbia, and only 1,971 arrived back 
in Hongkong from Canada, and of courée some 
of the latter only returned temporarily on certifi- 
cates. his large increase in the Chinese immi- 
gration into Canada is attributed to the exclusion 
laws of the United States.

MET ON SHIPBOARD- 


MR. BUCKHAM TELLS OF W. L. NEW- 
BERRY’S LAST JOURNEY. - 


He Says the Old Man Embarked on Board 
the Steamer Periere Weak and Feeble, 
and Was Confined to His Stateroom 
During Most of the Trip~—Announce- 
ment of His Death — Protest Against 
Burial at Sea—Reminiscences of Horace 
Greeley as Student and Attorney. 


George Buckham, who has been at the Rich- 
elieu for the last week, left yesterday after- 
noon for Minneapolis. Mr. Buckham, to 
quote his own words, “ wag a lawyer once for 
about fifty years” in New York. He,was 
also mterested in Chicago's early develop- 
Aithough past his eightieth birthday 
he is hale and hearty. 

Mr. Buckham has just completed a two- 
volume story of his travels through Europe 
and tne Holy Land during a period of eight 
years beginning in the fall of 1868. In the 
opening chapter of the first volume Mr. 
Buckham tells of his trip across the ocean 
in the steamer Periere, flagship of the Frerch 
line at that time. It was on this trip of the 
steamer that Walter Loonuns Newberry was a 
passenger, and his death occurred between the 
time of the ship’s leaving New York and its 
arrival in Brest. | 

**Tleft New York on ‘he steamer Periere 
the afternoon of Oct. 31, 1868,’ said Mr. Buck- 
ham yesterday. ** My wife’s health ‘had been 
failing and her physician advised a European 
trip. We were sitting in the cabin just before 
the steamer left the dock, when an 
old gentleman came on  obvard, half 
supported by a very large black man, 
and I noticed at the time that he was ex- 
ceedingly weak. Our idea was that the old 
gentleman was going abroad for his health 
and that the black man was to be his attend- 
ant. I did not at the time know who the old 

entleman was, though I afterwards learned. 

is health was so poor, seemingly, that I had 
doubts as to whether he would ever live to 
make the landing at Brest. 


Started on His Journey Alone. 


** You can imagine the surprise then of my- 
self and my wife when we saw the colored 
man leave the boat when .the Captain told all 
those to go ashore who did not intend to make 
the trip. The old gentleman was taken to his 
stateroom after we had passed Sandy Hook, 
and I saw no more of him until the next day. 
Ifound him then sitting in the cabin and 
seemingly affected by sea sickness. My 
wife had been given a prescription for 
this malady, and at her suggestion I 
offered it to him. He was distant, 
however, receiving my advances not very 
graciously. The next day, however, I suc- 
ceeded in getting on better terms with him 
because #f the pity I felt for him traveling 
alone in his condition. We had been out tive 
or six days, when the steward came to me one 
morning with the announcement that ‘the 
old gentleman to whom we had been kind was 
dead.’ 1 was naturally much shocked, and I 
went to the purser’s office at once to learn his 
name, his home, and his destination. 

‘+ Not until then then did I learn that the 
old gentleman was Walter Loomis Newberry. 
I had been associated with him in the past in 
some Chicago real estate, but I had never met 
him. I learned also that he was going to meet 
his wife and daughters, who were in Nice, and 
that he was to leave the vessel at Brest. As I 
came from the purser’s office I was informed 
that the ship’s carpenter was putting together 
a rude box to serve as a coffin, and that it was 
the intention that burial was to be made at 
sea and at once. 

‘*T went to the Captain and protested against 
his burial.in this manner. I thought it would 
be cruel not to take his body on to Europe, 
but I found the Captain obdurate. He ex- 
plained to me that the French seamen were 
very superstitious and that the presence of a 
body on shipboard would cause them to be- 
come insubordinate. Again and again I re- 
quested him to defer the burial and as. often 
he refused. I then went to seine French mer- 
chants who were on board, whom I knew, and 
I enlisted their sympathy in the =mat- 
ter. They were ali heavy shippers by 
the line,-and it was only on their threat to 
quit patronizing the line if the burial was 
made at sea that the Captain finaliy acceded 
30 our request. The body was put in the box 
that was pre»ared by the ship’s carpenter and 
placed in one of the life boats, swung to 
davits, and in that way swung from the ship. 

Date of Mr. Newberry’s Death, 

**T cannot give the exact date of Mr. New- 
berry’s death. I know, however, within one 
or two days. We reached Brest the after- 
noon of Nov. 10, and my recollection is that 
bis death occurred about fourdays before our 
landing. This would make it about Nov. 6, 
1868. 

** My first visit to Chicago,’’: continued Mr. 
Buckham, ** was in 1841 or 1842, I was then 
a practicing attorney in New Yora, and, if I 
remember right, came here on business con- 
nected with the building of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, then in contemplation. While 
here I was interested, with six others, in the 
purchase of some property south of Chicago 
in what is now Hyde Park. We bought the 
land as an investment and held it for several 
years, but the demands made upon’ us for 
money for various reasons becoine too 
and we were giad 
‘ I remem ber of > wmeet- 
ing Stephen A. Douglas on iny first trip. He 
was a roystering, good-natured: fellow, who 
talked loud and said exactly what he thought. 
He owned the land adjoining ours on the west, 
and I remember that on my first meeting with 
hitn he hada deck of cards in each of the tail 
pockets of his coat. I was in Chicago a good 
many times after that, but lsold my interest 
in the Hyde Park property alittle too soon for 
my own good from a financial standpoint.” 

Samuel J. Tilden, the sage of Gramercy 
Park, was a life-long friend of Mr. Buckham. 
lt was in his office uhat young Tilden studied 
law, and he was admitted to the bar while 
still under the chaperonage of Mr. Buckham, 


Acquaintance with Tilden. 
“I rernember young Tilden’s first appear- 


ance in New York quite well,’’ said Mr. Buck- 


ham. ‘**He was born in’ Columbia County, 
N. Y., and at his father’s request was taken 
into our law office as a student. The firin 
then was Edmunds & Buckbam,, and our 
office was at Pine and Nassau streets. My 
parter was John W. Edmunds, who was after. 
wards appointed a Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. He knew young 
Tilden’s father, and (it was through 
hig, acquaintance with tne family that 
young Tilden came to us. I call him * young’ 
because he was a student after I had been ad- 
mitted to the bar, though he was but one year 
younger than myself. There was in the office 
at the same time as a student Edwin C, Litch- 
field, who* was afterward President of the 
Michigan Central railroad, and Mr. Edmunds 
used to point to Litchfield and Tilden and 
say: ‘There are two young fellows who will 
make their fortunes through their connections 
with railroads.’ . 

“I had no idea at the time that his prophecy 
would come true as it did. They were both 
hard-working young fellows, and young Tilden 
was particularly studiousiand observant. He 
was a fine talkereven at that early day. He 
came to our office about the same time that I 
made my first trip to) Chicago.. During 
his whole life he was my friend, and 
I was one of those who called at his house to 
congratulate him on his election as President 
of the United States. I remember him both 
as @ young man and in later years as studious 
toadegree. Nothing seemed to affect him. 
When I called to offer him my congratula- 
tions he was seemingly the least interested 
person in the room.”’

This young woman was to have read her thesis 
for the Doctor's degree at the School of Law tne 
other day; but her aonmanly competitors raised 
such a tumult at the sight of her, and kept it u 
with such bitterness that she was obliged to roll 
up her paper and retire. She will try again, when 
only those students who promise to behave them- 
selves wiil be admitted, Mile. Chauvin is a girl 
of extraordinary gifts. She appears to have made 
up her mind to obtain every diploma that is to be 
had, andto qualify herself for all of the pro- 
fessions. Already she is a licenciée as lettres, a 
laureate of the Faculty of Medicine, and a licen- 
tiate inlaw. Shehas, moreover, obtained prizes 
inciviiand Roman law. Her treatment by the 
male students is an unpleasant reflection upon 
French gallantry, but the very fact that her oppo- 
nents could only overcome her by means of brutal 
clamor may be regard as an eloauent, if un- 
willing, tribute to her accomplishments.

os ap a law-breaker and an evil-doer.”’ 
When one considers Mr. Gladstone’s usual 
judicial calmness and clearness of compre- 
hension it is hard to conceive of his making 
such a statement. Mr. Huxley replied in a 
quiet manner that he did not believe that 
Jésus had done anything of the kind; in other 
words, that the story was mythical and had 
crept into an early copy of the guspels. Mr. 
Gladstone was forced to take the back track, 
though he does it in the following half-way 
manner: 

I must, however, in passing, make the confes- 
sion that I did not state with acouracy >, as I ought 
to have done, the preciso form of Huxley's 
accusation. I treated it as an impatation on the 
action of our Lord ; he replies that it is only anim- 
putation on the narrative of the three evangelists 
respecting him. The difference, from his point 
of view, is probably material, and 1 therefore re- 
gret that | overlooked it. 

The controversy has left some bitter feel- 
ings behind it, and Mr. Huxley characterizes 
the assault upon him in strong language as 
‘“*a deliberately devised attempt not merely 
to rouse the theological prejudices ingrained 
in Mr. Gladstone’s readers, but to hold me up 
as a person who has endeavored to besmirch 
the personal character of the object of their 
veneration.’* Mr. Gladstone’s course indeed 
is a curious illustration of the extent to which 
the odium theologicum will excite and preju- 
dice the highest minds. 

The most conspicuous feature of this dis- 
cussion, however, is its folly. Prof. Huxiey 
and Mr. Gladstone are arguing from antipocal 
points of view. They have not a single corn- 
mon point of agreement. Mr. Huxley. is an 
agnostic; Mr. Gladstone is astanch believer. 
Mr. Huxley is considered heterodox; Mr. 
Gladstone is orthodox. Mr. Huxley criticises 
the literal truth of the Jewish scriptures; Mr. 
Gladstone holds that any criticism of .them is 
irreligious and wicked. As Mr. Huxley once 
said: “The sun of science, at my back, was 
in his (Mr. Gladstone’s) eyes.’”’ The same 
disagreement was manifested in his contro- 
versy with the Rev. Dr. Wace. The latter said: 
“It is and it ought to be an unpleasant 
thing for a man to have to say plainly 
that ‘he does not believe in Jesus Christ’’; 
‘to which Mr. Huxley replied: ‘1 do not see 
why it should be unpleasant fora Mohamme- 
dan or Buddhist to say se. But that it * ougnt 
to be’ unpleasant for any than to say anything 
which he sincerely, and after due deliberation 
believes, is, to my mind, a proposition of the 
most profoundly ‘immoral character.” It is 
plain enough that Mr. Huxley and Mr. Glad- 
stone, occupying entirely different standpoints 
and arguing from entirely different bases, not 
only can never agree but can never convince 
or convict each other. Hence, there is not 
much prtofit in tne controversy. So long as 
Mr. Huxley will not admit theology, and Mr. 
Gladstone will not admit science, cui bono? 


BREACH OF ECCLESIASTICAL FAITH. 


Archbishop Ireland Expresses His Views 
on the Publication of His Memorial. 
St. Pau, Minn., July 23.—Archbishop Ire- 


sented by him to the Propaganda in Rome 
relating to school matters in the United 
States, said that for his part he does not re- 
gret the fact of its publication, for he believes 
it is well that all be acquainted with the full 
status of the questions discussed. 

*I cannot, however,’ he adds, “ refrain 
froin speaking i in condemnation of the meth- 
ods pursued by my opponents in obtaining 
the memorial and of the clearly malicious in- 
tent with which they are now using it.. The 
memorial, having been presented to the Prop- 
aganda as official documentary evidence, as- 
suined, as all papers of the kind, a contiden- 
tial character and could not without a breach 
of official faith have been given to the public. 
No ecclesiastic of the Propaganda was guilty 
of this. The memorial was obtuined by 
fraudulent means, of which the proofs are not 
wanting. My opponents in America and their 
agents in Rome stop short of nothing in their 
unholy warfare and fail to blush at their do- 
ings when discovered and exposed. 

** Their present purpose is to foment public 


imperiously prohibited further discussion, 
and, indeed, to entangle and belittle the Holy 
See itself by dishonorable insinuations and 
overt accusations, 

“There are in the church men constantly 
prattiing about the respect and obedience due 
to the Holy See, when it may used in support 
of their own views, who become most ir- 
reverent if it speaks differently from their 
thoughts. But they deceive neither the coun- 
try nor the Holy See. Their acts bring their 
own penalties.”

TERRIBLE FATE OF A YOUNG GIRL. 


Lured to Death and Destruction in a Michi- 


gar Dive. 

Sr. Ienwacz, Mich, July 21.—Just as the 
morning express on the Duluth, South Shore 
and Atlantic railway led into the station 
the other day a sad pathetic scene oc- 
curred in one of the coaches. A father 
leaned over the seat and tenderly stroked the 
head of a pale-faced girl who was reclining on 
an improvised cot made up of two-seats. A 
lady walked from the forward part of the car 
and, hastily looking at the sick girl, grasped 
her hand and turning to the old gray- 
haired father, said: ‘“‘My dear sir, 
your child has passed all a aid. 
She is dead.”’ Grief-stricken, the poor old 
man threw himself upon the lifeless body of 
his child and gave himself up to audible grief. 
The story is one of many that can be charged 
solely to the horrible dens of yice still in ex- 
istence in the sy ae pineries. - Last March 
Jennie Amberley, for that was the dead girl’s 
name, left her home near Oxenden, Grey 
County, Ont., for Detroit, where she had been 
indu to go by a richly-dressed woman 
whom she had met at Wiarton, Ont. The 
idea given her of the employment she was to 
get was somewhat vagiie, but her parents, 
who are well-to-do farmers, were led to be- 
lieve that her work would be honorable and 
lucrative, and reluctantly allowed the woman 
to take her. She went 
mainmg there for 
along with several gir was 
taken to Seney, Mich., and turned over to the 
heartless keeper of a northern brothel, where 
she was compelled to submit to the demands 
of brutal lumbermen. A frail constitution 
soon gave-way under the terrible strain, and 
she became bedridden. The keeper of the 
den took her to Seney, gave her a few dollars, 
and told herjto shift for herself. Charitable 
people took charge of her and telegraphed her 
father, Henry Amberley, in Canada, who soon 
arrived and started on the way toward the 
home that she was destined never to reach 
alive. The father telia a terrible story of his 
daughter’s confession to him in regard to her 
er seme in the:dive. She was taken in a 
light wagon from Seney several miles through 
the woods to a dive entirely surrounded by 
a high board fence, and she was put 
to bed, and it was not until the next day 
that she realized that she was in one of the 
vile dens which have so long made Seney and 
Northern Michigan notorious. There were 
six other girls in the place, all in a frightful 
physical condition, TF place was carefully 
guarded by men and dogs, and none of the 
girls were allowed to outside of the yard. 
All of the poor girl’s clothes were taken from 
her and she was given a short dress, stockings 
and low shoes, Naturally delicate, the girl 
wasted away, and when found by her father 
was butaliving skeleton, Jack Adams, the 
keeper of the dive, fled to the woods when he 
saw’ tne officers senttoarrest him and escaped. 
Several lumbermen whc were about the place 
proved that they were etnployed legitimately 
about the camp and were not arrested. All of 
the girls were brought here and the place 
burned tothe ground, Mr. Amberley left for 
Detroit on his way home today. 


ATTEMPTED TO ASSASSINATE A JUDGE. 


He Had Induced Negroes to Vote the Fos- 
ter Ticket and Had Many Enemies. 

New Orveans, La., July 23.—[Special. ]— 
Kenner, a village ten miles north of New Or- 
leans, was the scene last night of an attempt 
to assassinate Judge Henry Long. The town 
has a heavy colored majority, and efforts to 
subdue their influence in election times have 
repeatedly caused bloodshed. Judge Long 
was a Foster leader in the late fight and was 
elected on that ticket. Yesterday afternoon 
he attended a meeting of the police juty, and 
while of his way home about 7 o’clock he was 
shot.

Monster.of Mendota Lake. 
Mapison, Wis., . July 23.—[Special. ]— 


Though Madison’s sea serpent has been seen 
on numerous occasions during the last few 
years and its existence vouched for by many 
respe“table citizens, to Billy Dunn, ‘perhaps the 
most famous of Madison’s fishermen, has alone 
been accorded the honor of having a hand to 
hand conflict with the monster. It happened 
in this wise: Ona warm day in June in 1883

Serpents in Old Michigan Are but Buffalo 

Fish at Oconomowoc, 

Petoskey, Mich., July 23.—[{Special.|—A 
party of tourists out in a sail boat. on Lake 
Michigan, about twelve miles from here, 
were having a good time the other day when 
one of the party on looking ahead saw what 
looked like a huge mass of tumbling waves. 
He called the attention of his companions to 
it and upon coming a little closer they saw a 
monster sea serpent sporting in the water. 
It would lash the water into foam for a great 
distanee, roll and tumble about, and then for 
a moment lie perpectly still, when its shape 
and size could beeasily seen. At times # would 
dive down and remain under for a few mo- 
ments and then reappear a short distance 
away. Then again the monster would raise itself 
almost entirely out of water when its 
ugly looking fins were to be plainly seen.

England, 

Mme. Sarah Bernhardt is indignant that the 
English censor should flatly refuse to allow 
the production of a play in which she, by her 
own choice, had accepted the leading rdle. 
She says that in all her experience as an 
actress she has never been put in such a posi- 
tion before, and she expresses herself with no 
small degree of force on the arbitrary act of 
the censor in failing to consult either her or 
the author before he issued his mandate. 

“TI don’t read the news’ apers,”’ she is 
— as saying in the Pall Mall Gazette,** and 

seldom see all the things that are written 
about me. I know Mr. Wilde is pleased that 
I like ‘ Salomé,’ and I ain really very much 
taken with it. Itis an artistic work in every 
sense of the word. I shall play it in Paris, too, 
even if it isoff in London.” ~ 

Mme, Bernhardt says that the censor 
cannot shield his action under the claim 
that even if she respected the religious 
significance of the vork, others might fail to 
do so, She points out to him that no one eise 
could play the leading role and misinterpret 
it, for Mr. Wilde had given it unconditionally 
to her. She reminds him that she is a good, 
Christian woman, and would not stoop so low 
as to’play a role that might be considered an 
insult to religion. She will not hesitate to 

lay the part of Salomé in the piece in Paris. 
She feels that, aside from the gross insult that 
the author of the pieee had suffered, she her- 
self, as the interpreter of the author’s work 
has been scarcely less outraged by the Lo 
Chamberlain.

THE ORGAN OF THE DRAINAGE BOARD 
ATTACKS IT. 

That Chicago paper Which has been the most 
steadfast champion of the present do-nothing 
Drainage Board, and did so much to get it 
into power, has become disgusted with its 
slothful ways and utter incompetency. It 
scores its former friends thus: 

Not only is the board said to be losing money 
by the neglect of its committees to close good 
bargains for right of way, but that word “‘ delay” 
is growing larger and blacker. .The time when 
the actual work on the channel shall begin is as 
indefinite. as it was when the old board, which 
has been so maligned by the new one, was in full 
power. If the construction of the drainage chan- 
nel were a private enterprise and a personal busi- 
ness were to be benefited by it 10,000 shovels 
would have been at work along the entire line 
from Chicago to Joliet within sixty days after the 
ist of. January, when the new board came into 
power, and there would have been iron-bound 
contracts for the completion of the work within 
half the time now allowed. 

This is a mild statement of the case. The 
ruling element in the buard went into office 

last November after having made solema 
pledges that work would be commenced at 
once, because thé need of relief was so great. 
Mr. Cooley told the voters that they were be- 
ing decimated by typhoid-fever and if they 
did not elect an energetic man like him who 
would see that immediate relief was given 
they wotld die off like sheep. 

The crank and the ignoramuses who vote as 
he bids them have had full swing between 
seven and eight months, and their organ now 
says of this work: 

But this new board. that promised so much, has 
had all the liberty of an individual in his person- 
al affairs and abundant resources. Notonly have 
the people given their assent to prompt action, 
but they have been literally imploring for seven 
monthe th t the board use the utmost haste. It 
is likely that no otber public body ever had such 
favorable opportunities to distinguish itself and 
benefit its constituents as the present Drainage 
Board ; and yet it has. been struggling and strag- 
gling along as though every step in advance were 
taken in the face of earnest protest. 

Nearly eight months have gone by and the 
impetuous, energetic Trustees who were to 
put their shoulders to the wheel instanter are 
merely beginning to begin. And what is 
worst of all they are beginning at the wrong 
end and in such a manner as to postpone in- 
definitely the giving of that relief which they 
said before election was so fearfully neces- 
sary. The tremendous floods of this spring 
pouring into the lake, which for a time so 
polluted the water as to make it unfit to drink 
without boiling, and which emphasized the 
necessity for immediate action, have had no 
effect un them. 

The floods‘should have taught them, if they 
had not learned it before, that the first thing to 
do was to begin work on the canal to widen and 
deepen it to Summit. The dredges could 
have commenced at once. Negotiations for a 
right of way would have been unnecessary. 
The cana! strip is 220 feet wide, and a channel 
fourteen feet deep and 140 feet wide at the top, 
with a current of two miles an hour, would 
have capacity for more than the 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute the law requires the Trustees to 
furnish. If there was no immediate demand 
for the clay dredged up for brickmakers, 
or for fillingon the lake-front or north shore, 
it e ould be easy to rent land along the canal 
right of way on which to pile it until wanted. 
That would be much cheaper than buying or 
condemning high-priced lund. e 

If every dreage and man that there was 
room for were set to work on the canal it 
would take but a few moaths to deepen and 
widen it to Summit.

The present board was elected because it 
said something useful must be done at once and 
that they would do it if put in power. Being 
elected they have done nothing but display 
folly and inertness, which have disgusted most 
of their quondam friends. They have re- 
mained apathetic, after the tremendous floods 
had ‘shown the need of speedy action, and | 
hav2 refused persistently even to entertain the 
idea.of domg anything at this end which | 
would lessen the danger of disease and death 
from polluted drinking water. Their alleged 
minds have been set on the excavation of a 
wasteful, double-capacity rock channel, and 
they have been so slow about that as to excite 
the wrath of their favorite organ. 
has had many worthless boards in her munici- 
pal history, but the Drainage Board is by far 
the worst of them all.

NOW BUILD THE GARBAGE FURNACES. 

At the meeting of Monday night the Com- 
mon Council of this city adopted Ald. Swift’s 
garbage crematory ordinance by an almost 
unanimous vote. It empowers the Mayor, 
Commissioner ot Health, and the Finance 
committee to make such arrangements as 
they may deem best for the construction and 
operation of one or more garbage crematories, 
at a cost of not to exceed $75,000 for construc- 
tion and maintenance. These officials are, 
with the 
owners of crematories for the consumption of 
such garbage by fire, if they deem that course 
more expedient than the building of crema- 
tories by the city. It authorizes the Commis- 
sioner of Health to arrange for the delivery 
of garbage to such crematories, and appropri- 
ates the $75,000 named as necessary to carry 
out the purposes of the ordinance. 

The Council has acted promptly and asa 
unit for the reform proposed in the manner 
of disposing of the daily accumulations of 
filth in this city. Its members have done 
nobly in sinking little differences of opinion 
and ucting out the will of the people before 
adjourning for their summer vacation. Now 
the authorities named must be up and doing. 
They must undertake without 4 momens of 
needless delay the work confided to them. 
They have been given full gauthority to act 
and nothing now stands in the way except it 
may be a natural indisposition to active exer- 
tion in hot weather. There ‘ié no lack of 
funds, for the money 1 provided with which 
to pay for the work as soon as it is done. 
No trouble need be experieheed in the 
selection of suitable sites, as the au- 
thorities can “lease the ground wanted if 
appropriate luts are not now owned by the 
city, and leasing can be performed in short 
order where the negotiations for purchase 
might oceupy too much time. Plenty of con- 
tracturs stand ready to furnish the material 
required, and of m@n to do the work. 

If due energy be jused the needed crema- 
tories can be erected and put in running order 
within thirty days from now, and while they 
are in process of construction the scavenger 
forces can be urganized into shape for supply- 
ing them with material from and after the 
moment the crematories are reatly to begin 
operations. Probably the heated term will 
set in ere they get to work, but it needs not to 
defer the beginning till the hof weather is 
over. There would be too much dan- 
ger in the delay. The filth piles 
around the city are crying to heaven 
with their noisome stenches. They should be 
covered up, 80 that the process of decom posi- 
tion shall be completed under ground. The 
alleys are reeking with corruption which 
must be removed as soon as possible, lest 
the death-dealing cholera germs find ‘there 
thousands of breeding places from which to 
sally forth on their horrid carnival. When 
suitable crematories are provided the scaven- 
gers will no longer have an excusé for not do- 
ing their best to reduce the accumulated 
piles of filth and thenceforward to keep all 
the thoroughfares of the city in reasonably 
clean condition. 
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USELESS “HEALTH” INSPECTORS SHOULD 


Miss Ada 0. Sweet has undertaken to im- 
press upon the attention of Mayor Washburns 
the importance of a radical change in the san- 
itary inspection of the city. She gays it is the 
belief of the Municipal Order League that 
every ward should have a policeman as ita in- 


spector. But— 

The thirty-four ward Inspectors of the Health 
Departmént are useless. They work in their own 
ward, and holding their positions by virtue of 
political influence are very carefal not to offend 
anyone by causing them trouble for violations of 
the health ordinances. The police officers do not 
work in their own ward, and their work has been 
very efficient. The $34,000 spent every year for 
the thirty-four ward Inspectors is wabted. 

During the period between Jan. 1 and June 3, 
1892, the thirty-four Inspectors of the Health De- 


- partment brought fifty-one prosécutidns for vio- 


lations of the health ordinances. Think of it, in 
six months, in all this city, Of that number two 
‘Inspectors had nineteen, leaving thirty-two cases 
for thirty-two laspectors. To show how much 
more zealous are the policemen let me say that 
the ten officers in the same time brought 187 
prosecutions. For that reason I ask the. Mayor to 
assign sufficient policemen to the Health Depart- 
ment so that each ward can have one, Then dis- 
charge the thirty-four worthless Inspectors or put 
thein at work on the smoke inspection. 

And this position is indorsed by Dr. Ware, 
the Commissioner of Health. He gays: 

The so-called ward health officers are neither 
useful nor ornamental. They are hardly ever on 
duty, and as long as the cleanliness ‘of the city 
depends on them there will be no improvement. 
They are appointed by Aldermen and hold their 
positions by political pulls. They won't work, 
and make no pretense of earning thdir salaries. 

These are scathing statements in regard to 
the utter uselessness of alot of Health In- 
spectors whom the present administration re- 
ceived as a legacy from its predecessor 
and that from a previous one. Never at any 
time have they been what their title implies. 
‘Phey have uniformly been walking deiegates 
forthe Aldermen through whose influence 
they were appointed instead of bemg servants 
of tne law and the people, They have in- 
spected streets and alleys, not in the interest 
of the city, but of the Aldermen. Their func- 
tion has been rather*to protect nuisances than 
to inspect and report them; to prevent the 
abolition of offenses and shield the vio- 
lators of ordinances rather than to 
abate the nuisances and arrest the offeaders. 
They have proceeded always on ‘the theory 
that to make an owner move a garbage heap 
was to offerid, alienate a voter; and’ they have 
been uniformly careful not to wound the feel- 
ings of anybody by forcing him to clean up 
his premises because that mifght have made 
the individual angry with the Aiderman, 
whose representative the Inspector was known 
to be. It has long beén unders the 
Inspector is appointed to look a ie wel-' 
fare of the Alderman; to take chdige' of the | 
primaries for him to the extent of. his abil- 
ity; to see that his master’s interests do. 
not suffer any injury through his doing ’ 
his sworn duty as an Inspector. There 
fore, while the law does not at all re-, 
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quad the tealenens of the apes nuidance- 
maker if he is in the wrong the Inspector has 
béen vitally mindful not to wound lest it 
might interfere with the plans of the Aider- 
man or cause a vote to be cast against him. 


‘Thé law 1s no respecter of persons, but that 


does not prevent the Inspector from being 
one. The man who has a vote is to be let 
alone when he‘ maintains a nuisance. But if 
a poor widow is caught infringing the ordi- 
nance that is another matter. If she has no 
voting friends she is apt to be made to pay for 
the shortcomings of’ her neighbors, so that 

the dignity of the law may be preserved. 
Therefore the city should. get rid of the 
thirty-four idle, useless, tax-devouring In- 
spectors, only two of whom, it appears, have 
unmade @ pretense of attending to their duties. 
The rest seem to have done nothing more im- 
t than the inspection of froth on the 


} topof a beer-glass or the flies on the bar- 


counter, or drumming up votes for their re- 
spective Aldermanic bosses. These Inspectors 
“should go”? and the $34,000 per year now 
paid them as unearned salaries be paid to an 
equal number of good policemen. The police 
officer is not chosen from a designated ward 
or by a ward, as is the present Inapector. The 
district to which a police officer is assigned is 


Chicago | not generally the one in whith he resides, 


so there is no “pull” of aldermanic 
patronage or friendship to swerve him 
from the discharge of his sworn duty. 
He reports to his Lieutenant or 
other officer, and not to an Alderman. One 
policeman is wdérth a dozen Inspectors who 
don’t inspect. The thirty-four Inspectors who 


up to date have treated the ward Alderman as’ 


the boss to be reported to and consulted 
should be discharged at once. It were. even 


cheaper and better to pension them off, giving 


them the present value of their salaries for a 
term of years, than to let them longer en- 
cum ber an office whose duties they refuse to 
perform. The city wants men in their places 
who will look out for infractions gf the ordi- 
and who 
have sufficient authority to make them re- 
spected by wrong-doers, to be independent of 
Aldermanic influence, and willing todo their 
whole duty to the city, as well as sufficiently 
intelligent to know what is required of them, 
in most of which qualifications the Inspectors 
now paid for showing how not to do their duty 
are sadly deficient,

THE ‘MISSISSIPPI VALLEY. 

The forthcoming report by the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Treasury Department on the 
commerce of the great lakes will contain sup- 
plementary statistics of the industries and 
commerce of the Mississippi Valley. This 
will include statements of the carrying trade 
of the great river and its tributaries, the pro- 
duction of cereals, cotton, and other farm 
produce, and the manufactures of the States 
that use the river and its branches as means 
of communication with each other and with 
the ocean. The population of these States. in 
1890 was 28,928,599, being an increase of nearly 
28}¢ percent from the population of 1880. 
The following is the totai of value of their 
agricultural products for 1890:

This is a measure of the busi- 
ness with which the waterways and the rail- 
roads leading - into: the valley and out of 
it have to dealy The vessel enroll- 
ments at the ports of New Orleans, 
Pittaburg,. Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, 
Wheeling, and minor places includes 
1,277 vessels, with an aggregate of 308,347 
tons, against 2,295 vessels with 473,792 tons in 
1880. But these figures do not properly tell 
the story, because in recent years it has been 
optional with the owners of unrigged craft to 
register them or not. The whole number of 
vessels employed on the river and its branches 
is given as 7,453. Of these 1,114 are steamers 
with 210,771 tonnage, and valued at $10,538,251, 
and 6,339 unrigged craft of 3,182,608 tons 
burden, and worth $4,795,754. Nearly 93.8 per 
cent of the tonnage is of low grade. The 
vessels with burden are thus distributed: 
Upper Mississippi and tributaries, including 
the Red River of the North, 628 craft of 
224,953 tons; Ohio River and tributaries, 6,245 
craft of 2,020,468 tons: Lower Mississippi, 580 
vessels of 247,957 tons. 

The actual transportation by water in 1890 
was 29,505,146 tons, of which 8,539,229 were 
coal, 9,300,641,000 forest products, and 6,737,- 
075 merchandise. The total also included 
848,442 tons of wheat, 896,292 tons of cotton, 
574,790 tons of iron ore, 394,788 tons of cotton 
seed and oil, 190,873 tons of corn, and 786,888 
tons of sugar. A great portion of the traffic 
was performed on three to five feet of water. 
It is estimated that if a safe and proper chan- 
nel could be insured all the year round 1n the 
Mississippi and its chief tributaries the com- 
merce of this system of rivers would be 
greatly increased and much cheapened, with 
more satisfactory results in the shape of com- 
paratively rapid transit.

The pretended reason of Objector Holman 
and the other hostiles to the'World’s Fair ap- 
propriation is that the Treasury needs the 
money and can not spare it. The hollowness 
of this excuse is the more glaring when it is 
understood that the five millions will not re- 
duce the available cash assets to pay claims 
against the government by onedime. It will 
not leave Holman short of any funds he would 
otherwise have; it will not add a penny to 
any deficit that may occur or decrease bya 
cent any surplus there would otherwise be, 
The Senate bill simply provides for taking a 
lot of abraded, defaced, battered, mutilated 
fractional silver coins from halves down to 
half dimes, which are so badly worn that no 
one will take them, and coin out of these five 
million dollars into 50-cent World’s Fair me- 
morial pieces and pay them out in the com- 
pletion of the Fair buildings. The bullion 
value of the pile of old silver junk in the 
Treasury is about fourteen million dollars. 
This stuff is at present a dead asset. It is of 
no more practical use than a lot of old broken 
silver teaspoons. 

The Senate amendment proposes to take 
enough of this worn: ovt silver to coin ten 
million half dollars with a beautiful and ap- 
propriate design on them. The value of the 
silver in them, at present quotations, will be a 
littie over three million dollars, It is pro- 
vided that these halves, which will be legal 
tenders to the same extent as other halves, 
shall. be delivered to the Fair Directors, froin 
whose hands they will pass into those of the 
people, and the proceeds be expended in com- 
pleting the. great Exposition. | 

‘Thus thie first effect would be ap increase of 
the circulation among the people to the extent 
of five millions of dollars. Most of those who 
voted against the Senate amendment have been 
clamoring for “more money” and saying that 
there was not enough silver in ae for 
the people. Here is an opportunity get 


more money, and they vote against it! They 
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all the silver in the Treasury becoined. Here 
is a proposition to coin a purtion of it, 
they vote it down under piper 1 day 
They are hypocrites, like their leader. ; 

By the Senate bill the government would 
divide the net receipts of the Pair proportion- 
ately with the stockholders and the City of 
Chicago, Ifthe Fair proved a financial suc- 
cess the government would be paid back five 
millions of dollars for ite three millions’ worth 
of old fractional silver junk. Hence it would 
get back in the gold value nearly twice as 
much value as it subscribed, and would have 
good money instead of worn, defaced subsid- 
iary coins with which it can do nothing. If 
the dividend on the profits of the Fair was 
not more than three million dollars to the 
government it would be made whole and be 
not a dollar out of pocket. 

The five millions will make the fair a grand 
success, and thus insure a big dividend; and 
when the news goes around that the American 
Government has subscribed five millions of 
dollars it will cause the nations of the Old and 
New Worlds to redouble their efforts to make 
attractive and splendid exhibits. Thus the 
econowic plea against the Congressional ap- 
propriation falls to the ground, as the money 
will be obtained from a dead, useless, idle 
heap of fract:onal silver out of, circulation, 
and its expenditure in the way proposed in 
the Senate will return to the Treasury more 
money than 1s taken out, and make the Na- 
tional Exposition an unprecedented success. 
Only malicious disregard of national honor 
and good faith can defeat the bill, 


WHAT HE TOLD CLEVELAND. 

It is stated in the dispatches that when Mr. 
Washington Hesing, who is not a Lutheran, 
told Mr. Cleveland that 25,000 Republican pro-

NET RESULT OF THE BRITISH ELECTION. 

All the British elections except that for the 
Orkney and Shetland Islands, where a Glad- 
stonian Liberal 1s almost certain to be elected, 
are now over and the gains and losses and 
majorities can be figured. Mr, Gladstone’s 
majority, counting the Parnellites, anti- 
Parnellites, and three Laborites as his sup- 
porters, is 42. ‘here is one Laborite, Keir 
Hardie, Mr. Carnegie’s protégé, and there are 
three Parnellites, the two Redmunds and 
Tim Harrington, who are unfriendly to Glad- 
stone personally. They can hardly be counted 
as supporters of his administration, but the 
opinion of their constituents will force them 
to act with Mr. Gladstone or get out of his 
party. It is safer under the circumstances to 
put down Mr. Gladstone’s working majority 
at but 34. In a house of 670 M. P.'s, two of 
the Parnellites, Col. Nolan of Galway and 
Mr. Clancy of North Dublin, have already 
announced that they will act with the Irish 
majority. Four other Parnellites will no doubt 
act with them. The “Grand Old Man” can 
under all the circumstances count on a work- 
ing majority of 34, which if he were 10 years 
younger would be sufficient to carry his 
measures, and likely to incfease at by-elec- 
tions. 

An analysis of the returns will show that 
the Liberal majority has been obtained not in 
England but in Wales, Scotland, and Ire- 
land, 

In Wales the Liberal leader resides, and it 
did nobly for him, It. was represented in the 
last Parliament by 3 Tories, 2 Unionist (mug- 
wump) Liberals, and 25 Gladstonian Liberals. 
The mugwumps Were defeated at the recept 
elections, and the Tories were reduced to 
2. The Welsh ee now stands:

The following is the section, No, 1,053, 
which is amended as above: 

Whenever any public improvement shall be or- 
dered by the City Council, which is to be paid for 
by special assessment and the assessment for the 
same shall have been finally confirmed and one- 
half of the special assessment shall have been 
paid in to the City Treasury, the Commissioner of 
Public Works shall advertise in some newspaper 
printed in the City of Chicago of general circula- 
tion for proposals for doing said work. 

The passage of the ordinance will abolish 
anevil of long standing which has worked 
great injustice to real-estate owners. The 
rule has been to compute the cost of improve- 
ments at rates in force ten years or more ago, 
which rates were then too high, as the lazy, 
perfunctory engineers included a libera} al- 
lowance for incidental expenses. The cost of 
paving, etc., has been greatly reduced in the 
last decade, the result being that property- 
owners are now called on to pay 25 
per cent more than is necessary, and the 
overplus eccumulated in the hands of Col- 
lectors and Treasurers, drawing interest for 
them till the tardy action of other officials re- 
turned the excess to the taxpayer. All this to 
save a little trouble to the engineers or clerks 
who computed the amounts to be charged. 
They would have had to make a few more 
figures if using the basis of actual values, be- 
cause they took old tables of so mucl per 
front foot instead of computing new ones or 
executing an independent calculation. 

Under the new plan adopted by the Council 
the Commissioner of Public Works will ad- 
vertise for bids by contractors on a. piece of 
public work. The lowest responsible bia will 
then b6 used as a basis for completing the as- 
sessment and the court asked to confirm it. 
This being done, the contract will at once be 
let to the successful bidder, who will give a 
bond for the due performance of his contract, 
while the deposits made ty the rest 
are returned to them, Suppose that 
non-residents—who are nearly always the 
ones to protest—go into court with a motion 
to upset the assessment or hire boodle Alder- 
men to procure a repeal of the ordinance. 
The expense in that case will be small, the. 
principal item being that of advertising. 
Under the old system a great deal of expense 
has been incurred before the measure reached 
the injunction or repealing stage, and this had 
to be borne by those taxpayers who were 
prompt in paying their assessments. By this 
plan there will be no-rebates to pay out, no 
20 or 25 per cent collected in excess of the 
cost of the work, no fattening‘of officials on 
the interest of money which ought not to be 
in their hands at all; and what will be the 
further use of the lazy, estimate engineers? | 
Unwilling taxpayers will have far less excuse 
than heretofore for fighting crdinances to. 
improve their property. . 

To Tus Tatsune is due the credit for this 
important reform in methods. This paper 
first proposed it, showed the way in which 
it could be accomplished, and urged the meas- 
ure till it was finally carried out. While oth- 
ers were talking about the suppused necessity 
of having to apply to the Legislature fora 
law which could not have gone into force 
previous to next July Tus Trisung pointed 
out that the proper course was to work for re- 
form through the Council.

negotiated. One providesa site for a new 
ten-story mercantile buildmg on Van Buren 
street, between Fifth avenue and -Franklin 
street, while the second gives the Alley Ele- 
vated Railway company additional terminal 
facilities at Congress street. M. R. Kultchar 
has leased the property, fronting south on 
Van Buren street, 100 feet west of Fifth ave- 
nue, from J. W. Paxton of West Virginia at 
an annual rental of $5,400. The lotis at the 
corner of an alley, and has a front of 
fifty-three feet and five inches, and a epth 
of eighty feet. The lease was negotiated by 
Fessenden & High. The annual rental estab- 
lished a capitalized valuation of $2,000 a front 
foot for the Van Buren frontage, or a total 
valuation of about $107,000. 

Flanders & Zimmerman have drawn plans 
for a ten-story wholesale building, to occupy 
the entire lot. It is of thoroughly fireproof 
construction and will cost nearly $150,000. 
This section of the city has shown consider- 
able activity since the announcement of the 
intention of the West Side Street railway com- 
pany to cable Van Buren street, and since the 
exodus of the heavy wholesale dealers from 
the territory in and around Madison street be- 
gan. At the northwest corner of Franklin 
aud Van Buren streets a fine wholesale build- 
ing is being erected by Kuh, Nathan & Fischer. 
The Mayer estate is erecting a similar buiild- 
ing at the southeast corner of these streets. 
These buildings are just one-half block west 
of the lot leased by Mr. Kultchar, A block 
further west is the Altgeld wholesale building, 
which was recently sold to William C. Seipp. 
Both the northwest and southwest corners of 
Market and Van Buren .streets were pur- 
chased through Fessenden & High for Judge 
Altgeld and improved by him. 

‘he South Side Rapid Transit company has 
leased the lot just west of the Alley it occupies 
at Congress street for a ninety-nine year term. 
The lot, which is owned by Ellen Williams, 
has a frontage of fifty-one feet and is forty 
feet in depth. For a lease of this smal! area 
of ground the company has agreed to pay an 
annual rental of $10,000. This is 5 per cent on 
atotal valuation of $200,000 or about $98 a 
square foot. It is also equivalent to $4,000 a 

Other 
property on Congress street, more eligibly sit- 
uated and three times as deep, is offered for 
sale or lease at the same front foot valuation. 
The Elevated road was simply forced to secure 
the lot at the best terms itcould make. It 
will be used as a station and will allow ap- 
proaches from both sides of the terminal, as 
the company now has a lease in the McCor- 
mick two-story block just east. 

In case the Elevated road is, to be extended 
further down-town by means of a loop, the 
lot will also furnish a “ turn-out ”’ from the 
alley. The lease of this block is reviving the old 
theories of down-town loops. Oneof these is 
that the road will turn out to Congress street and 
run west directly through the property west 
of State street to Third avenue, and from 
Third avenue north to Jackson street, and 
east on Jackson street to the alley which it 
now occupies. Others claim that even this 
loop would not reach’ a sufficient distance 
down-town to make the road popular to busi- 


‘ness-men.. At any rate the corner of the alley 


on Congress street can be used as a station 
and office building site, and ultimately be a

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Plans Are Made for a Great South Side 
Storage Warehouse. 

Plans for the warehouse which is to occupy 
the northeast corner of State and Twenty-first 
streets, recently purchased by A. A, Johnston, 
have been completed. ‘they provide for a 
building eight stories high, covering the §en- 
tire 183 feet of frontage and, extending back 
100 feet. The exterior will be of brick and 
stone. Heavy brick fire walls will run up 
through tne building, dividing the different 
floors.

DISTINCTION BETWEEN . PROFITS 
AND UNEARNED PREMIUMS. 


A Point on Which Authorities Differ Wide- 
ly—Reports of Local Building and Loan 
Associations—Full Paid Up Stock in the 
Ashland Is in Demand—Heavy Fore- 
closures by a City Association—Scheme 
Proposed for a Central Clearing-House 
~—Success of the State Leagues. 


Premiums and how to figure them are sub- 
jects on which the average building and loan 
association Secretary can discourse for hours, 
The way in which the item of unearned premi- 
ums is disposed of in published reports has 
been a bone of contention among the secre- 
taries in the city for years. In most cases 
provision is make in the quarterly report for 
an item of unearhed premiums. In the case 
of two or three societies no such item is pro- 
vided for, and the amount which would go to 
this account. is placed directly to profit and 
loss. A comparison of the reports of two so- 
cieties which used the two methods of dispos- 
ing of this item appear in the favor of the one 
which omits the unearned premium and al- 
lows the amount to swell the total of profft. 

When a loan is made of $100 in the ordinary 
company the person making the loan actually 
gets about $75 in cash. Bookkeepers in most 
of the societies charge ioans with $100 and 
credit cash with $75 and unearned premium 
with $25. Each month one-ninety-sixth part 
of the unearned premium money is trans- 
ferred to profit, or at the end of each quarter 
one-thirty-second of the amount is so trans- 
ferred. The theory is that as the loans will 
mature in eight years, or ninety-six months, 
the premium is not actually earned and made 
a portion of the profit uf the company till the 
stock matures, Every month one-ninety- 
sixth of the premium is actually earned, If 
the person making the loan coimes in at any 
time and repays the money borrowed his 
action does not interfere at all with the dis- 
position of the accounts of profit and un- 
earned premiums. He gets back his propor- 
tionate share of the premium, based on the 
length of time the loan has to run, and the re- 
mainder is the property of the company and 
has already been placed in the profit account. 

Among the more prominent building and 
loan Secretaries in the city who do not figure 
premiums by this method are C. G, French of 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Association and 
J. Foster Rhodes of the Dearborn Building 
and Loan Association. As svon as a loan is 
made they transfer the premium directly to 
the profit account, as if there were no con- 
tingencies of the party repening his loan at 
any time within eight years. If, by a coinci- 
dence, a greater number of loans were repaid 
in one year than in another, the stockholders 
in a certain series would suffer to the ad- 
vantage of those in other series. In practice 
the matter equalizes itself as the association 
goes on from year to year and one year’s bus- 
iness is of the same general nature as that of 
the former. 

[Reports of Local Organizations, 

Andrew J. Graham, Secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Building and Loan Association, re- 
ports that sales of stock in the second series 
up to date amount to 1,400shares. At the 
meeting held July 5 $20,100 was loaned. This 
association was incorporated March 28 and 
made its first quarterly statement a short 
time ago. It showed total disbursements 
arnounting to $8,376. Of this amount $8,000 
is in loana. In the first series issued in March 
there were 3,427 shares. It is claimed by Mr. 
Graham that this is the largest number of 
shares ever sold in the first series by an asso- 
ciation, Like many anew and strong associ- 
ation the Independent seems to have fallen 
into the error of making too large first issue 
of stock. The quarterly statement shows that 
3,427 shares were issued and that only ninety- 
four of these shares were borrowed on. Mak- 
ing no allowance for the withdrawals which 
may be made the association has to make 
provision to meet a firet outlay in eight years 
for redeeming the first issue of something like 


,000, 

The twenty-sixth quarterly statement of the 
Commonwealth Building and Loan Associa- 
tion will appear Aug. 1. It will show an item 
of loans in force of $382,400. According to 
the last statement the corresponding item 
was $362,500. The gain for a quarter in 
loans therefore has been about $20,000. The 
association shows among its asseta an item of 

2,447 in real estate taken<on mortgage. 

The Village Loan‘and Building Association 
has not been quite ae successful in avoiding 
foreciosures, In thelistof assets shown by 
the July statement rendered by the associa- 
tion is an item of $24,540 in real estate. 
The total of ioans is $445,654. The 
quarterly disbursementa amounted to $51,- 
759, of which $34,187 was for loans and 
$19,180 for withdrawals. This is one of the 
societies which is about ready to retire its first 
issue of stock. The tirst series is now worth 
$91.87 a share. As soon asthe stock of an 
association begins to mature and to'be retired 
some of its troubles are ended. The payments 
each quarter make it easy to dispose of the 
accumulating funds, and the Secretary of an 
old-established company does not have to 
spend so much timescurrying making loans as 
the officers of younger ofganizations. The 
Village has had some trouble in keeping its 
funds loaned out and now has a balance in the 
‘bank of $17,842. Shareholders of the first to 
sixth series are allowed to withdraw full earn- 
ings to date, and in the first and second series 
all are allowed to borrow money to the extent 
of 80 per cent of their stock at 7 per cent in- 
terest, without premium. 

The Ashlana Averue Building and Loan As- 
sociation has just issued a statement which is 
unusually full and exhaustive. It shows the 
total receipts and disbursements during twelve 
months ending June 1 as $113,909. In the 
year two series of stock, the second and third, 
were matured and were paid off in full. The 
maturing of the second. geries oc- 
casioned paying out $3,900 and the 
third series $33.600. For withdrawals the 
sum of $20,830 wus paid out. Loans amount- 
ing to $19,800 were made. In fact, the dis- 
bursements were sufficient to cut down the 
amount of cash on hand to $87. During the 
last quarter the disbursements were $50,557. 
Over one-half of this amount is represented 
in the redemption of the third series of stock. 
The assets of the company include loans 
of $126,600, and the comparatively small real- 
estate item of $4,292, In the liability 
account is an item which is not usually found, 
It is $11,200 for paid-up stock. The issue of 
full paid-up and non-assessable stock is a new 
feature, and seemsto be popular with West 
Siders. 

For every $100 the association issues a paid- 
up share on a certificate bearing 5 per cent 
interest. If money is not withdrawn for 
two years 6 per cent is paid for the 
two years. If not withdrawn for three 
ge > 7 per centis paid for the full time. 

n case withdrawal is not made for four years 
8 per cent is paid for each of the four years. 
Small installments can be made from time to 
time on paid-up stock, which will bear 4 per 
cent interest, payable quarterly, until the full 
amount of $100 a share is paid. The twénty- 
second series is the largest ever sold by the 
association and amounts to 605 shares. Inthe 
twenty-third series 500 shares were sold. The 
twenty-fourth series will be offered Sept. 6. 
The fact that at the eighth annual meeting 
three series were reported matured indicates 
the success of the association. 


' Building Association League Movements. 


Among the more successful State leagues 
which have been formed is the Ohio State or- 
ganization. It was formed in August, 1889, 
and at the first meeting 100 delegates were 
present. The membership during the next 
year increased to 125 and during the third year 
to 150. No other State league has been so 
successful in securing legislation favorable to 


| building and loan associations. Ohio now has 


the best State building association code in the 
United States. The passage of the Corcoran 
bill, secured through the leagué, gavé the 
State its system of supervision, which has be- 
come a model for other States. Through the 
same legislation the national associations have 
been practically shut out of the State.

Heard Father Beggs’ Sermon 54 Years Ago.

His experience in 
the Chicago of 1831; his. marriage in old Fort 
Dearborn and the trip with his wife to Charleston, 
Ind.; his ri e ‘circuit in t early day, 
which covered nearly one-third of LDlinois, were 
all , grepise y told, This venerable man, as he 
st by the pulpit, as straight as an Indian, and 
carrying his ninety-one years so grandly, viewed 
the great audience before him, who were r to 
per every word that fell from his lips, How- 
ever, there were those present who had known 
him in his younger years, and when he went 
marching through the then new country, a power 
in the church with which he has now been so long 
and closely identified. 

“The first camp meeting ever attended by the 
writer of this was held in the thick woods of 
Hickory Grove, near the Marshall Schoolhouse, 
and about seven miles east from Joliet. It was 
in the Reynolds settlement and close 
Hickory COreek. was in 1838 or 1839, 
and, considering the 
country at that — time, 
very large gathering. Tents were distributed 
through the heavy timber and the fallen trees 
furnished many a table. which was heavily laden 
with the best of edibles. It was an old-f ed 
camp meeting of the real old shouting Methodist 
kind.

Bonaventure de Fourcroy, a clever society 
poet of the seventeenth century, a splendid 
orator, an eminent advocate, and an intimate, 


friend of Moliére to boot, on oeing asked one | 


day by a Magistrate what he meant todo with 
his son, replied: ;* If there.is anything in him. 
fii make him a barrister; if not, I'll make 
him adudge.” 

‘The great jJurisconsult de l’Averdy, the Dro- 
tégé of Mme. de Pompadour, who was exe- 
ented by the Revolutionary Tribunal, on be-" 
ing reproached one day with his want of re- 

sect towards the President of the court which 
had condescentied to admit hisson among its 
members, answered: “Mr. President, I 
should not have made him sit down if he had 
been able to keep himself on his legs.”’ 

To fully understand: the latter sully, it 
¢hould be éxplained that even up to the pres- 
est day the French bench is called the “‘seated 
magistracy,’’ and the bar, including the Pro-

¥ Wanted to Suppress Advocates. 
Abott five years ago M. Michelin, a Deputy 
for the Department of the Seine, a barrister, 
wished to reduce his colleagues in 
active service to beggary by introduc- 
mg into Parliament a bill provid- 
ing that every suitor or defend- 
ant might plead his own case 
before any and every court in France. In a 
word, his bill aimed at nothing less than the 
‘suppression of the “order of advocates 
throughout the land.’? He appeared to have 
glided ‘over the fact thatevery one, even today, 
ean plead his own cause, thongh this is seldum 
done. The celebrated actor Coquelin, who 
waS wont to pose in society as ** the friend of 
Gam betta,”’ could not resist the temptation of. 
pleading his own case in a theatrical lawsuit 
some ten years ago. But he was a dismal 
failure.’ Far from achieving tiie oratorical 
triumph his eagerness for advertisement 


sought, he not only lost his case, but supplied ' 


the papers all over the country with items of 
Jaaghter for at least a couple of weeks. And 
to think that he had engaged as ‘*‘ junior”’ one 
_ of the most celebrated advocates of the day— 
the strolling player! 

By the present regulations barristers, after 
they have kept their terms and passed their 
examination, belong to the bar, but are not 
inscribed on the rolls, They have no voice in 
the deliberations of the Council of Discipline, 
but they"have the title of advocate. They can

BELED EL MAHGREB, LAND OF THE WEST 


Where There Is an Unbroken Sequence of 
Paleolithic and Neolithic Remains. 

Mahgreb is the name long since given by 
the Arabs tothat portion of Africa which is 
west of the Nile Valley and north of the south- 
ern boundary of the Sahara Desert.

Semitic peoples. The name is a portion of 
the phrase ** Beled el Mahgreb’”’ or Land of 
the West, and the Soudan is similarly named 
from * Beled el Soudan,’’ the Land of the 
Blacks, Ina late number of the Revue Scien- 
tifique A. le Chatelier gives a summary of the 
prehistory of the Mahgreb region, which is 
abstracted in Science. Signs of paleolithic 
man are abundant. They show that human 
beings existed there away back in the quater- 
nary period when the distribtions of water and 
climate were very different from those of to- 
day. The paleolithic men appear to have 
been succeeded, without a hiatus, by neolithic 
communities, who devejoped to a high degree 
of perfection the art of ,making stone imple- 
ments. The numerous workshops and village 
sites of. these iater peoples occur. on the 
watered lowlands, showing that the -physical 
geography of the country: had then reached 
its present state. “The neolithic industries 
continued to nearly the Christian era, which 
is evidenced by the fact that flint chips are 
found in tumuli overlying Roman remains. 
Many rock drawings belong to this period. 
They are rude, but reveal Egyptian imspira- 
tion in the costumes depicted, the human 
figures with ibis heads, etc. 

The most striking features of the prehistoric 
remains are the megalithic structures, the 
dolmens, menhirs, cromlechs, triliths, stone 
circles, etc., which are abundantly scattered 
over the soil from Fez in Morocco 'to the 
Tripolitan plateau. There they cease ab- 
ruptly, none of them extending into Egypt. 
Undoubtedly these were constructed by an- 
cestors of the ptesent Berber population, who 

.not only claim them as the tombs of their 
forefathers, but in some cases surround their 
cemeteries with similar stone circles, called 
heuch. That they were in common use at a 
late date is proved by thé discovery of iron 
and Roman coins in some of the dolmens. 
That these relics were of contemporary date 
and not intrusive is considered to be 
proved by the presence’ of several 
structures of this character in Southern 
Tunisia, Pult on an old Roman road. Pre- 
cisely similar megalithic remains have been 
found in Palestine, and this is explained by 
the ancient presence there of the Amorites 
and other true Hamitictribes. These remains 
can be traced in a continuous line across the 
Straits of Gibraltar, through Northern Spain 
and France to England and Denmark, but not 
beyond those countries—a fact which offers a 
suggestive hint concerning the migrations of 
the prehistoric Mediterranean peoples. In 
fact, there ismow reason to believe that the 
Hamitic Libyans and Mauritanians on the 
southern shore of the Mediterranean and west 
of Egypt, had early reached a degree of cult- 
ure fully equal to that established in the Val- 
ley of the Nile. The latter is better known to 
us simply because its relies have been better 
preserved or more completely investigated. 

One of the most interestingly suggestive 
points in ali this is the unbroken sequence of 
paleolithic and neolithic remains in the Mah- 
greb region. Itis the only part of the Old 
World in which this has been -observed. A 
long chasm of time seems to have divided the 
two in Southern and Western Europe, the dif- 
ferences of strata and of animal species asso- 
ciated with them pointing there to a com- 
plete disappearance of the older race such as 
might have been caused by a cataclysm of 
water, accompanied b considerable changes 
in temperature. All thiscan be harmonized 
with the Adhemar theory of alternate 
shifting of water from one side of 
the equator to the other at intervals 

of not far from 11,000 years. But according 
to that theory, as explained by Croll, the depth 
of the shifting shell of water would be nearly 
proportional to the sine of the latitude. coer 
if several thousand years ago large areas o 

land in the Northern Hemisphere were sub- 
merged by water which now forms part of the 
Southern oceans, such submergence would be 
comparatively shallow in the ahgreb region, 
because of its nearness to the equator, and 
there might thus be only a short interruption 
to human occupancy, while the hiatus in the 
mueh farther North was measured by the lapse 


of perhaps many centuries.

Wheat Easier on Receipts of New Wheat at 


St. Louis, and Lower Cables from the 
Continent — Corn: and Oats Show No 
Change—Provisions Firmer on Pur- 
chases by Patkers—A Light Volume of 
Business—News from Financial and 
Commercial Centers, 


Extreme dullness, with a rather heavy tone, 
was the condition of affairs in the stock market 
Saturday. There was a little business in West 
Clificago Street railroad and the activity resulted 
in a decline of about one point. The opening 
was at 191, which was one-half a point below Fri- 
day’s close, There was scarcely nothing doing in 
the North Side stock. The net decline for the 
day was one-half point. The market closed at 
230%, which was a decline of 14% from the closing 
price Friday. One is able to hear from 
the brokers on the floor any number 
of absolutely certain reasons why the-~ mar- 
ket for the street railways is not going to 
decline, but the fact thata good many of the 
brokers on the floor have got into the street rail- 
way etocks at the present high prices leaves some 
chance to believe that their reasoning may not be 
infallible. Considerable stock has been brought 
out. this week from holders who have carried it 
as an actual investment and haye decided to reap 
the big profit that present prices give them. Most 
of this has heen absorbed by traders who have 
tailed on to the upward movement. The buying 
this week has not been heavy on the part of the 
men who have the main factors in putting up the 
market, and there has even been a suspicion at 
times that they were letting the public have a lit- 
tle stock. | 

Full details of tne financial status of the Metro- 
politan Elevated railroad are published elsewhere. 
There can no longer be any doubt whatever that 
this road is to be built. Its securities have found 
their way into the strongest hends imaginable, 
and the enterprise appears to be on the solidest 
sort of financial ground. Asa rule the holders of 
street railway securities are shutting’ their eyes 
to the effect that the construction of this road 
will have upon the traffic of the West Side com- 
pany They are inclined to take the ecumfortable 
view that the elevated railroad does not interfere 
bw y the prea * of a ae : 
an anyway they willing to 
trust to luck and to Mr. Yerkes’ shrewdness, 
and they are inclined to believe that the West 
Side company will ultimately control the elevated 
road, as the City railroad controls the Alley proj- 
ect. This matter of elevated competition is some- 
thing that should receive much more carol ¢ con- 
sideration at the hands of the holders of street 
railway securities than it has yet. The record of 
business in New York does not show that the 
traffic of the surface roads was maintained in 
spite of elevated railroad competition. It shows 
instead that there was a sharp falling off in the 
surface traffic, and that the surface roads have 
only now, after twelve or fourteen years 
of natural increase, regained the position in 
which they stood at the time they first 
encountered the elevated competition. The New 
York Elevated roads are now operated for about 
48 per cent of the gross ipta, and there is in- 
cluded in that nearly $1,000,000 for repairs and re- 
newals and, besides, the cost of defending $40,000,- 
000 of damage suite. This is a percentage of 
operating expenses to receipts which is far below 
that of th® surface roads in Chicago, and it would 
seem that if elevated roads can be operated here 
as cheaply as that, and their projectors claim that 
it can be done much more cheaply, their competi- 
tion with the surface roads must become a most 
serious factor. 

So far asthe immediate effect upon.the stock 
market of any announcements régarding the pro 
ress of the West Side Elevatedroad is concerned, 
it is quite as likely to contribute toward advanc- 
ing the market as to result in breaking it. The 
men who have put up these street railway stocks 
50 points are not yét ready for any serious de- 
cline. Much of the stock that has been purch 
is yet to be marketed, and market values must be 
maintained. Lf a few holders of street railway se- 
curities—timid or wise, ing to the stand- 
point from which their action is viewed—shall de- 
cide that the prospect of. elevated competition 
warrants them in realizing; it is quite 
likely that the men who have charge of the 
bull movement will not only take their stock, 
but will advance prices in the face of unfavorable 
news as they have done several times before. 
Whatever the action of the stock market may be, 
the fact must still be borne in mind that the West 
Side Street railroad company will, within a year, 
be face vo face with a competitor worthy of its 
own great strength. ; 

The only thing in the market Saturday, outside 
of the street railways, was a little activity in 
Western Stone. The stock continued strong. 
There was a sale of Strawboard at &4, whic 
marked a sharp break from the recent advance.

pose. Any sum, however small, 
may be played on any of these numbers in 
combinations not exceeding five. The favor- 
ite plan is to play on the occurrences of the 
day, which 1s accomplished by means of a 
gambling dictionary called *‘ La Smorfia,’’ in 
which every word.has its corresponding num- 
ber, so that there is noevent of public or 
personal interest, be it a battle, a murder, a 
robbery, @ divorce, or a suicide—no topic of 
domestic life,from a birth to a wedding, 
which may not ve made the subject of play. . 

The traveler is regarded by most landlords, 
waiters, drivers, porters, and others of the 
game class as their natural and legitimate 
prey. Deception and impcsition are con- 
sidered very venal offenses by Ital- 
ians of the lower class, who regard 
a successful attempt as a proof of superior 
sagacity. The traveler who complacently 
submits to extortion is therefore less respected 
than he who stoutiy resists barefaced _at- 
tempts upon his credulity. Mendicancy, 
whica was countenanced and encouraged by 
the old system of Italian politics, still contin- 
ues to be a national nuisance to which the 
tourist must habituate himself. Begging in 
Naples is a trade rather than a genuine de- 
mand foralms. The best mode of getting rid 
of this pest 1s to give a trifle, or else to refuse 
giving with a gesture of disapproval, A beg- 
gar who on one occasion was given two cents 
and thanked the donor with profuse benedic- 
tion was at another time given half a dollar, 
but this act of liberality, instead of being 
gratefully accepted, only called furth the re- 
mark in a half offended tone: ** Does the 
gentleman mean to insult me?” 

These people are brilliant, capricious, en- 
thusiastic, unbalanced, natural. Under or- 
dinary conditions they are. amiable and even 
gentle, but whea in danger or aroused in time 
of revolution and fanatical excitement they 
go to the extreme of folly and frenzy. ' 

One of Naples’ principal attractions, and 
one which no traveler should miss, is the 
Festa di Monte Vergine, which takes place 
Whit-Sunday and usually lasts about three 
days.

umn of vapor was carried over nearly 100 miles 
of country. At the same moment the summit 
of the cone poured out seven streams of lava, 
one of which destroyed two-thirds of Tarre 
del Greco; a second Resima, which had been 
built on the site of Hereulaneum; another the 
Village of Granatello anda part of Portici. 
No less than 18,000 persons are said to have 
perished in this catastrophe. 

Other eruptions occurred in 1688 and 1660, 
when the crater was so cleared out that three 
distinct holes could be seen In action at the 
bottom of the hollow. | From 1704 to 1708 
there were frequent eruptions, the worst being 
in 1707, when ashes, stones, lava were cast 
forth in great quantities, Naples being Aug. 
4 covered with a dense shower of ashes. From 
1712 to 1737 there were constant eruptions, 
stones being at times thrown to a height of 
1,000 feet above the orifice from which they 
issued, The years 1751, 1754, 1758, and 1760 
were also very turbulent. | 

The mountain’ was comparatively quiet 
until 1834, when two streams of lava were 
thrown out, one over the Margin of the crater 
the other from the base of the old cone ac- 
companied by a sea of flame. One stream 
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which surround one, everywhere. Naples is 
one realistic dream of beauty. | 
_ The first eruption. of Vesuvius of which there 
is any record oceurred Aug. 24 in the year 79, 
during the reign of Titus. It is memorable 
not only:as the eruption which destroyed 
Pompeii and Herculaneum anil caused the 
death of Pliny, the naturalist, bat also as hav- 
ing had his nephew, the younger Pliny, for its 
historian. He gives a most graphic descrip- 
tion of this magnificent though terrible scene. 
“The cloud which had scattered so deep a 
murkiness over the day had now settled into a 
solid and impenetrable!mass. It resembled 
less even the thickest gloom of night in. the 
open air than the close and blind darkness of 
some narrow room. Hut in proportion as 
the blackness gathered did the lightnings 
around Vesuvius increage in their vivid and 
scorching glare. Nor) was their horrible 
beauty confined tothe usual lines of fire; no 
rainbow ever rivaled their varied 
and prodigal dyes. Now brightly 
blue as the most azure depth of

a southern sky, now of a livid and snakelike 
green, darting restlessly to and fro as the folds 
of an enormous serpent, now of a lurid and 
intolerable crimson, gushing forth through 
thé columns of smoke far and wide and light- 
ing up the whole country for miles, then sud- 
denly dying into a sickly paleness, like the 
ghost of their own life. > 


‘**In the pauses of the showers you heard 
the‘rumbling of the earth beneath and the 
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STRADA DEL » CARMINE, 


lost itself in the Atrio “dell Cavallo, the other 
flowed down in a vast current of great rapid- 
ity, nearly half a mile broad and from 
eighteen to thirty feet deep. It did not sto 
for eight days, ané in its course it destroy 
the village of Caposecco, leaving only four 
houses out of 500. In 1838-39 there were also 
eruptions of great violence, Thecrater was 
changed by the last outbursts assuming the 
form of a funnel 300 feet deep, accessible to 
the bottom, 

After a few years of quietness the mountain 
again resumed business at the old stand. 
The night of Feb, 9, 1854, there was a_ terrific 
explosion and pouring out of lava, one stream 
reaching and utterly destroying Bosco Reale, 
the wood formed of stately oaks and ash trees. 
The large trees, as soon as enveloped in the 
seething lava stream, poured out jets of hiss- 
ing steam from every knot and branch and 
then exploded with a loud report, shooting up- 
wards of fifty feet or more. It formed a won- 
derful spectacle to see these large trees, burn- 
ing brilliantly, shooting through the air in 
every direction. This eruption changed the 
appearance of the mountain entirely. The 
walls of the old crater were broken down and 
the central cone reduced in height and form. 
After this Vesuvius became comparatively 
peaceful, though it sputtered and shook the 
earth occasionally. 

During the first three months of 1868 there 
were numerous outbursts from the top of the 
great cone which caused it to reach a greater 
elevation than at any former period, the 
height April 3’being 4,253 feet above the level 
of the sea. 

At the beginning of 1871 the mountain again 
exhibited signs of activity, which continued 
throughout the year and cultminated in the 
eruption of 1872. April 24 five streams of 
lava issued from the great cone. During the 
night of the 25th a fresh stream of lava issued 
about half way down. the. side of the crater. 
A number of people had collected to view 
this, when a torrent of lava suddenly 
burst out close to the crater of 1855 
and enveloped and killed a number of 
the sightseers. The 28th and 2th . there 
was a tremendous outburst of ashes, which 
fell over the surrounding country as far as 
Naples, obscuring the daylight and entirely 
destroying the vegetation. 

Prof. Paimieri of Naples has laid it down 
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still, and audible but to ithe watch of the in- 
tensest fear, the grinding and hissing nfurmur 
of the escaping gases through the chasms of 
the distant mountain. Sometimes the. cloud 
appeared to break from its solid mass and by 
the lightning to assume quaint and vast mimic- 
ries of human or of monster shapes striding 
across the gloom, crowding one upon the 
other and vanishing swiftly into the turbuleat 
abyss of shade. q . 

** Suddenly the place became lighted with 
an intense and lurid glow. Bright ana gi- 
gantic through the darkness which closed 
around it like the walls of hell the mountain 
shone—a pile of fire Its summit seemed 
riven in two, or rather, above its surface 
there seemed to rise two monster shapes, each 
confronting each as demons contending fora’ 
world. These were of One blood-red hue of 
fire, ‘which lighted up the whole atmosphere 
far and wide, but below the base of the 
mountain was still dark and shrouded save in

The effect of this eruption was to destroy 
the entire side of the mountain nearest to the 
sea, leaving the only remnants of the ancient 
crater, the lower ridge ,on the south flank 
now called La Pedamentina, and that portion 
of the wall which under the name of Somma 
encircles .about two-fifths of the new cone. 
This cone is the present Vesuvius, which has

as a rule that when, after a considerable period 
of repose, the central crater presents a series 
of small and frequent eruptions, a grand out- 
burst may be expected. Automatic instru- 
ments now in use at the observatory give and 
record the warnings of the slightest trembling 
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of the crater. The present eruption will prob- 
ably be of short duration, though the director 
of the observatory says that “ Vesuvius is 
sweating fire.”’

Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself hath said: 

I want to be actor, 

And with the actors stand? 

To act another’s character is one of the 
earliest instinctive yearnings of the youngster. 
Is it the ape in us that thus early manifests itself? 
When the little girl plays mother to her dolls 
is it the maternal feeling that prompts it or 
only the common desire to imitate her elders? 
Some would fain believe the-former, but 
doubtless if the truth were known the cause 
would be found inthe fact that we are all 
more or less great mimics, for how else can 
we account for the eyually early desire to 
dress and act in all respects like grown folks? 

The wish to become an actor may be pre- 
ceded by thecraze to run away tosea orto 
keep a candy-shop, and the first symptoms 
may crop out in a longing to join a circus; 
but come how it may, theinfatuation of child- 
hood and youth with the stage comes early 
and is stronger and longer lasting than the 
childish admiration of either the soldier or 
the policeman, | 

The schoolteacher is looked upon with awe 
and envy (while we are still in school); the 
physician’s life attracts many who do not 
realize its hardships, and his superior knowl- 
edge of the arts and mysteries of 
his profession always secure deferential 
treatment and the confidence of the people.

But no calling is regarded by both boys and 
girls of all conditions with such mingled awe 
and reverence and feverish impatience to en- 
gage in it as the profession of the player or 
play-actor. What wonder, then, that the 
stage is peopled so miscellaneously, with 
guch ai collection of all classes and 
all forms and descriptions of men and women! 
Were any other vocation on the face of the 
earth as attractive to the on-looker, as fasci- 
nating in its pursuit,or as promising in its great 
possibilities, that vocation would be equally 
overrun and heterogeneous in its following. 
The melancholy Jacques could with eaual 
truth have reversed his famous lines and said: 
“The stage is all the world (its picture in 
little);’’ and then continued: “amd players 
are merely nen and women,”’ 

But to the stage-struck youth an actor is a 
god who leads a charmed or enchanted life. 
The very trunks that contain his wardrobe are 
an object of the deepest curiosity 
and cast a strange spell over. the 
crowd that gathers at the railway 
station whenever a troupe is expected. The 
actors are stared at as if they were beings 
from another planet; their every movement is 
watched and commented on. He cannot eat 
his meals in the puolic dining-troom without 
being peeked at to see—what?—if he “ eats 
with his knife’’? All celebrities and public 
characters have to endure this kind of treat- 
ment to some extent and on occasion, but 
the actor is subjected to it constantly, for he 
is always a stranger and not a “* familiar ob- 
ject’ in any one town. . 

Known to the majority in his stage togs 
only and seen ainidst the music and the 
lights, the tinsel and the applause of the play- 
house, does he not seem one to be envied? Is 
not his work only play? The child mind does 
not even grasp the necessity for rehearsals and 
thinks the heroic lines and noble deeds of that

the other fellow’s work. At all events, he 
would like to try it. 

The opportunity, comes soon enough to 
them both, Strange, is it not, that two-thirds 
of the men and women on the stage today had 
their first experience, and, what is more, their 
dramatic instincts aroused and fostered, in 
church entdrtainments? The church looks 
upon its offghoot and companion worker for 
good as th¢ hotbed of vice, but ig nevertheless 
responsib : 
every actor who ever trod the boards. Is this 
not an amusing reflection on the consistency 
of the church? 

But this article is not intended as a defense 
of the stage oratirade against its enemies, 
but merely a somewhat disconnected iot of 
observations about the life which so many 
long to know about and often enter into un- 
wisely. Only those who have esea 
chicken-pox and measles have escaped 
taking part in ‘“‘Cinderelia,” “The Beauty 
and the Beast,’’ “‘Mrs. Jarley’s Wax works,”’ 
or “ The Flower of the Family.”’ Society gush 
and sometimes doting parents have made us 
all feel that the world could not wait for us tu 
electrify it with our “‘spouting.” The slight- 
est dramatic talent is sufficient to make 
one constantly in demand to play for sweet 
charity’s sake. And most delightful are the 
preparations for these amateur entertain- 
ments. 

The twenty or thirty rehearsals which usual- 
ly precede the performance are simply “ pic- 
nic.”’ They ard seldom condu with 
method or discipline, and as most amateurs 
can be divided into two distinct classes, those 
who “know it all” and those -who 
know nothing, there is ‘ little need 
for an instructor or stage manager. 
It does not take more than two seasons at this 
kind of work before these “‘ immatures ” be- 
gin to talk about their “ line,’? and decline to 
play parts offered them because they are ** out 
of their hne.”” In other words they take up a 
specialty before learning “ utility,” to say 
nothing about “ responsible ” work. Then 
they begin to talk about starring, and Hamlet 
be lai Macbeth are ummeaiately turned to 
after one brilliant and consecutive night as 
Claude Meinotte ana the Lady of Lyons at the 
West End Opera-House. | 

Such ambition and ignorance are but nat- 
ural, and this vealy period is passed through 
in all professions. But the sooner the “ age 
of omniscience ” is safely passed through the 
better, and the amateur actor is fortunate if 
he has overcome his self-confidence be- 
fore he joins a company of real 
actors, for the initiation of. a 
disagreeable youngster is quite og ager

There is not a class of people so kind to one 
another in every way as actors, begin- 
ner is looked upon as an amateur for the first 
five years after his “ first appearance ”’ 
among professionals, but if he. start as he 
should at the bottom of the ladder and show 
a disposition to be of ** general utility ’—the 
‘line ” for which he engages—he will always 
find consideration and some one ready to 
coach and dress him for every part he may be 
privileged to play.

found the star ready to lend him wardrobe, 
and even make up his face for him, when he 
gets his first speaking part—an announcing 
servant. Jealousy and ill-feelmg exist 
only where there, is rivalry im_ the 
same special line of work, just as 
one soprano singer may be envious of the 
success of another soprano singer, but not of 
an alto. A first comedian once _ to a Bec- 
ond comedian who was sharing some of his 
honors: **There are very few first comedians 
who would allow you to get so many laughs!”’ 
But, as awhole, the theatrical people are 

most clanaish, considerate, and helpful to one 
another. Though no longer ostraciwsed from 
society, they are forced, through the nature of 
their occupation and the traveling life which 
is now im d on them, to lead an existence 
isolated from the rest of mankind. It is per- 
haps well that they cannot mingle commonly 
with the people, for an essential element of 
success in anything is not to make one- 

self cheap; and as for so-called greatness ail 
know that it drops a peg or two in the eyes of

and those who enter it would do well to realize 
this fact at the start. ne of the seemingly 
least harmful temptations to which the actor 
may yield is the one which leads oftenest to 
disaster and demoralization. It is the temp- 
tation tosubmit to being lionized. Mr. William 
Warren once said that the only man he ever 
heard of who was not spoiled by lionizing was 
Daniel. Mr. Lawrence Barrett reali the 
truth of this statement and protected himself 
to an extent that made him appear to be 
snobbish. Mr. Booth, though ever gracious, 
never allowed himself social homage. I¢ is 
but a form of the same mistake when 
lesser lights of the profession permit them- 
selves to go “ out with the boys,” who are 
ever ready to “jolly them up,” for it 
is esteemed a great privilege ,to know 
an actor. The result of yielding to the wishes 
of these *‘ friends’ is poor health, the drop- 
ping of studious habits, and bad ways gener- 
ally. 

It is astonishing how little people unac- 
quainted with the work appreciate the impera- 
tive necessity for hard and faithful study in 
order to succeed in this profession just as in 
any other kind of endeavor. While there are 
rare exceptions it is a well-proved fact that no 
man or woman has been able “to star’’ with 


- any degree of permanence or regularity with- 


out ten, and often twenty, years’ experience. 
Still the laity are prone to think him a fail- 
ure if the beginner does not star after he has 
been only a season ortwoin the “ perfesh.”’ 
This is but one of the many misapprehensions 
in regard to actors. those who have

never known them personally still re- 
tain. Those who have not an un- 
favorable opinion of ‘professionals ” 
have, in most respects, erroneous opinions 
about them, about their work, and the lives 
they lead. In the business world one might 
be an ordinary clerk or accountant, and so- 
ciety would pay little attention to the fact so 
long as one were agreeable, but an actor is 
seen at his work and “sized up” by every 
one, and what social recognition and even pri- 
vate esteern hesecures depends largely on 
his merit as aon artist. Managers engage 
their ** people” with the same regard, so. that 
we find in so-called first-class companies 
“people” who if they were engaged for their 
social graces and moral worth would not be 
there, and vice-versa. | 
For instance, no man under five feet eight 
inches in height should think of becoming an 
actor, for while great geniuses who were un- 
der-siz6 have attained eminence, they required 
all their genius to compersate for the inch or 
two which they lacked in stature. It is often 
some unavoidable drawback like this—such as 
small features, a bad voice, or an unmusical 
ear (an essentia! for speaking dialects)—that. 
utterly disqualifies one for the work. The 
fact that a tew have turned to good account 
peculiarities that would seem insurmountable 
obstacles in the amateur does not make it less 
true that it requires marked ability in other 
ways to make up for these shortcomings. 
Again, it is no sign that one can act with 
effect because he can feel strongly and deeply. 
The best effects are obtained when the actoz 
himself is not moved by the emotions which 
he portrays, but only by anxiety and enthusi-

som Shoals. This was 4a rilous 
task, but safely accomplished, and 
as fast as the survivors arrived 
they were taken aboard the ships at Blossom 
Shoals, the Progress taking 226 of the first 
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arrivals, including the women and children. 
The other ships took the rest of the 1,200. For 
this the vessels were awarded $35 for each pas- 
senger taken to ‘Honolulu. Capt. Dowden re- 
ceived a handsome gold medal, and the rescued 
Captains presented him with a valuable watch. 

The Progress did not see New Bedford again 
tilt 1875, when it was purchased by I. H. Bart- 
lett & Sons, one of those old time firms of 
ship owners. The next five seasons were spent 
in the Aretic Ocean, during which 
time the Progress earned over $200,900. 
This amount was the return exclusively from 
whalebone product. One voyage realized 
$80,000 in this commodity. When it is re- 
membered that one whale frequently yields 
2,000 or 3,000 pounds of whalebone worth 
$6.80 a pound at present prices, it will be 
seen that a comparatively small amount of 
bone means a profitable voyage. For the 
last ten years the Progress has been resting 
alongside the wharves at New Bedford wait- 
ing till.it should be needed to take the place 
of some other whaler. It was left for Chicago 
and the World’s Fair to change the destiny of 
the time-honored craft. 

The Progress has been fully rigged and 
sparred. The water-line has been painted 
brick-red, and the deckhouse, boathouse, and 
davits white. Her cabins and staterooms 
have been beautified and grained in oak. The 
cabin floor has been neatly carpeted, and all 
the apartments are clean and attractive. The 
ship has been fitted out with trypots and all 
whaling craft appliances he past and pres- 
ent.. On the n@lin deck betWeen the fore and 
main mastisa large brick structure which 
looks somewhat like the bviling-house found 
in maple sugar groves. Two immense iron 
pots are built in the brick work immediately 
over two furnaces.

disaster of 1871, polar bear skins, and a val- 
uable set of pictures taken by a man who-was 
in one of the ill-fated ships. The pictures 
were carried eighty miles across the ice to the 
vessels in open water. 

It is the purpose of the Captain to have pub- 
lished a short description of the whaling busi- 
ness, which will be furnished to the ship’s 
visitors. The sighting of a whale from the 
masthead, lowering boats, pulling to and 
capturing an imaginary whaie will be illus- 
trated. The boat lowered follows as closely 
n the wake of the whale as possible, and the 
bowman stands in the bow, harpoon in hand. 
This harpoon is a broad-bladed spearhead 
three or four feet long, sharp. and having 
about six inches cutting surface on each side. 
It is fastened on a ~pole about ten 
feet long. just ahead of a gun that 
is fastened to the same pole. A _ string 
connects the harpoon and the trigger 
of the gun, so that when the harpoon enters 
the flesh the pressure backward pushes the 
trigger spring and a bomb is exploded. 
Stunned and stung the whale starts down and 
the line attached to the harpoon pole is let 
out. As soon as it is slack the bowman hauls 
it in and pays it out when ittightens. Anoth- 
er shot is taken when a chance offers. When 
the whale is killed it is hauled alongside and 
fastened to the ship’s chains. 

It is proposed to have practical whalers at 
hand to show visitors every appliance con- 
nected with the business and explain its use. 

The logs or sea records of old whalers ex- 
tending back many years will be on exhibi- 
tion. In some of the cases all manner of har- 
poons, lances, bomb lances, and whaling guns 
will be in view, and chief among the curiosi- 
ties is a quadrant which is said to have come 
over in the Mayflower. 

Capt. Dowden has advertised every where for 
whaling curiosities,«and the people of New 
Bedford, Conn., have assisted him with might 
and main to make the ship a success.

The long statesman always 
made it a point to show up at the penitentiary 
about Saturday night, so that he could spend 
Sunday with the State and take life easy. It 
was while he wag connected with the prison in 
an official capagity that he acquired the gift of 
oratory that has marked his career in a greater 
or less degree in later years. 

Every Sunday morning: the convicts are 
addressed by the Chaplain, and it 1s often the 
case that prominent men interested in reform- 
atory measures are invited to the prison to 
talk to the unfortunate men who wear the 
stripes. 
speakers with a few “* brief remarks ”’ to close 
the exercises. Of course the convicts are not 
allowed to make any demonstration and it was 
not known to the pmson officials and visitors 
whether Mr. Jones’ Sunday morning talks 
were appreciated. 

On one occasion Mr. Campbell, from Bloom- 
ington, had been invited to address the con- 
victs. His talk was a mostexcellent one and 
was highly appreciated by the prison authori- 
ties as well as the convicts. For some reason 
or other Mr. Jones departed from his usual 
custom and sat in silence when Mr. Campbell 
had finished. | 
_ It is customary for the Bible class to meet. 
immediately after the chapel exercises. In 
this exercise the convicts are allowed to make 
short talks, and these often have reference to 
the change of heart experienced during their 
stay in the prison. QOuthia occasion an old 
colored man, who had been 1n the penitentiary 
for a number of years, rose when the Chaplain 
said that the meeting was open and spoke 
about as follows: 

“‘Brudder Camel’s talk dis mornin’ is 
de best sermon I have heard since my 
stay inde prison. It came right home to 
de heart and has done me more good dan any 
sermon I eber heerd. I don’t know how de rest 
of de breddern feel about it, but 1 believe dat it 
would be a good t’ing if we could hear him 
ofener. Now, dere is the Chapiain; he is a 
afm man, and his sermons are pow’ful. 

ut, den, you know de Chapiain gets paid for 
his talkin’, and it probably does not do a fel- 
ler so much good as if it sprung right from de 
heart. Den dere is Brudder Jones. He does 
a great deal of talkin’, but I tink dat Brudder 
Jones just talks to bear hisself talk.” 

During all this time * Long’ Jones was 
sitting on the platform at the side of his col- 
league, Sam H. Jones. He sat in that angular 

ition, with his right leg thrown across his 
eft and both feet on the floor. He held his 
left arm in the same position as is his custom 
when he sits in a big chair at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel and is talking about Gen. Logan or 
Roscoe Conkling. His little finger was vigor- 
ously eadeavoring to knock the ashes from an 
imaginary cigar. Onsuch occasions he usual- 
ly holds a cigar between his thumb and 
third finger, and his little finger auto- 
matically .removes the ashes. Sam Jones’ 
face betrayed his merriment and 
the Warden could scarcely control the con- 
vict audience, Notwithstanding the strict 
discipline the prisoners burst forth in a laugh 
and demonstrated their feelings by shufflin 
their feet on the floor.

Beautiful Days and Dreamy Nights Fol- 
lowed by Sudden Shocks and the Wrath- 
ful Trembling of Old Earth—Solid Stone 
Buildings Torn Apart—Flying from 
the Wrath to Come—Engineering Skill 
and Dynamite Distanced—No Means of 
Predicting a Shock. 

The recent terrible earthquakes throughout 
the Philippine Islands, reported in the cable 
dispatches to Taz Txisune, make especially 


timely an article on those far-away shores by | 


Rufus Allen Lane in the Cosmopolitan, Mr, 
Lane shipped as a cabin passenger in the bark 
Hazard, but felt the stigma of idleness so 
much that soon he was enrolled as one of the 
crew and stood regular watches, thus gaining 
not only the advantage of the long yarns by 
the old sailors, but also seeing the. sea and 
land as only a sailor sees them, with eyes wide 
oper for all natural phenomena. 

From Newcastle to Manila, says Mr. Lane, 
was a six weeks’ dream of lotos land; perfect 
weather, light work aboard ship, and the 
nights startlingly brilliant with the. constella- 
tions of those Southern latitudes, the Southern 
Cross being conspicuous; and now and again 
sume islands, unseen, made their proximity 
known by the spicy and aromatic breezes 
from their shores. 

The volcano of Mayon, on the island of 
Luzon, a mountain sume 8,000 feet high, was 
in activity, and presented a magnificent spec- 
tacle at night, with its fissures glowing with 
molten lava, its fountain. of fire and rocks 
from the summit, and the rocks bounding 
down the sides till lost in the timber half-way 
up, while now and again the detonations were 
like cannoniading. The nights among the isl- 
ands of the Philippine group were very beau- 
tiful, and the terches of the native fishermen 
in their canoes, the lights on the shore in 
the Indian villages, all added to the charm 
and opened up endiess visions of delight: ax.4 
romance. By day it is different, but not less 
beautiful; the voleano, perfect im its cone 
shape, towered up, its summit now clear, now 
wreathed in smoke, The tropical islands 
about us were more or leas inhabited, as the 
clusters of huts, palm-leaf thatched, showed 
here and there through the groves of palms 
and. banana trees, or on ‘the _ white 
sandy beach of some _ little cove with 
its dark green background of tree 
and hill, while an occasional _ native 
cange, with heavy bamboo outriggers/ brown- 
ish sails of matting, and dark-skinned occu- 
pants, helped to make this mysterious un- 
known sea and country still more dreamlike. 
Stretched at full length upon the bowsprit, I 
felt in every fiber of my being as never before 
that it was good to be alive. 

Wé anchored in Manila Bay early in April, 
and before the Hazard left had been of- 
fered and accepted a clerkship in one of the 
American houses there, which resulted in my 
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spending many years in that part of the 
world, and extended a trip, thought to be well 
within a year’s duration when I[ set out, into a 
nine years’ absence from home before I re- 
turned for a first brief visit. | 

Manila isthe capital city of Lazon, the 
largest island of the Philippines. It is distant 
about sixty hours by steamer from Hongkong, 
ina southeasteriy direction, and five days 
from Singapore to the northeast, and it lies 
in about fourteen north latitude. 

I liked the life and it liked me. Theclimate 
is warm but equable, and one dresses in light 
and suitable garments without fear of a sud- 
den drop in the temperature. The houses are 
built for the climate and comfort; the natives 
are very good servants and there is much there 
to make life more than endurable. One misses 
much that is left behind at home, for the East 
is never really “home” to thé Westerner 
born and bred, but then there is a great deal 
to be had and enjoyed in the East which is 
impossible elsewhere, and the home, the re- 
turn, always worked for and looked forward 
to, loses nothing in the pleasant anticipations 
of what the future has in store. . 

Manila and its suburbs have a »opulation of 
about 330,000, of whom only about 10,000, in- 
cluding troops,government officials and clergy, 
are Europeans; of English-speaking people 
there are probably not over five or six hun- 
dred. There are many native dialects, but 
the curreat social, official, and business idiom 
is Spanish. The Philippines are, next to Cuba, 
the most valuable possessions of Spain, and 
they maintain an army of employés, 
civil, religious, military and naval. They 
are in daily communication with the rest of 
the world by steam as well as bycable. Man- 
ila is up with the times in the matter of news, 
fashions, etc.; and is a very cosmopolitan 
place through the constant changes in its Eu- 
ropean residenta. 

Geographically it isdelightfully picturesque ; 
the natives are pleasant, if indolent, and not a 
had people to hve among. Roads are good 
akc carriage service excellent; the native po- 
nies are pretty and stutdy, and communica- 
tion between the towns by land or water is 
easy and comfortable. 

During a residence of eighteen years in 
theseislands, my experience. covered almost 
everything in the way of natural and civil dis-

turbances properly belonging to them per se, 
such as earthquakes, typhoons, thunder- 
storms, epidemics of cholera and fever, at- 
tem pts at insurrection against Spanish rule or 
the Catholic clergy, receptions of foreign and 
native princes, etc. 

Of them all, perhaps. my recollections of the 
earthquake year, 188), are the most vivid. 
These islands have guffered very severely at 
different times from earthquakes, the most 
notable in Manila ba@ing in 1645, in 1863, and 
in 1880, when there was immense destruction 
to property and very considerable loss of life. 

There is- absolutely nothing that foretells 
the approach of an earthquake, its duration, 
or severity; nor can it be looked for more at 
vne season than another, day-time than night, 
unpleasant or sunshiny weather: there is no 
certainty that one shock may not be followed 
by others, lighter or worse; or, on the other 
hand, that the shock may not be the only one 
for months, and perhaps years. 

During the eleven years of my residence in 
Manila, up to July, 1880, we had at intervals 
had shocks innumerable, but none of suf- 
ficien} importance to do any serious damage 
to property or person, although some lasted 
twenty and thirty seconds—quite long enough 
to make it seem wise to run out from under 
aroof or from near walls into the open 


squares without waiting to arrange your cos- . 


tume or to care fot what you were leaving in 
the house behind you. You are always con- 
scious that you do not know what may be com- 
ing—for while the shock may cause nothing 
but a harmless fright it may just as likely be 
a terrible destruction and result in leveling 
every building in the vicinity. 

In 1880 we had been remarkably free from 
earthquakes for some time: but about the 
15th of July there was a slight shock of short 
sev followed by none until three days 
later. The 18th fell on a Sunday. At that 
time I lived in a very large house on the banks 
of the River Pasig: it was built of stone and 
timber, with a heavy -roof of tiles, and had a 
large open veranda the whole of the 
house on the river side. |

On pmsaes fees. vam 
quarters, kitchen, bath-rooms, end carriage 
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from top to bottom quite twenty-five feet. 
On this upper and second floor, which was 
very high studded, were the sleeping, sitti 
dining, and billiard rooms. The north side 
of the house fronted on a large garden be- 
wornalia, being’ Beall tapen: toe; iver Panis 
veranda, being upon iver ig; 
pega and west sides were separated froin 
neighboring houses of zimilar construction by 
some thirty feet or more. 

The River Pasig is navigable for steamers of 
light draught and is a highway to the . 
some fourteen miles away. All kinds of craft 
ply on this river, from the dugout canoe pro- 
pelled by an Indian and his shovel-shaped 
paddle, the rafts of bamboos, cocoanuts, and 
logs, to the huge cargo boats with their crews 
of twenty and thirty men, with both stern and 
side wheel steamers. Midway in the rnver 
opposite our house was an i of con- 
siderable size, the river being very broad 
at just this spot, on which had been erected 
an insane asylum a sanitarium for 
one of the orders of the Sisters of Charity; 
both buildings were very solidly constructed 
of stone and timber and roofed with tiles. 

This Sunday noon we were at table; we had 
finished our tiffin, our midday meal, and were 
chatting over our coffee and cigars; we 
were seven in number, if I remem- 
ber right, two. Englishmen and five 
Americans. The day was beautiful and 
cloudjess, the heat being tempered by a cool- 
ing sea breeze, and by the punka swung lazily 
over our heads. Our conversation was sharply 
broken ib upon by the ominous rattie of the 
glass pendants to the chandeliers, 

‘* Earthquake!” said one quietly. Another 
began to rise from the table, and all looked 
attentive. .‘‘ It won’t amount to anything,” 
said the first. 

‘Well, I guess I won’t take any chances,” 
said he, who was already on his feet, and he 
vanished toward the stairs. The servants— 
natives—on the first intimation had bolted for 
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the open air in a body. By this time the whole 

house was shaking like a cage in the hands of 

a strong man, and we had ail left the table 

and started for the-stairway. I, being seated 

at the foot of the table, the farthest 

from the way to the stairs, was the last te get 

out of the room, and in the corridor I met some 

of my friends coming back, who shouted to me, 

through the din and the dust, ‘“‘You can’t get 
down; the walls of the stairway are falling 
in.”’ By this time a part of the roof was in, 

and a timber had fallen and broken the 
back off the chair that 1 had a few seconds be- 
fore vacated, The noise wasterrific; the whole 
house was groaning; furniture, lamps, plas- 

ter and brick walls were falling, glass was 

breaking, tiles and timbers were coming 

through from the roof, ana. the dust was very 

dense. We turned into the first open door in 

a flock and found ourselves in a bedroom—” 
the movement of the earthquake shut the door 
through which we ‘had come and jammed it. 

‘Rats in atrap!’’ some one said. We pushed 

on as well as we could to the other door, but it 
was like walking on the deck of a vessel in a 
very heavy seaway. This door opened on to 

the veranda over the river, but it was closed) 
fast and not to be started. A sudden lurch of 

the house, caused by the earthquake, swung 

the door out and we stood in the open passage 

for a second, holding to the sides and one an- 

other in order to keep our footing. 

We were four together at “this time; the 
other three had scattered, one getting safely 
down-stairs and out into the garden, and two 
seeking refuge in another part of the house 
up-stairs. These were in quite as bad a plight 
as ourselves, as a found out upon comparing 
notes later. e floor upon which we 
tour stood was of. tiles, and was 
working open beneath our feet, show-

least fifteen feet below us. Meanwhile the 

fearful din was kept up all around, above and 

below us, and it was hardly possible to main- 

tain an upright position. Across the riveron 

the island opposite we. saw the tiled roof of 

the sahitarium fall off, not in, but as snow 

slides off; then the roof tambers dropped in- 

side the stone walls, which stood up only long’! 
enough to receive them; they in their turn 

collapsed and fell upon these timbers. 

“God!” groaned somebody, breaking our 
own silence, and at the same instant one of 
our number rushed out upon the veranda, in- 
tending to jump off into the river thirty feet | 
below, but a portion of our own roof fell and 
knocked him down. A second’s pause in the 
earthquake let us rush to his rescue, *but 
before he could be brought in an- 
other shock loosened the roof tim- 
bers, some of which fell and pinned 
the unfortunate man down, breaking his arm 
and badly cutting his head. Another cessa- 
tion allowed us to get our friend out, and this 
time we all got safely down-stairs and into 
the open ground in front of the’ house, when’ 
another and final shock, that seemed to finish 
what was left to destroy, came and terminated 
the earthquake. 

My own sensations during this time were 
chiefly of impatience—impatience for the 
earthquake to stop and let me out of my per- 
fectly helpless position, or else to bring the 
threatened annihilation upon us without fur- 
ther suspense. For days the earth was 
in a constant state of movement, though 
generally so shght as to be wunno 
ticeable, but every now and then 4 
decided shock would send people flying ints 
the street at any time of tne day or night. 
The stone and brick houses suffered severely, 
and many of the churches were eocupletele 
ruined, The people took to living in native 
huts, which sway with the movements of the 
earthquake without breaking down, or. 
in tents; the barracks were in 
ruins and the troops encamped in 
the open squares. Mass was cclebrated there, 
and every evening for weeks religious proces- 
sions took place in the streets, when images 
of the saints were carried about, and prayers 
were chanted with the hope that this period of 
terror might pass without further calamuties. 

A second severe shock occurred the Tues | 
day following. and this caught me in my of- | 
fice, but so much damage had already been 
done that there was little for this to do beyond 
precipitating the downfall of ruins. At onetime 
on this afternoon, as registered by instruments 
in the possession of the Jesuits, the movements 
of the earth showed erections upon its sur- 
face to be more than forty-five degrees off the 
perpendicular line. 

Besides waves and oscillating movements 
there were shocks irom below upward, and 
these latter were the most destructive, as they 
invariably loosened the keystones of arches, 
and caused structures secure from any other 
motion to fall. 

The City of Manila proper is surrounded 
by a heavy wall of solid masonry, from two 
to three hundred years old. In this wall are

abandoned shops, offices and houses, some left 
in such haste doors were not even closed, 
while furniture and household goods none 
thought of taking.

Proud of His Culinary Accomplishments. 


New York, July 21.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The Appletons are fortunate in being 
the first publishers of one of the most reada- 
ble books that has appeared in many a long 
day. In the two volumes that tell of the ex- 
periences of “ An Englishmen in Paris” dur- 
ing the reign of Louis Philippe and of the 
Empire, the correspondént suffers from an 
embarrassment of riches. There is not a dull 
page to be found between the covers of these 
volumes, and every line isquotable, The only 
thing for the reader to do is to take these ex- 
tracts as the sherry and bitters to quicken the 
feast that is to come. 
of this book in England it has been announced 
that Sir Richard Wallace, a_ well-known 
patron of tne fine arts and @ man about town, 
was the author, though there is no author’s 
name printed on the title page. 

Sir Richard Wallace, or whoever the author 
may be, began his acquaintance with Paris 
in “the late thirties.’ He was then a very 
young man with a passion for the society of 
authors, artists, actors, and the upper crust of 
bohemia, and he apparently had money 
enough to satisfy his tastes, At the Café de 
Paris, where they came to eat veau a la cas- 
serole, he met Alfred de Musset, Balzac, and 
Alexandre Dumas. These three men were 
naturally very interesting.to him, and he took 
some pains to cultivate their society. They 
were something more than men of genius, he 
tells us; they were “ men of the worid, and 
gentlemen who thought 1t worth their while to 
be agreeable to companions,”” Unlike Victor 
Hugo, Lamartine, Chateaubriand, and Eu- 
yéne Sue, all of whom he knew about the 
same time, “ they did not deem/it necessary 
to stand mentally aloof from ordiaary mor- 
tals.”’ Alfred de Musset and Alexandre Du- 
mas, he tells us, were both véry handsome, 
but “each in a different way, With his tall, 
slim figure, auburn wavy hair and beard, blue 
eyes, and finely-shaped mouth and nose, De 
Musset gave one the impression of a dandy 
cavalry officer in mufti, rather than of a poet. 
The ‘ Miss Bryon’ which Préault the sculptor 
applied to him was, perhaps, not altogether 
undeserved if judged intellegtually and physie- 
ally at first sight. There was a feminine 
grace about all his movements.’’ 

‘De Musset,”? he adds, “improved upon 
better acquaintance. He was apt to strike 
one at first as distant andisupercilious. He 
was neither the one nor the other, simply very 
reserved, and at the best of times very sad, not 
to say melancholy. It was not affectation, as 
had been said so often; it was his nature. The 
charge of superciliousness afose from his dis- 
tressing shortsightedness, which compelled 
him to stare hard at people without the least 
intention of being offensive.’ 

Why Balzac Staid at Home. 

It was during the winter that Balzae came 
to the Café de Paris for his veau ala casservle, 
for at the.end of the spring and during the 
summer the dinner hour, 7, found Balzac still 
a prisoner at home. The reason for this was 
explained by his friend Joseph Méry, the poet 
and novelist. 

Méry was an inveterate gambler and spent 
night after night at the card-table.

the curriculam of the grammar schools of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the object being not only to make 
the work more interesting and stimulating, but 
to enable bright pupils to complete the course in 
a shorter space of time than has heretofore been 
possible, Parallel with the old six years’ 
course is to be conducted one of four years in 
which pupils who evince ability can be rapidly 
promoted from one gradeto another. The time 
devoted to arithmetic, spelling, and grammar is 
to be curtailed and several new subjects are to 
be introduced.
